Ottawa, .'\piil 11. — A deiiutation from

The "^'ictoria Fruit Growers' Asso-< 
j elation decided to come in to the Brl- 
1 tish Columbia Central Excliango yes- 
! terday .-ifter n conference with James 
I Druiiiinond, tlie new manager and or- 
I gaiiizer. There are at i)resent about 
JiiO metnbers of tho association, but 
.Mr. Drummond starts out on the road 
on Monday, and hopes to get all tho 
fruit growers of llie island into tho 
association. 

Tile organization is tlio outcome of 
the greav growtii of the fruit ,srowlng 
Industry of British ■ Columbia aurifig. 
tho past few years. Nelson, ChllU- ' 
wack, A''ernon and other fruit growing 
centres all boast their associations, 
which are ainilatcd with tho B. C, 
Central Exchange witli headquarters 
at Revclstoko. Tho central body has 
representatives In all the principal 
markets, and direct.s tho shipments 
and fixes the prices, thus putting an 
end to tho former haphazard method 
of doing business, which was of bene- 
fit neither to tlio grower nor the con- 
sumer, placing both at the mercy oS 
chance and the wholesalers. 

James Drummond, tho now man-< 
a,ger, arrived in rvictoria from Re'4 
gina on Friday evening, so hp haia ' 
lost no time ia getting to worlc.i Mr. 
Drummond has been In the' frujt: 
business all his .life, and thoroughly 
understands tile commercial end of it. 
Before coming to Canada ho lived m'. 
Jamaica, where ho was in charge of 
tho fruit shipments for tho Elder 
Dempster steamship, line. Tlius he Ik . 
also an expert on the packing and 
transportation of Irult. He lias handl- 
ed a great deal of Victoria fruit dur- 
ing the last few years, and ho says 
that while all the Irult is good, Vic- 
toria strawberries .arg ^ho-'bgat >gro\^jj. 
anywhere In Canada, and' are'not ex- 
celled in the world. Discussing yes- 
terday's meeting ati • tho Dominion 
hotel Mr. Drummond; said; • 

"We bad a most successful. "meeting? 
this afternoon, tho up.'sliot of whicii- 
was that the Victon.-i Fruit Growers*?; 
Association decideri to aiiuiatc wicli 
tho B. C. Central Exchange, and sharo 
the advantage of organization with 
llie other fruit growing centres of the 
province. Sir. Duffy, representing the 
or.ango growing organizations of Cali- 
fornia w.as also present, and g.ave u.s 
some valuable pointers on 0rg.ani7.a- 
tion mcthod.s. The importance to tlio, 
fruit growers of such .an organisation' 
can hardly be overestimated. Form- 
erly tho growers were at tlie mercy 
of tho wholesalers, and -they did not 
make money. They would ship on 
consignment, and had to tako what 
the wholesaler would give them. Also 
tho market was uncertain. 

"Talco strawberries for instance, 
which are a. very perishable fruit. 
You land a carload in V.ancouver to- 
morrow, and find tha t other cities have, 
shipped tiie sriine day, ntid tho market 
Is glutted. The fruit either is not sold 
or fetclios very little. Geiicrnlly it is 
not sold under such circumstanco.«?, 
and it nuickiy rots. A day or two 
earlier or later Uiero may have been 
practically no strawherries in thor 
maket, the- few obtainable fetching 
vcrv high prices. With tho whole proJ 
vince organized this state of affairs 
disappears. The central exchange 
fixes the price for the season, which 
does not vary. Thus the consumers 
will only have to pay one price. Again 
they regulate the supply. -The cen- 
tral exchange does all the selling. It 
knows just What fruit is going lo each 
market, and takes cam that all cen- 
tres are supplied and none glutted. 
The aver.'ure price to the consumer 
win not be higher, if as high as be- 
fore, but tlic growers will get tho 
benelit of it. 

"Tho Victoria association has taken 
temporary (iiiartens at the foot of 
"i'ates si root, pondlncr a more perman- 
ent abode. A jam factory and a fruit 
cannery will be established In order 
to take caro of surplus fruit, and will 
lu. operated In thlS city. The jam 
making maehlnery Is already hero. I 
start on Monday to bring tho other 
growers Into the associ.'ition, and wo 
expect that all those on the island will 
come in. AVe sh.'ill not only handle 
fniil bill .'ilso butler and eggs, wllh 
Die rcsiil! tli:il we shall get the farm- 
ers also. I shall take care of the 
gr.'idiiig ;nid packing of the fruit, as 
well as tlie iirgaiiixing for the asso- 
ciation sees that tlio public is protect- 
ed in this respect. The association's 
grading .and paelung slandard, and the 
consumers henceforth will knovv what 
thoy , get when I hey buy."

A Remarkable Work. 

The Chinese Girls' Rescue Home was 
founded liere in tin; year 1SS7 and since 
tliaL \uai' lias dnnr yuod woilc in tlic 
cdiu aliiiii aai-l |jr(itcctii'n ul' \v jni'.'li 
and ^;ii-|.s ol Cliliii-sc .-111(1 Jap.'iiicse 
oiiyin. I''i'()rn small bcglniuiiK-'' the 
lionir lias dcvi'iopiMl into an institution 
v.hii-li, at tlK- iiie.scnt time, cares Tor 
.<L'\ cniecii ri'.si(_|i..nt puiiils besides 
lliirty-twt) Chinese or .lapanesc girls 
whu are altoiidini; the tlay ."School and 
iK'coniintr prolicii'iit in the lOiiglisli 
ianfruagc and tiio gentler arls of 
.\nglo-ya.\on ivoniaiilioud. While tlic 
real need for rescue worU, as il was 
nndcrstoiid ten or fifteen years aKO 
when hiiiidretls of iKtn'iaiit Oriental 
woiiieii were heiiif^ bi;oiiBlU Into tills 
C'-imtry lor imnior.al purjjoses, has to 
a great extent i)assed, there Is still 
great scope for 'he institution for its 
educational value, and It has, the past 
few year.s, become more and more a 
school for CUinese onU Japanese girls 
though tlie rescue. work Is ever to the 
fore when . need demands It. Under 
the capable management of Mrs. Sni- 
der, the matron, and Miss Smith and 
Miss Martin, assistants, the Victoria 
homo has become a power for good 
and a refuge to many unfortunate wo- 
men wlio liuve never appealed for aid 
in vain. 

Better Than Laws. 

Five years ago, Mrs Snider, the mat- 
run, jiald a visit to Seattle where no 
sncii institution 'existed, and there 
slie found that there were over 200 
girls from tiie Orient living ininiorai 
lives. Tiie laws there against iur- 
in^ girls to such a life were stronger 
than in Victoria and yet in this city 
no such terrible eoiulilion e.^Lstcd, 
thanks, chiefly, fo the fact that the un- 
lortunale alw;iys had a roliige here to 
which they could ajipeal and tha|l 
ajipeal was always heard. 

The work of the home has been 
growing nnlil at present the main- 
tfiKince of the institution costs yearly 
about $;,:)0U, this sum including the 
e.\i)(,ns('s of two native? workers in 
Vancouver who are conducting classes 
and <loin(,r evangelistU' work there. 

l-/i.scn.«sing the work of the iKune and 
Us place In the life of the coast. Mrs. 
Ciiapnuui, secretary of llic local ad- 
visory committee, who lias always tak- 
en a keen interest In the Chinese 
Girls Rescue Home, said that there is 
no line of worit carried on by the 
Women's Ml.sslonary Society which la 
more difficult, or less under.stood. than 
that being larricd on bv the society's 
agents In tin' rcsciv.

Courts Favor Home 
"On two or three occasion.", how- 
ever, the decisions wore given In 
favor of the homo. The .Ghln^ssp,, at 
last appealed to tho i supremo jcourt 
at Ottawa, but they were ' non-suited. 
The imposition of the $500 -tax hns 
restricted the tralllc very much, 'If 
simply doe.s not pay. Those who 
come as relatives, generally as wives. 
It is nothing unusual for a Chinaman 
to have three or four wives. It is 
only when these women are 111 used 
and seek our protection that wo in- 
terfere. 

"When Hie roval commission was 
here, it visited the lioine, examined 
our records, and cross-iiuestloned the 
girls and udniltted that we have 
checked the truffle far more elHclently 
than could possibly Jiave been done 
by any paid agent of the government, 
in as much as we train tho girls and 
women to bo useful members of so- 
ciety. This Is not tho only testimohy 
to tiie good results of our work that 
we li;.\-e. I'iie homes of our inarrled 
girls present a ..Jlriking contrast to 
tli.^ liomes of tlie heathen Ciiinese 
and is so great a.s to be apparent to 
all, and altliough Ihey do not come 
11)) to our standard, much to the an- 
iioynnce and disaiipointnient of our 
elllc^ent and worthy matron, yet they 
compare favorably with the liomes ol 
tho white people of tho same class. 
Wo can't begin to supply tho applica- 
tions for the girls In marriage, they 
come e\-en from Toronto. 

Educational Work 
"Another line of work is carried on 
111 coiiiioction with tho home, and 
that is a day .school for the children of 
■'.•^ddcnt Chinese. Girls as well as 
Itcys arc among the pupils. Great 
care Is taken to include cleffnliness 
mid good conduct. All the ordinary 
liranche.s arc taught and if some of 
tlio higiier studies aro Ignored the 
more useful ones are substituted, and 
wluii we get Into our now premises 
wu hope foi- greater eniciencx'. 

"Our agents aro assisted by an ad- 
vlsary coinmiltc;e comiiosed of si>: 
ladlc.v, residents of the cit.\ , and 
nieinbcrs of tile Metlioilist cluircli. 
are appoiiilod by the Eastern

The first meeting of tho Anglican 
Yoiing People's association was held 
In St. John's Hall on Tuesdaiy evening 
last and proved to bo very success- 
ful. 

After the business ])ortlon of tho 
programme was conliluded, tho Rev. A. 
J. Stanley Ard, tho president address- 
ed tlie meeting as lollows: 

"Brothers and slstcrtj, lollow mem- 
bers of. the A.Y.P.A. and friends., as 
first president of tho association in 
Victoria it is my very plea.salit duty 
to address u few words to you at this 
our first meeting. To glvo a detailed 
account ol tbo events which led up to 
tho formation of the association would 
bo superfluous, and I feel sure I am 
echoing £nc sentiments of those Jadlos 
and gentlemen who played so prominent 
a part in the organization of our Vic- 
toria branch when I say that we shall 
do more good and gain more strength 
by looking Into those things which be- 
long to our future welfare, than by 
reviewing the little, good and all as it 
may have been, that wo have done In 
the post. 

"We want this organization to grow; 
we want it to"be a power for gjod not 
only In our church but in our city 
and In our homes, and if this Is to bo 
aecbniplished we must all train our- 
selves to realize our own individual 
responsibility for Its growth, its wol- 
Caro and Us power for good. iN'otiilng 
great can bo done; no hUth Ideals 
can be obtained unles.'a we are all In- 
spired with a dauntless courage and 
tired with a burning enttiusla.'Jin. 

"If 1 wero asked to state in a few 
words the main object oC our asso- 
ciation 

of tho idea of tlie ciiurch as a lamily 
Our church lite should be all in all 
to us. Surely wo v.'ant to walli to- 
gether in the House of God as friends 
and bretliren and not simply 
cini' another once a wei'k as strangers. 
We want to have something in com- 
mon, not only in tlic church but in 
every tlay life. This then i'; the end 
we want to nhn at, viz; T!ie realiza- 
tion tliai not only in tile church but al- 
ways and everywhere wo are members 
of the 'household of faith' and there- 
fore we should develop our lives, re- 
ligious, intellectual, moral and social as 
far as possible upon a common basis. 

"AVe have our mlisslonary commltteo 
who .will from time to time endeavor 
to awaken our interest in homo and 
foreign missions. It would be inter- 
esting to know not only what Is being 
done for the conversion of India, China, 
Japan and other foreign countries, but 
to learn what is being done for tho 
heathen on our own door ateps and to 
ascertain how best wo can help on 
with the movement. Then again, what 
a great part we can all play as per- 
sonal mlasionarie.'i to nominal Chris- 
tianity. "VVc know that things arc not 
wliat tliey should be, we Idiow that 
there are attractions outside tho, re- 
ligious atmosphere of tlic cburcli 
which tend to destroy all that is good 
and noble in youth, cati not' wu. do 
something to atop the downward course 
of many a young man and woman by 
not only bringing Iticm to churcli, but 
by Introducing them to our association 
whero they will be in an atmosplierc 
which will elevate their minds, streng- 
tlicn their moral characters, and sanc- 
tify perhaps even those 'pleasures ajid 
games which under other circumstan- 
ces might become degrading. 

"Wo have a good strong executive 
committee and many members whoso 
services I believe will prove valuable 
in making our association attractive. 
Our weekly meetings will extend from 
October to May wben we shall have 
debates, lectures, concerts and Boolals 
and we must endeavor to make these 
evenings as attractl've as possible.

; On Thui'sday next -tho ratepayers 
will have an opportunity of pronounc- 
ing upon four by-laws, whlcli havo 
been subniittod l)y the Cily t'ouiu-il 
for approval. Tiicy will be found 
printed at fall lohgth in our advertis- 
ing columns. One of thnni is for $20,- 
OOO, to be expended in tlie purch;is<; of 
a chemical appai atu.s, I he i roction of 
a new fire lia;i in the James B;.iy di.s- 
trict, the purcliaso of a site and the 
erection of a r.cw fire liall near llic^ 
junction of Douglas street and iho 
Burnsido road, and for tho purcha.se of 
liydrant.s .aiKl pundrie.s. Ono is for a 
loan of $70,000 for tln^ installali.>n of a 
salt-water hiKii -pressure systoiu o£ 
fire protection. One is for a loair of 
$70,000 to be expended in the purchase 
of .a sitp hitj] tlio crootion of a .school 
house in the iiorllmrn part of the city, 
and the purchase of a .site in tlie south- 
ern part of the city. Tho fourth is for 
a loan of ^50,000 for ^ewcr extension. In 
all the Erinniripal authorities asit to be 
allowed to borrow ,$210,000, but of this I 
amount $50,000 being for sowers. Is se- 
cured upon frontage rents or taxes 
and rentals for sewer connection, and 
consequently does not involve any 
charso upon tho general revenue of 
tho city. Wo thinlc all these by-laws 
otght to be s.-i.ictioned. 

Ir; regard, to tlie .sewer loan it is 
hardly necessary to make any observ- 
ations. The ralepayer.s inva.r!ably 
sanction such lo.ms, and tliere is no 
reaion to suppose tliat they will itiaUe 
an exception in tlie present instance. 
A complete System of sewerage is 'ab- 
solutely essential, and we have not the 
slifchtest doubt about tlio money being 
forthcoming. 

The proposed loans for firo protec- 
tion piirposes are meeting with some 
opi>osltion. We cannot understand it. 
It is directed chiefly to tlie proposal to 
ijitftal a high -pressure system. While 
Tile Colonist is entitled to ^vl^;ltcvcr 
credit attaches to tlio .suggestion of 
this plan of fire jirotoction, wo do not 
on that account claim that the rate- 
payers should sanction tlio by-law. In 
jnalting tlie suggestion, this paper was 
influenced by what took place at tlie 
big fire last summer, when thousaiuls 
of (^liars' wortli of property was de- 
stroyed for no other reason than the 
lack of water and pressure. A few 
w(-eks after that a fire occurred ;it 
Couoy Island, jVew Yorlc, where the 
conditions were exceedlngiy favorable 
for a very disastrous conflagr-atlon. 
'riic flames made Irenieiulou.s headway 
iluring iho very few minnti.:s whieli 
olajjcotl before water was tlirowii upon 
them, but the efficiency of the high- 
pressure system was demonstrated so 
effectively that the whole conntry be- 
gan to tallc about if. .■ind imiuiries by 
the score poui'ed into lli,: .New Vurk 
fii'u department fur infoi'maiion ill re- 
Bard to a high-ijres.-fure sy.'^teiii, wiileh 
It was generally Icnown that New York 
was inatalliiig. .'Vbout a hundred and 
fifty of itiese inquiries eainc from 
town.s anil eilies ei ihe iirilisii bJmiJire 
outside of the Uniteil ICingdom. ft 
seemed denirablo to The Colonist to 
suggest that Victoria might adopt the 
system with advantage, as far as the 
business disuict i.-; ciuerued. The in- 
Burauce companies liad, in tin- unaii- 
llnie, increased their rates, and it be- 
came evident that something would 
liuve to be dune. The matter was en- 
ergetically taken up by tho City Coun- 
cil and oilier intere.-;led parties, and the 
le.-^ult is ihe iiy-kiw iliaL imw li, inre 
till', ratepayers. We think it may be 
tulii.Mi for granted that the licst avail- 
able judgment among the citizens lias 
been brought to bear upon the sohitieii 
ei llie very . serious ([iiesliou and that 
the I'rtiposed l.y-law is the result of 
iiuitnre and cyreful thought. If ihe 
proposed system will give the jirotec- 
lioii ncedud. and tho •West autlforltles' 
Ihinli it will, it win be very cJveap- at 
l!ic eo,,t. .\s for til.! fire aj>;)a;-;itus 
and new lirv lialls, liiej'e c:an liarill\' 
be any duubt as' to' till;' necessity of 
providing fundii for thenv. 

Tliore remains the proposed sclmol 
loan. A legal and moral obligation 
rests U|JLUi the city of Victoria to j)ro- 
vide ample school acconimodatlon for 
tho growing population of tho city. 
The dotermination to build a new 
school tipiiso In the north end has been 
come to none too soon, and a« it Is 
very evident that a new school liouso 
will befi^ic long bi; iiee'ded in llie sonlli 
oiul, it is wise to buy the site now be- 
fore prices further advance and while 
It is possible to secure a large enough 
-urea. W'p can hardly think it possible 
that any coiislderubh^ number of rate- 
imycrs will bo unwilling to sanction 
tho necessary loan. The memhora of 
the School Board have undertaken a 
campaign ill ftiyor of thiij by-law, and 
we have very llitle doiibt. that Us pas-

NAVIGATING THE AIR. , 

Very considerable progress has been 
made in aerial navigation, but wc 
seem yet to bo a long way off from 
tho time when wo will take an aerial 
ship to cross the Pacific ocean or even 
to travel from Victoria to Vancouver. 
Kxperimentors scorn to ho hovering 
around tho edge of a great dbscoverj-, 
but not to be getting very much near- 
er it. Every one who has watched 
tho flight of a bird knows that tho dif- 
ference between that and tho ascent 
of a balloon or any kind of flying ina- 
chine is more than a matter of detail. 
It is one of principle. There is noth- 
ing more interesting in the way of mo- 
tion than tlio flight of gulKs In tho 
wake of or alongside a steamer. Tlioy 
rise or descend; tliey wliocl about; 
they go f.'ist or slow, almost without 
effort, apparently. Who has. not seen 
a gull .sail through the air with its 
wings extended and motionless, and 
v.'ho doe.'! not know that if a dead gull 
were set up in exactly the same posi- 
tion and made even ligliter than if 
\ya.B when alive, it would fall instant- 
ly. If it is tlio inclined plane formed 
by the wings which keeps the gull up 
when it is alive, why will it not do ;;o 
when the bird is dead? Until tlioy 
have found out how to answer this 
question, oxperimonters in aerial navi- 
gation will be experimenters only. 

Jjr. orville ^\'. (iweii. of bletroit, sa^■s 
he can an.swer tho question, and be 
tells us that birds overcome tho force 
of gra\ity by "nerve vibration." lie 
mention.; some things which possibly 
some reailers can prove or disprove. 
On>; is that a bird wdll sit motionless 
on the top of a rood, which would 
break instantly if a dead bird were 
hung in the same position. The doc- 
tor, in an interview printed in the New 
York Herald, said a good many thlug.^ 
that road like nonsense, liut in tliese 
diiys when so many new and seeming- 
ly impossible,' things are being de- 
monstrated, wo have all become very 
chary about calling things nonsensical 
simply because we do not underst.and 
them. However, we shall know more 
about the validity of the doctor's 
claims in a very short time. He in- 
vented ;i vibrating maehino which de- 
velojied such ;in inclination to fly, al- 
though it was only Intended to be sta- 
tionary, that It went to pieces. So he 
is building a stronger machine, and 
he expects to have it ready in a month, 
wlien ho will talio it out of doors and 
set it "hununing." if it starts to fly. 
Dr. Owen will have made a discovery, 
the value of which cannot be easily 
estimated, but the inventor is not 
claiming too much, fie says ho is not 
sure that lie ■has been able to devise 
a machine siroug enough to resist the 
opposing influences of vibration and 
the force of^gravlty. He thlnksi ho is 
going to ho 'able to do this, and if he 
succeeds he believes he will revolution- 
ize tile transpe)rtation iirobleni. He- 
frankly admits that most people think 
he Is crazy, but he points out that 
other men have been called crazy and 
yet have turned out to be really great 
Inventors. 



pounds each per minute as to tlirow 
ntty of ncty pounds eacli and to 'drop 
shot at one hundred miles distance as 
at one hundred yards. In fact, the 
distance is practically no object. Again 
it 'makes no difference bow shots are 
thrown.

One Is reminded 
of the old story of the man who In- 
vented niallcablo glass, and who, when 
he told the king that no one else knew 
tho secret, was promptly executed. 
If we could be sure fhat no ono else 
than ;\'Ir. Simiison knew how to hurl 
prejeeliles laiee liundreil miles and 
more, the simplest solution of tlu; 
problem created by this knowledge 
won 111 be toi give Mr. Simpson a choice 
of whSft sort of sudden death he would 
prerer. Hut wo are more luiniani tarian 
in these days, and so we shall have to 
get along with the existcnco of this 
new terror as best we can. 

Tho motive power in this w^eaprm 
is electricity and the speed whieli It 
conimniileates to a proji-elile is .'i.OOO 
feet per second .ind upwards. There 
is no recoil, so that it tan be mounted 
on almost any sort of a vessel. The 
discharge is accompanied neither by a 
Hash nor smoke.

A report has crawled In that the 
American ship Arthur Sewall, laden 
with coal for Seattle from Philadel- 
phia, was burned at .sea, near Cape 
Horn and 23 of her crow perished. 
Three survived. Strangely, althouRh 
the Murvlvor.'i wore landed at New- 
castle, Australia, many months ago, 
the report jnst teloRraphod from Phil- 
adelphia is the first intimation of the 
disaster. A despatch from Philadol- 
plila under yesterday's date says 
"Authentic information to show that 
the ship Arthur Sewall, whicii sailed 
form this port for Seattle on April 3, 
1907, with a cargo of coal, was burned 
at Sea was bro'ugrht "here today liy 
CSeorgo Baker, on6 of the crew. Baker, 
who Is a Hawaiian, with Charles Dix- 
on and Second Mate Feinbergr, arc, so 
far as known, the only survivors. 
Baker came here from Now York, 
wliero lie arrived yesterday on the 
German Lloyd steamship Kron Prina- 
sciin Cccilic. He. says the Sewall 
was burned shortly after rounding 
Capo riorn. The coal was fired ap- 
parently by spontaneous combustion. 
The ship was in command of Capt. 
Gal't'ey, and carried a crew of twenty- 
six men.. Baker says that on the night 
of September 8 llamcs broke out in 
the liold of the vessel, and that Capt. 
GalToy ordered tliu 'small boats low- 
ered, 

AVlillo the Ktarbo,ard boat was lower- 
ed by Second Male Weinberg, assisted 
b,\- Maker and Dixon, the fastenings 
i)rc.)ke and llie boat with its tiiroe oc- 
ciiplents drifted to tin; scuthwurd in 
the (l;irknes.s. As long p.s the three 
men could .see, the lire grew brighter 
and there Is little doubt that in a short 
time the \ essel was destroyed anil the 
remainder of tho crew lost. 

I'^ur two days the small boat drifted 
about on tho ocean, no one linew 
where, the craft being without a com- 
pass or sail. On tlio third day a Nor- 
wegian bark, supposed to have been 
the Syilenham, bound from Callao to 
Newcastle, N.S.W,, was sighted and 
she picked up .the throe men. After 
a forty-(iyo days' passage the bark 
reached Newcastle. Baker proceeded 
to Bremen and secured employment 
on the North German Lloyd steamship 
Kron Prlnzessln Cecillo. On the ves- 
sel's arrival at New York Baker canio 
to Philadelphia. 

Baker Nvas taken before United 
Status Shipping Commit .sioner Smith, 
who contlrmod his statements by 
documentary evidence in the posses- 
sion of the of lice.

A similar belated. repoi«t wa.s ro- 
celvod regarding a burning ship .soon 
in July ]n.st by the Gorman bark.

Fcura, several hundred 
inllos from the Cliilian coastV In 
December tlic news of this reached 
London from Valjiaralso, and it was 
believed the vessel seen on lire was 
the missing ship Silberhorn, which left 
Newcastle in .Tune last for Pisagua. 

Some months ago tlio steamer 
Raphael, bound from Callao for Liver- 
pool, put into Montevideo and report- 
ed that lires had been sighted on 
Straggler's island, near Capo Horn, 
which were believed to bo signals from 
castaways from the missing Arthur 
Sewall 

The Baphael arrived at Montevideo, 
November 30, and the tale her offlcer^j 
told of fires that were evidently tho 

signals of castaway.s, aroused much 
interest at tho IMerclmnts" Kxchango 
at New York. From tho vessel fires 
were scon burning on an island to the 
southward of the eastern entrance to 
the Strait of Magellan. The lirst 
wore evidently maintained as slsmils, 
as they were large and burned brightly 
while they could be seen from the 
Rjipliael.

Death due to suffocation caused by 
a piece of meat becoming lodged In the 
windpipe was the verdict rendered 
yesio.-dair afternoon by the coroner's 
jury which investigated the circuni- 
stances 'Eurroundlng the sudden death 
of William Hooper of Duncans, who 
succumbed on Cormoranl street, at 
the entrance of the Conimereial res- 
taurant, early yesterday morning. The 
evidence of Dr. Robertson, who per- 
formed tile post mortem examination 
showed <.'oncluslvnly that death was 
purely accidental, Ilooper having 
been suffocated before mcdicai aid 
could be summoned. 

It would apjiear from the facts ad- 
duced ;it the Inipiest that Hooper, in 
company with George Heller, entered 
the Commercifil restaurant about 12. .'SO 
e.'cloek yesterda>- niorniii}:;, ;ind par- 
tO(.)k of ;i portion of the meal which 
h(' liad ordered. He l>eeame suddetily 
unwell' and altoinpted to gain the 
sti-oc't but was unable to Jo so with- 
(uit the asslstanie of the pro])rietor 
of the place. When outside he ap- 
parently started to vomit ;inil Dr. ftcdi- 
crtson gave it as his oi)inion that in 
so doing a piece of moat had been 
sucked Into the windpipe completely 
blocking the air passage. By the 
time the police had been summoned 
and had carried Hooper across to the 
police station and summoned medical 
aid the man had choked to death. 

l>ewis Hooper, a brother of the de- 
ceased stated that the latter was .-ip- 
parently in the be.qi of health, when 
he had seen him last though ho had 
not been with his brother since Fri- 
day morning. The dead man had been 
subject to fainting spells, and, he sup- 
posed, liad been attacked with one 
while at siippei''. 

George Heller, testified that Hooper 
had taken but a few mouthfuls of 
supper when lie c.xiilalmed "George I'm 
going to have .'i fit" and collapsed on 
llio floor iioUe,- attempted to carry 
Hoojjer to the door but soinieoiu! else 
lnter\-(!ned and got the (leccas(>d to 
the .street. When Heller eame uiitshle 
Hooper Was lying on th,- .sidewalk. 
H<dl<n- then went home and did not 
see what becaim; of his companion. 

Dr. liobertson stated that the jiost 
mortem showed no slgjis of viidom.-o 
or iiolsoniiig. 'I'he lieart was slightly 
dilated and sticking in the whidpiiJe' 
Was a solid jdece of meat. From wliat 
lie h;id le.-irued of the previous history 
tnojof Hooper, believe,! that the mini ha.'l 
been at(,-iekeil hy a species of fit, had 
known it Was coming op and had en- 
dea\-ored lo get outside to tlie fi'esli 
iiir and while vomiting h;ul sucked in 
tho piece of meat into the windpipe.

Have Their Effect on 
Victoria 



Modern houses valued at from $2,- 
000 to J5,000, are still In demand and 
are likely to continue to bo. according 
to a prominent local i-eal estate oper- 
ator who is in close touch witli crtn- 
ditlotis on - the prairies. He spoke 
confldentl'y yesterday of the real es- 
tate outlook in Victoria. 

"There is a healthy, though not a 
siioculatlvo demand," said ho.

Twenty yfar.<5 iifro tlicrc wa.s ciulto 
a liu-g-o Icc-landic Hetlloinoiit In tlio 
iiorUii.','i;Ucrn jiurt of the city. 'I'lic 
lenlaiulfi-.s li;ul conio from their far- 
away Lsland lioiiio to Manitoba or the 
prairie states of Dakota or Nebraska. 
But the .sea called these deacenilant.s 
of the Vikings, and many of them 
found thoir way to the uhores of the 
Pacific. A little church was built and 
the exiles forgot they were in a 
Ktranse lant.1 as they look part In the 
I.utlieran .services !uul IKstened to the 
iii.slnielioii of their pastor.

'I'hcy inaile nii>i<l progress and 
often .surpri.seil ilirir ti achers l).\' the 
ri adini s.-. witli wlucli tin y learned the 
li;nKli.'^li language, v.iiile tlii-y excelled 
In niatheniatical .studies. \Vlien the 
p.'riod of depre.'sion set in and work 
was hard to f;et, nian.\- of Uie faniilii's 
moved to INunt liobert.-', where they 
found enudujinent in the cannerlea. 
'I'he ehuich was clo.spd and the few 
faniiliea that remained, by constant 
asyoclation with their English speaking 
nolgbors, almost lost their national 
identity. 

This was not tito case with all, how- 
ever. Thc> proud young mother of a 
beautiful little baby girl hoped that she 
v.ill learn to speak the language of 
her grandparents as well as English. 
In the Breldjfjord family are cherished 
heirlooms which have been preserved 
for many geiieratloii.4. The Children, 
born in .Xnu-rica, are alniojft as familiar 
uiili the custom.s avid .scenes of Ice- 
land a.s thoy are with those of their 
oivn city, and the Utile ones of the 
Ihird generation under.stand the 
loiigue of ( 'anute and Olaf. .\ eojjy of 
Icelandic sagas in old Roman letters, 
printed In the .--ixteeiitli cntury, i.-^ not 
only pri'scrved, luit read, liy Mr. l^reld- 
Jfunl. As lie lilt his gardening to 
sjieak li) the .slraii.'ier who was curious 
to learn something of the far-away 
bnl interesting island from a n.-itive. 
this i)atrioIic Icelander said; "It would 
take all da\- f(u- a week to tc^ll you all 
I know abcjiit Iceland, for I h.ave read 
many botdi.s iiliont It. ("oine .some day 
\vhei'i I am not mo bny\ .'" In the few 
worths that wore said, however, it Was 
gathered that, like many of bis coun- 
trymen, Mr. Breldjffjord could trace 
his ancestry back to the Vlklngd, and 
believes he is de.scended from Odin. 

The purpii.Jc oi" the \'islt wns not, 
how< ver. to learn the hl.story of the 
country, but gather, if po.ssiblc, some 
account of the manners and custom.s 
of the Icelanders at tho-peVlod when 
the migration had taken plice. In de- 
scribing the liome of her girlhood, for 
It is more than thirty years ,^lnce she 
left Iceland, ilrs. Breldjfjord said: 
••yes, every Icelandic child was edu- 
cated. I remember but one boy who 
coidd not read. He wa.s whtit >ou 
would call simple. We learned at 
lionic. Sometimes It was the mother,

,elder brothers and sLsters who were 
the teaeher.s. Tlii> inother often li;ui 
the hook cm her knee and while she 
turned Hi,, sidnniiig whei-l woulil point 
out tiie lett.rs to the little oni' b.'side 
lor. I), Ncs, we all lennunl. I often 
rc-ad a ljuok as I turned tin' liandmill 
to grind our floin-," .'Uid th.o expressive 
g^estuie culleii up a \ivid idctiire of 
the fair, sttulieus girl of I'.irty ,\ears 
ago. ■W hat did \v,- reail'.' first of al'l 
a hook of selections frum the l^.lble, 
and the long lauhern catechism. 'I'hose 
had to he nui.-tered be-ior,! we could 
be confiinieil at fourteen. f'hildren 
sounger ihaii thai do not tinilerstaiul 
'I'heu the liisliu\\ .stories and man,\ 
other l>ook.'^." "Ves," with a .smile, 
"there were many fairy tales told to 
iho children in Iceland. O, yes. In- 
deed." 

"About 7 o'clock in the evening, after

".\t inter^'als the pastor of the par- 
ish wcitiKl visit I'ach family and ex- 
amine the childreu to see If they knew 
their Scripture .tml catechi.-in.

Iti some' of tlie churches there was 
si rviee ever\- Suiuho-, l)ut Iti olliors It 
ti'oli da>s til get to the church, and 
the jienple went hut seldom. 

"When We lived in Ici-land most of 
Hie houses \rere built of stone or 
lio.irds, co\ered witli sod. We had turf 
fires auil nvo lighted our looms veith 
camlles or lamps, in which we burned 
fish oil. \\'|. nuuie all our ( loihiu.g and 
heddiiii; from tin.' sheep's wool. Card- 
lug, splnuiu'g, we:i\'iiig, knitting .-ind 
sewing were all iloue- by hand. 

■ It was nut so yi rv cold. XothiiiL', 
like so coid as .Manltobti. W,. tiid not 
lea\i.' Iceland on account (jf the ili- 
mate. Wo lieurd, as the people who 
are coming liero now do, about the new 
country. Those who came first wrote 
back to their friends and lhey followed. 
'I'bcre liuvo been great changes .since 
we left. The children go to school 
now and there are many Improve- 
ments In other ways." 

As. with a cordial invitation to come 
again, the visitor .said good-bye, a 
doubt arose whether the pupils of the 
modern schools would have its really 
.sound an education a.s the children re- 
ceived in the homes in an age that has 
passed awiiy.

The Japanese steamship 
men treated tlie reciuost as a joke, and 
refused to alter tho arrangement then 
in force of talcing freight from the 
port to Yokohama or Kobe by coasters 
for trans-shipment. Tlio meeting 
proved stormy and the iV.Y.K. npre- 
nentative was man-hancllcd. J lo went 
liack to Toliio with diacolored optics. 
Tlien Dodwell & Co. were invited, and 
'Mr. Tliuiniisoii, tiio Volcohania mana-

Nearly 250 Japanese Perished 
in Icy Waters VVIien Mutsu 
Maru Foundered 



Further delaiks of the disastrous col- 
lision off Toeluhokke, Hokkaido, in 
which 1'30 lives wore lost, briefly re- 
ported by cable, were brought by the 
.steamer Tremont of the Boston 
Steamship Compaii\- which arrived 
yesterday morning from Y'okohama, 
which iiort the Bo.stoii liner left short- 
ly after tho marine tragedy off the 
northern .Tapancse coa.st. The steamer 
Matsu Maru, a small coasting vessel 
of 914 tons employed on the run be- 
tween Aomori and Muroran was aunk 
during a snowstorm "by tho steamer 
HideyoshI Maru of 6!>ti tons. 

The Matsu Maru carrying over 200 
passengers, mostly emigrants bound to 
tho sparsely settled dUlrlcts of Hok- 
kaido with their effects, left Aoinorl 
on tho night of March 22 and soon 
after leaving slu.' nui Into a snow- 
stoi-m with thick weather. The steam- 
er iiroceedeil at abiuit lialf speed iind 
when about two miles off Todohokke, 
nortii of Esau point near 1-lakodato at 
2,3u a.m., a whistle was heard faintly. 
The captain was listening for a se- 
cond blast when the hull of the Hlde- 
yoshi .Alaru loomed u]) in the dark". 
Tho master of the Matsu Maru tried 
to swing the vi'ssel but couUl n(d ch'ar 
the llide\'oshi, which struck her al- 
most amidships and cut a lii.g bole In- 
to the .sicU\ The .Matsu .'Mtiru settled 
at once and sanli in a fmv minutes 
liefore the boats could bt- got out. 
There was an awful ]ianic dmi iieople 
fought franticall.v to I'lideavor to get 
to the boats. The llideyoshi Maru 
hail her stioii crumpled and sheered 
off.

If you refer to the .st.-i teimHit in your hands, yuu will .see that 
nur assets now anieunt to the handsome total (if .? 1 ,2;!l, lt;i .2.'!, 
.siiewing an increase of .$;U.'..L'T:t.1 1 over the ))revious year, and tlii' 
subscribed c:ipital lias incr.'Used from ,V l,7.'>tl.O0O.00 to ?2, 100,000.00, 
being an incn^ase of .$;!r.0, 000.00. 

I am. Indeed, iileascl lo call your a'.teii (ion to tlie fact that 
aftei- paying two half yearly dividends, om- at S ixu" cent, and the 
other at 9 jiei- cent per aiinuiii, and afti'P dediicting cost of maii- 
.■iKeinent and otlier charges, tliere remained a .suriilus of .$11;!,- 
S'.ri.V.'i. This amount, wlilcli was ?3,;t71.79, more tlian double tin; 
surplus of 111'' pri'vii.ius year, was transferred to the Reserve 
Fund. 

.■\t December ;ilsl. 190G, the paid up Permanent Capital was 
$r)i;(i.;i59.,')«, whereas, at the end of 1907, It had reached tho splen- 
did total of $760,573.24, showing a gain of $194,213.66 over tho 
previous yi^ar.

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Looking back over the past few years, it has boon very ap- 
parent to us all that the world at large. Including our own North- 
west, has enjoyed prosperity to a very largo degree But at tho 
.same time, conservativn people, who recognize in this state of 
affairs, a more repetition of other prosperous days, know that it 
could not continue indefinitely. In I'his, they weri; not mistaken, 
as we have all heard .'Uid read so much during the past twelve 
mouths of the troublesome times, not only at home, but even more 
so abroad, that it has become a very familiar topic for discussion.

- In our lioard as well as in our Staff, I am pleased to say that 
no vaciuieies lia\-e arisen during tho past year, arid I feol thankful, 
as I always do, to bo able in express myself In this way. " ' 

In conclusion, as a Dlreotiu-, 1 want to thank the PresidGnt',' 
,Secretary and .Staff for the oilicieiit manner in which thoy have - 
shnwu their loyalty lo this institution; .By loyalty, I. mean, 'a; 
b'Uly of eu' i-K' tic young men doing their utmost to advance the 
inlcrests ol tlie Company; and as long as .such tin active spirit 
as thl.s exi.-.ls, tin; Company will undnubtediv continuo to make 
subslaulial ,'ind rajiid i)rogress. 

1 ;dncerely liope that our success in 190,S will bo as great' as 
It was in 1907. and 1 ,1111 \-ery cniilideiit that we may all expect 
splendid results from this youii.g and enterprising Company.

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AST Sunday, on this page, Ihcrc 
was reproduced from tlie files of 
the Colonist of i86S a report of 
the historic proceedings, in the 
Legislature which resulted in the 
transference of the seat of gov- 
ernment of this province from 
New Westminster to Victoria. 
The editor lias been handed the 
following letter bearing On this matter: 

Sir, — Among the excerpts from the Colon- 
ist of forty years ago, I sec that you include a 
reference to the action of the Imperial govern- 
ment in transferring the scat of government 
from New Westminster, on the Mainland, to 
Victoria, on the Island. The colony of British 
Columbia and Vancouver Island, previous!}'- 
separate political settlements, with two gover- 
nors and two civil lists, were united by Im- 
perial proclamation about 1S67, with one gov- 
ernor and one civil list. Governor Seymour, 
who had been governor of British Columbia be- 
fore union, remained governor of the united 
colonies, with the capital at New Westminster. 

An agitation was immediately I)c,L;un'at 
\^ictoria and in the interior of the mainland fnr 
llic removal of the scat of government to \'ic- 
toria. This agitation was stoiitl)- resisted by 
Governor Se}'mourand his ministers, who were 
backed by the people of the I-owcr Mainland. 
Many dispatches passed between the governor 
and the authorities at Downing street. It was 
understood that Governor Seymour urged the 
case for New Westminster with much force 
and ability and that for many months after be 
had been informed that the Imperial govern- 
ment desired the selection of Victoria, he hesi- 
tated to issue the proclamation and continued 
to press New Westminster's claim. 

In the meantime, those who advocated Vic- 
toria's claims were not idle. They were head- 
ed by Hon. Dr. Holmcken, to whose admirable 
handling of the matter, more than to any other 
influence, may be attribuied the final result. 
The Colonist, as you lia\ e sliown. did good ser- 
vice in the cause; but 1 have always conceded 
that without Dr. Ilelmcken's active support, 
excellent judgment and good management, the 
Capital would have remained on the Mainland 
and Victoria's political career would have been 
closed. 

Of course there were man}' rvnnors afloat 
as to the action, or rather inaction of the go\-- 
ernor. Several months before the question was 
fipally disposed of the colonial secretary had 
;r,§.^M ;to;^^ heJiacliatimated tq^ 

*-^"iL^verrior-1SeyiiiouMhat it w.as the desire of itie" 
Imperial government to have Victoria declared 
the Capital and that several di.spatches had 
passed betv/een the two govcrnn.ienls on the 
subject. 

The agitation, locally, was continued with 
warmth and considerable ability on both sides, 
but nothing definite could be learned as to the 
nature of the instructions that had reached the 
governor until one da}' the information leaked 
out ii: a rather extraordinary manner. There 
was, at the time, a teleivraiih office maintained 
on vSan Juan Island, which was then in the 
joint occupation of Great llritain and the I'nit- 
ed States. The o]jerator in cliarge was a y6ung 

man named D (long siiice dead). Into liis 

office one day tlicrc lounged a soldier of the, 
American garrison, who, unknown to — . — 
had acted as operator during the, war between 
the North and South. This man, being an "ear 
operator," heard a dispatch in its progress 
through the v'^^an Juan office. It was from the 
Colonial Secretai"}- and w;!s a;l,l.-csscd to Oov- 
eriior vSeymour. It peremptorily connnaiuled 
i\Ir. Seymoin- to proclaim X'ictoria the Capital 
and prepare to remove the establishment to this 
place. 

Two months later this soldier visited Vic- 
toria, and finding the Cajntal agitation still 
progressing, told what he had heard in the San 
Juan telegraph oifice. llis information ^^•ns 
given wings h\' the Colr)nist, and in a few davs 
GoN-ernor Ses'mom- discnnlinucd his ojiposition 
and \''ictoria became the capital. 

/\ diligent but vain inc|uir}- was made as to 
how the contents of the dispatch bccp.me 
known; and this is the first" time that the story 
has ever been told.

VISITOR'S VIEWS OF ALBERNI 

In an article descriptive of a \-isil to Al- 
berni, Mary ^larl<\vcll writes in the .Manitoba 
]''rcc Press as follows: 1-^eltiiig aside the na- 
tural beauties of .Mberni town, ('or towns), a 
glance over the historical page of the tlistrict, 
which was known to the outer world since 
1790, •vyill lead us to discoveries showing that 
the waltli of these parts, highway and water- 
way, is no new thing. The fact is, an English 
company, as early as iS(jo established sawmills 
at Albcrni aiul regidar trips of the company's 
ships' were matJe, sjjars, masts and liunber be- 
ing shipped to all parts. In 1886 the mills clo.s- 
ed flown and it was jtisl abonl this time the 
people of the island began to see the valtte of 
their own possessions. 

Alberni district is 25 miles by 5 miles in 
length, and has as fine a waterfront as Fort 
William. 

The E. (S: N. Ky. Co. is at |)rescnl buil ling 
a direct line from \Ve!lingt()n to .Mlierni. and a 
connecting liid< (between Xanaimo and \'an- 
eouver) with the mainlnnd is by ear-ferry. 
This railway, some 90 miles in length, passes 
over the finest timber sections in all lirilish 
Columbia; a forest as dense and as virgin as it 
was hundreds of years ago. The right-of-way 
' is tjlrough Douglas* firs towering at times 3CXD. 
feet iri the air ; white pine and hemlock in en- 
ot'ihbits^ quitn^ritiei, With the far-famed" pedats' 



of a girth extraordinary, and a thickness meas- 
uring six feet is no curiosity at all. When the 
timber is cleared away there will be left a fine 
farm-land soil of red loam 18 inches iii depth, 
under which gravel and sand is found, - this be- 
ing wdiat gives the fine fruit growth which ev- 
eryUiiere abounds. Albcrni seems to grow 
e\-ery fruit mentionable. I saw grape vines 
which [iroduced a high grade quality of blue 
grape, maturing in October early. Apples 
grow to perfection; plums and clicrries ripen 
and rot on their branches, and overplus in sup- 
ply, and one gentleman who sowed peach 
stones fas an experiment) possesses a fine 
fruit-liearing tree in his farm garden. Hie 
iiiar.-h grnunds of the district are over done by 
tlie wild currant bush, and the largest and 
fines; cranberry I ever saw grows in abund- 
ance. 

I arn\-ed March j. and found the farmers 
had (lone the spring ploughing. The rainfall is 
placed at 60 inches average and is confined to 



stone quality, and marble is known, to exist. 
Coal indications have been found; also mineral 
deposits, but the granite-faced rocks tell noth- 
ing as yet of what lies in the heart of the hills. 

Leonard Frank, a mining man of the day, 
who has spent his time in travelling over the 
island, is the possessor of a magnificent col- 
lection of views. Mr. Frank showed me some 
pictures taken from the granite walls of Sproat 
lake and Great Central lakes, showing carvings 
of a rude kind made thousands of years ago by 
some prc-historic roamer of the wilds. Tlie 
car.vings are of giant size and represent land 
and' sea animals, apparently in inirsuit of, or 
attacking t'ach other. The Indians in the dis- 
trict have knn\s n nothii/g of the origin of these 
outlined car\-ings, but they all.acli a supersti- 
tious awe to the same and paddliiig by the 
places so decorated they refrain from speech 
and make a soundless passage with muffled 
paddles.

than his "lay" during the mighty struggle 
which takes jdace on the fishing, grounds after 
the whale has been struck. 

Two modern wlialing stations are located 
on the ■west coast of \'ancouver Island ; one 
being at Secliart, Parclay Souiul, the. other at 
Narrow Cut Creek, l\}'uqiiot, while whalint; 
operations have recently commenced at a third 
st.atiun near .V.anaimo, on the Gulf of Georgia. 
All three stati(Mis are controlled by the Pacific 
Whaling Coiiijiaii}- of Victoria. On account of 
the wild storms wdiicli ravage the ocean coast 
of X'ancomer Island, the whaling people have 
decided to close dcnvn the stations at .Secliart 
and K\-u(iuot for the \\'inter months, operating 
the inside st.ation on!}-. The most complete in 
the world, these phiUts are located near the 
lirincijial haunts of the whale — the l.-anks where 
the small Msli swarm. 

In connection witli each station, the object 
of iiioi-t interest is the little steam vessel built 
es])eciall\' fen- the whaling game. Of a hundred 
and fifty tons burthen only, all too small they 
appear ; yet they are stoutly built, steel-ribbed 
and plated, with powerful engines to drive 
them rapidly through the water. When the 
weather is favorable the boat leaves her berth 
;it the station wharf about two lunirs before 
(l,a\d)reak. Under a good i:)ress of steam she is 
able to be on the killing grounds just when 
I he light begins to get strong. It is then that 
the most important personage on the little 
craft overlooks his harpoon-gun, inveri'ted hy 
a Norwegian named Foyn to replace the hand- 
h^t-pooiv of -the old-tiriie'*- whalers., ' He lias 



scarcely concluded his examinatibii^;. v^Ken the'^ 
lookout man in the crowsncst at the''foicina5t; V 
head calls out "Whale on the starboard' bow!''-" 
or "Whale on the port bow!" as they case may 
he. Instantly every man takes his station — 
becomes a part of the little craft. To get 
within range requires considerable .skill on the 
part of those handling the vessel, for the ivhalc 
may become alarmed at too much'comrnotion,;' 
such as the vibration the propellor causes as it 
churns the water, and be the cause of a long 
chase. Cautiously, then, the whaler is man- 
oeuvred within striking distance. It is largely 
a matter of guesswork to g^t this distance 
properly at the right moment, for the whale 
does not necessarily move in a straight line 
nor has it any fixed time between blowing per- 
iods. This uncertainty is about ,the Only ex- 
citement known aboard the whalers. * . 

When all is ready, the moment when the'"^ 
glistening back of the ocean mammal is arih- 
ing «s It rolls lazily along, the gun is fired, and. 
six feet of harpoon, wrought from the best. of 

.Swedish iron, is hurled against the quarry. A,s 
the harpoon speeds on its way, the !'foregocr" 
uncoils from the bow directly beneath the 
muzzle of the gun. This is the rope fastened 
immediately to the harpoon. It is made of 
the very finest Russian hemp', is light, very 
flexible _nd withal able to stand an enormous 
strain. 

The markmanship is good, rarely is there 
a miss, and the whale starts wildly as the iron 
penetrates its body. Never has it felt anything 
so terrible as this thing; for it is not of its 
element, a thing to be combatted and perhaps 
overcome. It is a one-sided battle, the result 
'inevitable. Against it, however, the whale 
sometimes puts up a terrific struggle. With 
the bcmb exploded, the irons of the harpoon 
spread and hooked securely, it often takes 
hours to see tlie finish. An illustration pf thep* 
gigantic strength, of the wonderful vitality of 
the whale, I had from one of the whaling cap- 
tains. Fairly struck, an eighty-foot sulphiir. 
bottom kept him and his vessel busy for fully 
six hours. At first it tried every possible way 
to break the stent cable, as even a trout will 
strive to break a fishing-line. It would 
"sound"; then it Avould come to the surface, 
breaching its full length into the air. Tired' | 
of this at length, it started to swini away with' ^ 
the vessel. At the rate of six miles an hour, - 
with the engines going half-speed astern, the 
wdialer'was towed through the water for a , 
full four hours. ' - ' 

When the unequal battle has ceased, the ' 
whale is winched alongside; and if there are 
other wdiales about, an air-pipe is inserted ' 
through the mass of blubber and the body in- 
flated. It is then marked with a flag and cast 
adrift. Aftrwards it is picked up and towed 
to the station. There it is hauled out on to , 
the slip, and the Work of .cutting up is cdii}-, . 
menced. A score or more of Chinese, Japan-' 
cse and Indians with great sharp knives swarm 
around the carcass. Some of them work on 
the sides, some climb on top. From head to 
tail the blubber is slit into five-foot Avidths. 
At the end of these sections of fat a hook is 
then fastened. This hook is attached to a Avire 
cable leading to a Avinch. The cable tightens, 
and with a peculiar crackling soutid the great 
strips of fat are torn from the bodyv " This is. , 
called "flensing." The strips arc then *ut up * 
into little square blocks and sent in carriers to 
the trying-out vats. Some of these pieces, by 
the ^\■a}•, never see that part of the Avhaling 
establishment. At the close of the day's Avork, 
more than one Indian may be observed making 
for his hut carrying a piece of blubber. To 
him, Avhale meat is the most palatable of all 
food. 

Oil, of course, is the chief product of^the. 
whale, one specimen yielding as much as' 
ninety barrels. At tAventy-two dollars a bar- 
rel, such a Avhale in oil alone is Avorth nineteen 
hundred and eiglit}^ dollars. Besides the oil, 
theie are anywliere from three hundred to 
three thousand i)omids of whalebone in the 
mouth of each whale. This is worth any- 
where in the neighborhood of four hundred 
dollars a ton. For. the Avhale meat, of which 
there arc some ten tons, the Avhaling people 
get si.xty-five dollars :\ ton. This meat is salted 
in brine and finds a ready market in Japan, 
the natives 'if Mip])on being particularly fond 
of it. In th;it country the tails are also sold, 
the price a\eraging about fift}" dollars per ton. 
Then there are some four tons of guano, made 
from the contents of the stomach and all refuse 
pieces of fish, which brings about forty dol- 
lars a ton. The large bones also make a 
splendid fertilizer, which does not, however, 
bring so good a price as that obtained for the 
guano. 

Of all tlic Avhale kind, the bowhead is said ' 

to be the most valuable, for bone and oil to 
the value of tAventy thousand dollars have 
been taken from a single specimen. Second 
in iin]iortance comes the right Avhale, A'alued 
at something like ten thousand dollars in bone 
and oil ; wdiile the sperm Avhale comes third. 
From its head alone, Avhich seems to be fully 
one-third the length of the animal, as tnany aS, 
sixty barrels of pure oil have been ' sCciired. >. 
These three varieties were the principal ones 
hunted through the romantic years of the 
hand-harpoon, and arc somewhat scarce today; 
but with modern appliances, the commoner 
A'arieties, such as the sulphur bottom, finback' 
and hunii)liack, have become of great commer- 
cial value. At the Vancouver Island stations 
the latter varieties are, principally taken, where 
off Sechart alone as maliy as nine haive been , 
captured in a single day .-r-F- M. Kelly, in Pa- 
cific Coast Magazine.

*■ 1 leave it for yon. my dear, says 

husband or father, when any doniestie matter iii- 
.volvinf? what we eall "taste" erops up. Uut slie, 
truth to tell, will often make worse blunders than 
he does. iMany a woman has found this out, par- 
tlculcrly in matters of dress, but is never so happy 
as when .she can annex some being of the male per- 
suasion to support her when shopping. In choosing 
furniture, frocks, chiffons, and even hats — generally 
a woman's most valued treasures — man's taste is 
often the b^st. Perhaps It is because he is less easily 
led .astray by the charms of temporary fashions, less 
dazzled by the merely new, more proof against tlie 
persuasive shopwoman, and the bail of 'l)arrKaiiis ' — 
who shall say? But the fact remains that what our 
male belongings have had a hand in ehoosing i''>r us 
Is generally satisfactory, and we often feel, ton, niore 
sure that it Is In good taste.

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THE USE AND ABUSE OF 
EXERCISE 



PHYSICAL 



One of the best nielhods of keetiiiig the body in 
good health, i-spi-cialh- when a, sedentars' occupation 
is r(dlowed and very little out-iu'-door cxercisi' can 
be olilaineil, is the daily praitice of pliN'sical and 
breathing exercises. Fsed judicuuisl.\- and with dis- 
cretion, idiysical exercises are also of great value 
in Improving the contour of the figure, developing 
the lungs and giving grace to the movements. Fi>r 
young girls, especially those Who are growing very 
fast, and who are Inclined to bo round-shouldered 
and narrow-chested, physical exercises arc of great 
value In correcting these defect.s. It should be un- 
derstood, however, that physical exercises to be of 
any ' real benefit, should be adapted to the needs, 
and especially to the physique of the Individual. Ex- 
ercises, for instance, Which might safidy be carried 
out by strong, robust gJHs. might be <i.uito uiisuit- 
ulile to tlnise who are delicate and weakly. This is 
a point which Is often not sufficiently borne In mind 
by many teachers of physical culture, who seek to 
develop the lungs and muscles withoiii due regard 
to the constitutions and eondltimi of health of the 
pui)ils. The dangers of fiver-exertlon are sometimes 
Ignored, or forgotti-n. until luiscliic'f has l.ieeu doiu'. 
The chief danger for dclicati- young jicople in practic- 
ing ph.ssical exercises is over-strain of the heart. 
The loan, of course. Is the largest and most impor- 
tant muscle of the body, aiul Is so wonderfully con- 
stltuled that it c.-in bear a great deal of strain if in 
a normal, condition. .Many girls, unknown lo lle ii 
relatives or lo tiiemselves, have weak hearts. This 
weakness is not discovered until sonic undue or 
jindouged strain is init upon the organ — such as 
physical exercises demanding |.;reat exertion — and 
the I'xercises ina\- possibly be carried on for a long 
period before any appreciable effect Is felt. Sooner 
or later, however, the heart begins lo give signs of 
over-strain, and when this happens, the unfortunate 
individual may have a long period of Invalidism to 
go through. Distension of the heart following upon 
excessive physical exercising may become more or 
less permanent dilation, giving rise to many signs of 
impaired health; then follows the condition known 
as "athletic heart" — the pulse is feeble and irregu- 
lar, the color pale, sleeplessness super\enes, and 
there Is a ■ ensiant sen>e of lang'Oie and i ili.L-ne. 
If heart-strain Is recognized in its i-arly stage, the 
proper treatment instituted, the recovery u\;iy he 
both quielc and complete, liy reason of tie.' great 
powers of coinpensa t imi with wiiicli tin' heart has 
been (unlow ed. l';specia ll.\- is this Hie case with 
young people; but with the middle-.i.g.ii or cdderly 
the t'oiiditiiui of In-art-strain is lunch iinn-e serinis, 
for the he.aii has lost the ca|iacit.\- of making new 
tissue, and has not the rec uperat i\'e powers of \oulli.

It Is iin accepted fact that 
physical culture in schools during the pa.st fifteen 
or twenty years has done much towards increasing 
the physical developnient of our young girls. The 
modern girl Is stronger, hoalthli-r, more niiiMcularly 
developed and many Inches taller than the girl of 
the Vietm^ian Age. ipi the other hand, however. It 
nnisl sadh- lie adiuilted thai slii. has lost much of 
the grace of mmeiuenl .■ind ilii;rilt.\ of carriage pos- 
sessed b.\ her ancestress. When mir uiolbeis were

Spinach Soup. 

ne(|Uired: Two pminds of sijlnach, half an ounce 
of flour, halt an ounce of butter, half a pint of milk, 
half u pint of stock, two tablespoonfuls of cream, one 
small onion, pepper nnd ualt. 

Method: Pick over the sjilnnch carefully, and 
wash It, and do not drain too dr.\-. I'lace It In a 
stewpan, without more water tliiin the drojis on the 
leaves; cook fast till the spinach Is done, and then 
drain oT the water, presiiiiig the srilnach well. 

Next dissolve the butler. 

Stir in tho flour with a wooden spoon, and whexi 



smoolli add tho milk and stock, aiid.sllr till the soup 
bolls. 

Then pass the spinach thruugh a siove, stir Into 
llio sauce .-ind keep stirring till it bolls. 

If too thick, add a little stock or. milk, and season 
with i)(!pper and salt. 

Just before serving add the cream. 

Sand to table with It sippets of fried bread on a 
separate dish. 

Savory Filleted Haddock. 

Required: A rather large.' haddock, one teaspoon- 
ful of oil, one ti'ii.sixionful of tarragon vinegar, j)lain 
N'ini'gar, and a shallol, cayonno uiid ;;alt, flour, frying 
lat, half an ounce id' butler, trying batKr, half an 
oiiiu.i' of flour, one gill of brown slock, chopiitd 
gherkins, 

Method: Make ii marinade with the salad oH, 
tarragon vinegar, vinegar and minced shallot, and 
season all highly with cayenne and salt. Fillet a 
haddoek, cut the flliets Into strips and soak In this 
marinade for an hour, 

Hiialn them and then flour lightly, dip In frying 
'batter, and frying In deep frying fat. 

The fillets should |)e tied In knots before being 
cocdted. 

Servo with this sauce: Melt half an uuiiee of 
biiltcr, and add to It half ai\ ounce of flour, slirring 
itill (lulte snuiotli, then add a gill of brown stock. 
tStIr till It lioils, and then put in a teaspoonful of 
J.lriely'-chopped gherkins, a few drops of tarrtigon 
vinegar, and salt and cayenne to tasie. 

Carmelon. 

Reipilreil: One pound of underdone beef, half a 
pound of liacon, nulmeg, pepper, salt, parsley, thyme, 
niarjorani, one egg, half a pint of good gravy, car- 
rots and turnips, and Hour. 

Method: Chop the underdone iiieat finely, .-iiso 
Ihe bacon, mix together, dredge with flour, season 
with nutineg, popper, salt, a teaspoonful of chopped 
parsley, some majm'am, .•ind lh.\iue. 

Hind all together with a beaten egg. 

l-'orm the mince into a roll, tie some greased pa- 
l)er over, anil bake in a moderate oven for Ihree- 
iiuarters of an hour. 

Wlien done, take off the paper, brush over with 
meat glaze, and pour some good gravy round. 

(iarnlsh either end of the dish with boiled tur- 
nips ;in(l I'arrots cut Into fancy sliaiies. 

Kidneys, Indian Style. 
Re(iuired: A small tlu of kidneys, one onion, one 
apple, one carrot, some herbs, one ounce of butter, 
one gin of gravy, curry powder, boiled rice, browned 

Uour. 

-Method: Remove all fat from the contents of the 
tin. and jnit the jelly or gra\-y on one side. 

I'^r.v nn luiiun, a sliced apiile, and a carrot, and 
some herbs in butler, dredge In sufficient curry 
powder to taste, and slowly add the gravy. Let the 
sauce cook gently for twenty minutes, and then 
strain it Into a clean saucepan, and thicken with 
browned (lour. 

Place the kidneys In the sauce and let all cook- 
slowly for twenty minutes. 

Ser\'e with a border of well boiled rice, and scat- 
ter chopped parsley thickly over. 

Browned Knuckle of Veal. 

Reipilred: Finir or live pounils of knuckle of 
veal, two eggs, salt and pepper, one ounce of good 
dripping, browned breadcrumbs, lliree-i|uariers of a 
pint of stock, a heapi'd lablespuonful of Hour, a table- 
spoonful of lemon juice. „ . . . 

Method: Put the veal In a stiilcepan, COVer Wjth 
cold water, and slew slowly till tender.'" 

Take the meat up and remove the superfluous 
lower bone, fold tho meat over and keep In plac ' 
with a. skewer . 

Heal the yolks of the eggs, With pepper and salt. 

lirusii the meat over with this and sprinkle wllh 
breadcrumbs. 

•Brown in the oven for about twenty-five minutes. 

Meanwhile the sauce should lie made. 

IHrst melt the (lri^>piiig, add the flour, and let it 
brown, stlrrlnft constantly so that It does not burn;; 
add the boiling stock by degrees, stirring all the 
,'-ime, boll for five minutes or longer if the 8au6c is 
not thick enojigh. Serve the Joint on a dish with a 
few brown crumbs, and tho sauce in a tureen. This 
Is a very nice looking dish, and inexpensive. 

Baked Cliocolate Custard. 

Iteiiuucd: (me pint id' milk, a tablespoonf ul of 
grated chocolate, two ur thne eggs, and one ounce 
of sugar. 

.\letlioi!: W'orU llie cold milk gradually into the 
choeolale. and stir till it comes to the boil', ami then 
immer for a feu iniiiules. 

Heat the yolks of two or three eggs with a little 
sugar laii ounce) and stir into the milk after il 
has cooled a little. 

I'our into fancy china, pie dish, .-uid bake yew 
slowl.\- till the eirdard has set. 

V\'hen cold. whi|i up the whiles of Ihe eggs stiffly 
with iiowdered sugar, iille on Uif custard, browii 
lightly in the oven, and si-rve. 

Egg Tartlets. 

i^eiiuired: Twelve figs, lemon rind, two cloves, 
sugar to taste, a nuarter of a pound of shoi;t pastry, 

whole rice. 

.Method: .M.ike soito- tartlet cases with some nice 
sh'ort iPiiste. fill iheni with dry rice, and bake.

Chelmsford Pudding 

Ueiiuiled: A lables|ioonful of sage, two eggs, 
half a teacuiiful of iniik. a leacupful of breadcrumbs, 
two ounces of siiel, a dessertspoonful of flour, stoned 
raisins, sugar and llavoring, sweet sauce. 

Method: Cool: the .sage In water till it is lender 
and nearly dry. Beat the eggs thoroughly and .old 
to the milk while stirring, then the breadcrumbs, 
.sweetening and flavoring, nil to taste. 

Mix the suet with the sage and the flour, then stir 
all the ingredient., together. 

Butter a mould, line it In a pattern with sloned 
raisins, nnd fill It up with the batter. 

Boll for one and a half htmrs at a gallop, and 
servo with sweet sauce poured round. 

Croquettes of Cheese. 

Required: l'"our nniiceH ot dry cheese, three 
ounces of breadcrumbs, one onion, one or two eggs, 
cayenne and salt, frying batter nnd deep fat. 

Method: Chop the cheese cvarsoly and set In 'a 
mortar with tho sifted dried breadcrumbs, a (able- 
spoonful of minced onion, and a good seasoning of 
dry mustard, cayenne, pepper and salt. 

Pound these Ingredients to a smooth paste, and 
add sufiii ieni eggs to moisten .thoroughly, then make 
into balls the size of.a walnut.

Celery Salt. 

Procure some celery seed, dry it thoroughly -on a 
baking sheet, iKJund in a mortar, and add two parts 
of It to one of dried salt.

Four, ounces of tumeric, three ounces of coriander 
seeds, one ounce each of caycnn?, black pepper, gin- 
ger, one drachm ot mace, half an ounce of carda- 
moms, and three-quarters of an ounce of earraway 
seeds, all to be finely powdered and passed through 
a wire sieve three times', and then bottled' for use. 

Quince Syrup. 

Try this recipe, and you will have a delicious 
preserve for flavoring Jellies and creams: 

Choose ripe quinces, peel and cut them In small 
pieces, and place In an enamelled pun, barely cov- 
•erlng the fruit with water. 

Cook with the lid on the pan till the fruit is 
(|ulto .soft and broken. Then turn on lo a sieve so 
that the juice can drain ol'f into a basin below. Let 
this stand in a cool place till the next day. 

Then skim and strain through a jelly bar. 

To each quart of Ihiuor thus produced add one 
and a half pounds of the best loaf sugar. 

Cook all together In a skillet, keeidng It al boil- 
ing |ioint, for live minutos. and skim il carefully. 

When cool, bottle in very dry hot bottles, cork 
and seal carefully. 

Keep a tew months before using. 



RENOVATIONS 

■Where the dress allowance Is of modest propor- 
tions, renovations are of the utmost Importance, and 
these must be ot the strictly economle order. Mil- 
linery is almost the first consideration, and a decent 
hat of chli) or straw Is' generally amenable to tho 
changes of fashion. Of course it is impossible lo 
select some totally diverso shape and expect it to be. 
re- blocked, but take one with a Utile resemblance to 
the original, and tho ui)-to-date cleaner will re- 
block It very cheaply. 

I..aHt season's feather ruffles or boas will clean 
up. and new co<iuo ones are moderate in price, and 
old ones might be washed. Many are sold as wash- 
able, and iilunged into a basin of Warm soapy water, 
are (|ulekl.v rejuvenated. 

Returning to Ihe question of millinery, il is often 
more economical lo buy a new shaiie In straw and 
use the old trimmings; these brushed and pressed and 
the feathers liiing near llie lire lo re-curl. 

."skirts are lengthened by bands of darker cloth, 
•■md a tweed eoiilraslcd by a darker self -colored 
cloth looks quite nice. 

On short skirts a little braid and a few velvet 
buttons — easily covered — work wonders, particularly 
If the pleats arc re-pressed and the hem freshened 
up by sponging with benzoliiie.

engaged to do the public worli o£ llio country hsivo 
performed their duties. There are in the employ o£ 
the government of Canada a largo number ot peo- 
ple. The majority of these are booklicepers whoso 
fluty It Is to aeo that the money paid out for work 
done for the government Is honestly and carefully 
expended. I'l.e civil .servants you know most about 
are tlio postofllcc clerks and the mail carrierH. Many 
of you have boon In the customs houso and have 
paid duty on a parcel. The money received for 
.stanipy or paid in duty bcIonRs to the Ottawa rov- 
ernnienl, and what is loft after llic expon.ses of the 
offices arc paid, is spent in buildings or other pub- 
lic works. If the ofilcials are lazy oi- carelcs.s or 
stupid, money is wasted; if they arc dishonest it Is 
stolen. The report oi: the coninii.s.slonprs states that 
in many departments of the civil service i)uople are 
employed, not because they arc tlie best men and 
•women that could be found to do the work, uiiL be- 
cause they or their relatives lifive helped to elect 
niembers.ji£. the government party to parliament, and 
that more officials are engapred than are needed. 
Two departments are specially condemned. These 
hre Department of Marino and Fisheries and the 
Department of Militia and Defence. In both of these 
there has been shameful mismanagement. A great 
deal of money paid by tho people of Canada to keep 
soldiers ready to rlefend the country and to equip 
and train volu;U(>ers lias been wasted. In the very 
Important dopartmont whose duty it Is to sec that 
llfrhthouses and buoys are erected, that harbors are 
deepened, that liie fisheries arc preserved and pro- 
tected and that tlie .government survevinsr ships and 
cruisers are Icept fit for duty, tliere has been so imu'li 
money squandered tliat th. re is little doubt tliat I lie 
taxes paid by the people of CVuiada has (jrone into 
the pockets of dishonest employees of llie Roverii- 
menl. 

Perhaps the worst part of this disgraceful busi- 
ness Is that no one seems to mind so very mueli. 
Supplies have been paid for that were never used, 
men and women liavo received wapes lor work that 
was never performed, bad materials have been sup- 
plied, and poor work done, and the inoplo of Can- 
ada are i;old that If the Liberals have done this, the 
Conservatives would have been just us bad if they 
had had the chance. 

If this is really true, if the whole people arc so 
dishonest that no one la fit to be trusted to servo 
the public faithfully, Canada need never hope to bo 
a great nation. ]3ut It Is not true. There are many 
thousands of hniiest men In tho country today who 
have never wilfully wrong-ed any man and who are 
never satisfied to do less than their best whatever 
their work may be. No upright man will employ a 
dishonest servant, and the iieople of Canada will "see 
to it that those civil servants who are not wortliy of 
trust shall be dismissed. This the Premier of Canada 
has promised to do, and already some of those re- 
-sponsible for tho Wrongdoing have resigned their 
positions. 

Sir ITrnry Campbell-Bannerman has sent In liis 
resignation as ))remicr of lin.gland, and Kinp: JCdward 
has called on Mr. Asquith to take his place. This 
was really a form, though a necessars- one, for Mr. 
Asquith lias been acting premier for some lime. It: 
Is now said, however, that some of those ministers 
who worked with Mr. Campboll-Bannernian will be 
asked to resign and that others will take their 
places whom Mr. Asquith considers better fitted for 
the positions. 

From tho report of E. B. McKay, surveyor-general, 
L.tjie now city of Prince Eupert has a splendid situa- 
tion, and a much bettor cllmato than moot people 
supposed. All the settlements along the coast are 
growing and many prospectors and others are going 
to the Queen Charlotte ^slands. 

Every one will lie pleased to learn that all the 
hospitals getting a KO\-ei-nnient grant must take in 
consumptive putleiits after this. Every one cannot 
go to a sanitarium, and some people have suffered 
from want of jiroper care and treatment. This will 
no longer be the case . 

The little country of Finland, In tbi- north of 
llussia, lias a parliament of its own. although 11 is 
part ot the Russian empire. Perhaps some i;;f vou v,-i!l 
remember that a number of thouo wlio were iirresti'd 
for attempting to kill the CJrand Duke .Mchnlas some 
time ago In St. Petersburg, came from I'inland. It 
appears that the diet, or wliat wo should call the 
house of commons, in Finland expressed symi)atliy 
with these asiiasains. The Czar will dissolvi' ihi) 
house and order a new ehTtlon. Tlie oeoplc nf till'" 
little Northern province are very jealous of their lib- 
erties; yet we cannot feel that those who justify 
murder are fit for freedom. 

Immense sums of money have been borrowed by 
the British goveninieni to enable the poor people of 
Ireland to buy land from the great landowners. So 
many of the landlords have been willing to sell and 
do many of tho tenaiils wniit ti) buy that the gov- 
ernment' ot England ciniuit furnish tho money Just 
new. In a few years the farmers of Ireland will own 
the land they till, and their friends believe they will 
be happy and contented.

There was great excitement in Berlin a few days 
ago when a law was passed making German tho only 
language that could be publicly used. When Poland 
was conquered In the eighteenth century the coun- 
try was divided between Prussia, Austria and Rus- 
sia. Prussia is now the chief part of the German 
empire. The Poles are a proud race and cherish 
their old customs and their language. More than 
iliiriy years ago Germany defeated Prance and took 
from her tho territory of Alsace-Lorraine. Tho in- 
liabltant.s of this conquered province are Frenchmen. 
:\lnny people in tho north speak tho Danish language, 
and there are several other small districts where 
langiiagj-s other than flerman are spoken. Theso 
people \vlll find It a great hardship not to be able 
to hold public meetings wlien they please and to 
listen to speakers in their nallve tongue. At the 
s;ime time It must not he forgotten that it is much 
more convenient .md better In many way.s for the 
wholo nution .to speak but one language. As a rule 
people are anxious to learn the language of the coun- 
try they live In. In Canada, the Frenclt of the 



province of Quebec ' still speak tho tongue of Car- 
tier and Champlaln. There is no doubt but that 
their language has knit the i)eople, of that province 
closer together and separated them from tlielr fel- 
low-Canadians of British'- 'birth. It is a question 
whether such a change should be forced on a people 
by law. 

A United States visitor, L,. M. Shaw, told tho peo- 
ple of IMontreal a few days ago that Western Can- 
ada will very soon be filled with prosperous people. 
No one who has seen bow fast the Western States 
have filled up need doubt this. If Canadians do not 
fm-gct that riches never yet made a nation great, 
but that righteousness and purity and courage have 
brought greatness to many a nation, whose land was 
neither large nor fertile, tlu'y w\\\ do well. 

Andrew Carnegie, the great .Ainerleaii millionaire, 
has added five million dollars to the ten millions al- 
ready set apart by him for iien-ions to tlu' teachers 
of universities who are no longer able to do llicir 
work. Perhaps some of us think that there are 
many poor people In tho United States who are less 
able to provide for their old age than these teachers 
are. A man must, however, be tho best Judge of 
what ho ought to do with his orvn money. It Is a 
good s'gn when rich men look upon their wealth as 
held in trust fcg- the good ot others. 

A great many counties in the ricli and populous 
state of Illinois have declared that no liquor shall, 
bo sold in them.

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MAKERS OF HISTORY 

■ ; ' As wa look back over the vista of hl.5tory, certain 
. IieruIo'flgur'.>q staitd out like silhouettes against the 
. obscurity of the past. When wo come to think of it, 

how wonderful It seems that out of the millions of 
people, who were born, loved, worked, suffered and 
died In the past centuries, wo Icnow of very few. 
Some nations havu perUhcd t;o utterly that nil wo 
«an say of them Is that a certain person, whose nnmo 
■was !nscr!i)ed upon a rUone, was their Icing. We know 
in a general way the history of great racial move- 
inents, hut cannot toll with certainty of the individu- 
ality of a single individual who participated In them, 
ay perhaps we may know the names of a few, but 
this only renders the obscurity of the others the more 
evident. If wo take an arbitrary date, say 1000 B.C., 
H'will be a matter of surprise, if vVe choose to think 
it over, how few names oven well-informed neople 
02.n recall of porson.s living at that time, or previously. 
If il wore not that it is yet the jiractlce to road the 
Bible, the great majority of pfople would not be able 
to mention a sinslo iiullvidual who was alive throe 
thousand years ago. Yet th'TO are a few men, whoso 
memory liavo come down to us, and we shall en- 
tlearor to deal with some of thefn and later to. take 
,up those, who in more recent times have played a 
conspicuous part In the making of history. This 
series 'Of articles will bo conhned to men, for wo 
have already dealt quite fully witli the groat womeu 
wlio wore history makers. AV<' slioiild be ^lad to 
have .■=:uij.gestions I'roiti readers as to chai-;u:tei s, 
whose careers tlicy would like us to tell soiin'thing 
about. The resources ol' The Colcnii^t's library are 
available in tliis way to all Colonist readers. 

It is obvious that, while groat interest attaches 
to the great men of early days in human lilstory, 
there must always be much difQculty In ascertaining 
correctly the facts relating to them; and yet It is de- 
sirable to examine Into the records of those tinms 
to as great an extent ns possible. W-o arc all apt 
to think that wo jjeople of the Twentletli Century 
liavo reached the climax- of everything' that is de- 
sirable, but tliero i.s much evidi.-nce uf the e.^istenco 
of nations in the almost I'orjrotten past, \i'hioh had 
made progress in some tines even greater than we 
have There is always a danger that In thinking over 
the past liistory of the race we may lose our sense 
of inoportion Our own affairs seem very large to us 
beca"se they are near at hand and the events of re- 
mote ei'as are dwarfed in comparison and yet it is 
clear that men, whose names have come down from 
the twilii^ht of history, must have been very remark- 
able. "W'lien we rclloct upon the small number oi: 
persons, whose existence is remembered a hundred 
years after their death, with all the methods avail- 
able in modern times for the preservation of records, 
it seems as it those, whose names have survived ..'or 
thousands of years and whose deeds, doubtless ex- 
figgerated by tradition and surrounded by myths, 
have gome down to us, must have loomed up very 
large among their fellows. Let us take Hercules as 
as example. It is the fashion amonjj certain people 
nowadays to say that this hero was a mytli, pure and 
simple, a sun-Kod or something- of that kind. This 
conclusion is reached by supposing that a good many 
centuries ago the mental processes of men were dif- 
ferent from what they are todiiy. There are no mod- 
ern races, wliich evolve suii-gods, but there are 
many -which attribute to one individual deeds which 
were performed sbyr many* This was probably always 
the case, aiid hence wo may assume that Hercules 
Is credited with things that he did not perform. It 
may be i)0Hsible that sometimes the history of a na- 
tion has been dwarfed and represented as the career 
of the most conspicuous individual in it, and hence 
some of the deeds of Hercules may really be the 
epitomized records of a whole people and a whole 
era. But it Is Impossible to avoid the eu:iclusion 
.that' in prehistoric times a great hero, whom we 
know as Hercules, which is a corruption of Herakles, 
as the Greeks called him, strode across the stage of 
human events, and so profoundly impressed his per- 
sonality upo'ii his contemporaries that almost all the 
great transactions which occurred before tlie sioKC 
of Troy are attributed to him. Wltli the carrying 
away of Helen anfk the famous sieR-e which followed, 
the liistory of the lands around the Mediterranean 
may be said to have begun. The record is veiy ob- 
secure, aid it is not easy *o distinguish between wliat 
is liistory and what Is mythology; but all the ages 
previous thereto seem to have concentrated around 
this wonderful personage. We shall take occasion 
in another .irticle to speaU of some of tlic very ancient 
char.-icters which api)ear in the twilight of liistor.v in 
other countriL-s, but for the presrnt shall eoidine our 
observations to this man, wiio was at least half a 
god in the esteem of those who have preserved his 
memory, a n]an who must have stood head and shoul- 
ders above .-ill his fellows in the attributes which con- 
.stitute human greatness, ^\'e may not look upon 
Hercules, perhaps as a maker of history, but rather 
as its personification; nevertheless, in this initial pu' 
per, a few words 'may be said regarding him, for ho 
Is unuuestionably the inost conspicuous Individualit.v 
In the aniials uf the human lace. 

Heicules was of (li\ine ancestry nn tile iiaient;il 
.side, his mother l)elnK Aleniene, wife ot' Ani|)hitrion 
of Tirzus. .-thd liis fatlier Zi;us, tlie \ai)y: of the gods. 
His .'illeged ancestry is only one of hundreds of in- 
stances in the mytliology of all nationts In which a 
great hero or teacher was assigned divine parentage. 
His career was very remarkable, and his wonderful 
powei's were constantly put to the severest tests, 
owing to the hostility of the goddess Hera, the wife 
of ZeuK. who corresponds in Crecian niytholofiy lo 
.Juno in Roman le.^jend. He was trained in the manly 
ac<'om))lisl;ments aiul exeellc.d in ilirm ;,]|. 
education ^^■as inteiriipled whi'ii in a lit ol' rage in- 
spired by Hera, he killed his ninsie teac her. 'J'heii he 
became a cattle- liei^dor lor his motiier's liusband. 
Later he married, and after some years,- In another 
fit of madness, slew his children, it was because of 
this crime that ho was ordered to perform his cele- 
brated "liabors." These were to have been only ten 
In the first Instance, but because he sought assistance 
jn performing two of Hum, two others were added. 
These were : 

1. Wrestling with the Nemcan Lion. 

2. Destruction of the Lernian Hydra. 

3. Capture of the Arcadian Hind. 

<• Capture of the Boar of Krymanthus, 
B. Cleaning the Augean stables. 
e. Shooting the Stymphrilian birds. 
7, Capture of tlio Cretan Ihill. 
S, Capture of the Jlan-ealiu.ij Jlares. 
0. Seizing the girdle of the QueeiT of Hie Amazons. 
iu. Bringing in the oxen cf Krythiii In. the far 
West. 

11. Procuring the Golden Apples of Hesperidus. 
IS. Carrying Cerberus from Hades to the Upper 
World. 

It 1,^ impossible to accept liio description of these- 
"luborc" literally, and perhaps the nxplanatiou orii'reil 
of then, that they really i-cprosent the inauguration 
■j< Ltrerit reforms, (ho .jstablishment of organized so- 
■ilcly In the lands around the Mediterranean and the 
development of commerce, is as nearly correct as any 
'.itUer. HU advaatures after, the performance of these 
"labom" ware many and very extraordinary. Ho 
niurie hi.s namu in TlichOF, that 1.'= the Grecian cily of 
ilr.it r.nmr, not thn Thebes of H-'trypt w-itii its hiuidred 
);iit;!». ile Rave hia wife lo a friend and sought in 
laari-luKe Tole, t;;e dau.^ht-.-r of Eiirytus. 'J'his ;rot 
him Into aei'iuiis '.roublo, and hi.s madness returned. 
He iravelaiJ much and fouglit In mariy ivars. After 
innumwbltt adyontunes: and many orlraos, ho van- 
qiiUbed 13urytus .ati(l,;[c^rried off lo'.c, but. the queen 
of the land; vvhereln' ho -then lived, prompttd by JcaW 
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ousy, gave him a poisoned tunic. 'I'liis no i)ut on ami 
the poison burned the llesh from his bones. In ter- 
rific agony ho built a funeral pyre, on. which he met 
his death. It is this, episode which leads Professor 
Huller to insist that Hercules Is only a sun-mytli, 
and that the account of his death is simply a descrip- 
tion of tho sunset. It seems impossible to dispose of 
him In this way, and whilo every possible allowance 
must be made for poetical distortion and the e.xus- 
geration which is Inseparable from tho iiantllng 
down of storle.s from generation to generation, ap- 
parently Wti must concede that there was such a man 
as Hercules, whose achlcvetncnts were so great that 
generous tradition magnilied them and poetry clothed 
them with many fanciful adornments. 



SOME NEW BOOKS 

The l';soterie Publishing Co., of -Apple'Ralo, Call- 
foriiia, sends a book entitled "The C»oal of L^lfe," which 
some one has been kind enough t(.i pay for in oi-der 
that a review of It may be published iu Tho Colonist. 
The author is H. K. Butler, who has written several 
other works of a similar class. IL is an eNcecdingly 
ambitious effort, for the author alms, lirst. at pre- 
senting a reasonable idea of God, and, second, at 
removing the mystery which surrounds man's rela- 
tions to God, This he attempts to do In 363 pages, 
many of which are very interesting and full of sug- 
gestions, although careful readers will hesitate about 
acceiJting his eonciuslons. The clergv- woidd jiro- 
notnice tlio book heretical; a iihilosoiilier would call 
it crude; a scientist would thinU it superlielal, aiul a 
lllerar.v man would note the lack id' linisli to wiiich 
tlie autlior confesses; and yet tho booic is wortli read- 
ing as an effort to dispose of the many doubts and 
uncertainties surrounding the .subject, with which It 
deals. 

The conceptions of God and of our relations to Him 
are largely mediaeval. The scholastics of the Middle 
Ages enilenvoi-ed lo reduce theology to an exact 
science, which in its very natin-e it eaimot be. They 
gave us creeds, verbal formulas and ceremonies, the 
insufficiency of which they themselves at the outset 
must have recognized, Imt which in the course of 
time became very real to them, and were imposed 
upon the laity with rigor, their nominal acceptance 
being enforced with pains and penalties both here 
and hereafter. The Rennaisance, while Inaugurating 
freedom of thought, did not bring about, freedom of 
belief. Tho Individual interpretation of divine mys- 
teries was still discountenanced, as It Is. as a matter 
of fad, today. Ani.\ it is b.v no means tlie oldest of 
the churches whic-h iirolesl against this iinlivklualism, 
for the idea that men shall ihlnli for themselves is 
discouraged b.v the ver.v latest sett, whatever It may 
be, that some forceful fanatic has been able to 
organize. Tho result of this hostility to' Independent 
thought was the development of atheism. From dis- 
believing In the Church to disbelieving in God the 
step was easy, and, as the Church ordained that 
tho Deity and Itself should be regarded as essentially, 
identical. It was not only eas.v, but natural, Man- 
Idnd was kept in the dark, and principally because 
the Church — we use the word collectively as applying 
to ail religious organizations — had no real liiiiu lo 
give. Rational Atheism, that is an Atheism that re- 
jected God, because It could not reconcile the teach- 
ings of tho Church with the conclusions of Independent, 
reason and refused to be guided by blind faith, was 
succeeded by scientiflc Atheism, which refused iu 
acknowledge' Sodjrbecauso, -He -wfes not .discoverable 
by the mlcfos'copib of inveatlgatioil. 'But neither ra- 
tional nor scientiflc Atheism .satisfied the cravings of 
humiinity. The very nature of mafi called out for 
something else at the very essence of things than 
l'"'orce. The need of a God and Father could not be 
satlslied by tht- sneers of rationalists or the demon- 
strations of science. Hence there arose a new school 
ot thought, which in various ways is making its in- 
fluence felt throughout the religious world tod&y. 
"The Goal of Life" is a product of this school, and 
if it Is read, not as tho final word on the subject, but 
simply as a contribution, and a very imperfect one, 
towards the elncldtitlon of a great problem, it will 
be found useful, Tho weakness of the Ijook seems to 
he the attempt of the author to make- his pi-esent;itlon 
sipiare witli the literal words ot the Bibli- In many 
instances, and in which It seems as if such a siiiiaring 
is by no means neees.sary, and there is ;in astrological 
chapter, which detracts greatly from the value of the 
book. 

"The Goal of Life," as Mr, Butler sees It, Is tho 
aciiuirement of the Divine Spirit as our controlling 
Inlliieiice, and this not simply as sonielhine; which 
shall be a conifort and support In lime of troul)ie. 
consfdatlon for i!a' lack of niali-rial li.-ii)])ini'ss or 
wealth, hut as a living, working, e\-ei-yilay force, by 
means of which we can acci-unidisli llioso things \vlui'li 
are neecied for our well-lK-lng. ft is impossible to deny 
that in this aspect of his subject the author lias taken 
a line of thought, which may be followed with very 
great advantage. Ho tells us that by great devotion, 
earnest prayer and a careful life, wc will acriuiro 
rifjht standards, a pro]iosltion to wlilch we fanc.v the 
most orthodo.^ will not oh.ject, althouh'h tliey will cer- 
lainly cavil at the i)roccss wliicli he reaches lliis 
conclusion. 

(If the hook as a whole, and ]jresumably it Is for 
the puriiose of some expression on this point thiH the 
book has heeii sent to ns, it may be commended to 
those w ho are alile to- l e.id with discrimination. It Is 
a conscientious effort to discover a great truth. If It 
is not wholly successful in tho details of Its state- 
ments of fact and its process of reasoning, its valm^ 
Is oiih- li'ssened to that (extent iind not destrn.N cd, 
.As an effort to cleninnslrate that the relations hi-- 
Hveen man and liis Creator are very r^ al and c.-ipahle 
of bein.if utilized in oiir daily life i,<i- I lie dcvelopriient 
of cliar.-icler and the betterment of mankind, It is 
praiseworthy. Wc may tiuestion the soundness of 
the author's logic, and think that ho jun)ps to con- 
clusions, but his final teaching seems sound enough 
and worthy of very »orlou.s consideration.

THE ORDER OF MELCHIZEDEK ' 

The Order of Melchlzedek Is surrounded with 
mystery. Whether wo look upon the Bible as ;t 
divinely inspired hook, or only as a record, more or 
less correct, of certain historical ovont.s, tlie existence 
of this Order Is of deep interest.. It is referred to by 
writers, who lived nmny ccnturjes apart, and Mei- 
chlisedek himself Is spoken of by a writer, who lived 
several centuries before the earlier of these two. The 
first reference is In the Book of Genesis. There had 
been a war bet\voeii the tribal chiefs of what wo now 
call Syria, and in the course of the lighting, Lot, 
Ahram's brother, was taken prisoner. Abram sot 
imt to rercuc hhii atid succeeded, ;iud u;)on his return, 
":Melclii',iodek, King of Salem, brought forth bread 
and wine." After this he blessed Abram, and tho 
latter gave him "tithes of all." The writer of tho 
book tells us that Melchlzedelt was "the iirlest of tlie 
Most High God." The second reference to him is 
tho lioth Psalm. Tho head notes to this Psalm, tho 
authorship of which is attributed to David, represent 
it as a reference, lo Jesus Christ, although It may bo 
that it rel.-ites only to David liimself; but this la not 
material in tlie jiresent connection, for what we liavo 
lo do with is the ver-se whicli reads as follows: 

"The I,,ord liath swc.irn and will not repent, 'Thou 
an a orlesl forever after the order of Jlelchizedek.' " 
During the . centuries which liad elapsed since tho 
time of Abram, the Levuical i)rlosthood had been 
established among the Jews, but here we have the 
statement that another i)rlesthood existed. If tho 
person referred to In the cinotation was David, then' 
wo lia\-e a iiriesl who was not of the l^evitlcal order, 
for David was not of liie tribe of Levi, and the same 
is true if tile reference is to Jcsu,-. 'J'lii're are cx- 
Iiressions in the prophecies, which can be interpreted 
as referring to this order, but it is not until we come 
to the J'.i)istle to the Hebrews, written more thtin a 
tiiousand years after the Psahn above mentioned, 
that we lind a distinct and positive reference to AIol- 
chizedek and the Order to -which he belonged. The 
authorship of this Bplstle«»ls not known. It Is popu- 
larly attributed to Paul, but scholar.s do not adopt 
this view. It Is rather a treatise tlian a letter, al- 
though tho last two chapters are, in tho eplstolatory 
style. Th<^ object of the writi-r is to set forth tho 
Ijre-eininence of Christ, which he docs by first giving 
a brief semi-hl.storical synopsis of Jewisn. history. 
He tl^cn refers to "Jesus tlio Son of God," and tells 
us that He is a High Priest, and pas.ses on to make 
an argument the exact signllicance of which is not 
very clear. In the course of this argument he quotes 
apparently from the Psalm above referred to: "Thou 
art a Priest forever after the order of Melchlzedek," 
and goes on to speak of some one, probably Christ, 
although the English version Is susceptible of two 
exi)lanations, whom he says was "called of God an 
lllgli i^riest after the order of .Melcliizedek." A lit- 
tle later he says; "Whither the forerunner is for us 
entered, even Jesiis, made a High i'riesL forever after 
the order of Melchlzedek." 

The writer of this Kpistle was not addressing 
learned men, for he tells them that "there are many 
things to say and hard^t;hlngs to }je^ uttered, seeln^^ 
• that ye are dull <)t he&fitnfi'K and he .addp;t.rtYe have' 
need that one' te'ach ijotif ag^h ytl&t 'he the flr^t 
principles of the 'oracles ftf Go'tl." "yet to these poo- 
I>le he j;peaks of the Oriler of Jlelchlzedek as though 
it were s<mietliinfj of w-hich they wci-e already well 
aware, it Is perhaps not well to lay too much stress 
upon the word "order," that is, we are not forced to 
conclude that It meant .an established institution; 
yet It seems as If, from its frequent repetition, we 
must accept the term "Order of Melchlzedek" as a 
name and not merely as a description. No other con- 
clusion seems open than that tho writer 'of tho Epistle 
to the Itebrews believed that by associating Jesus 
Txith the order, or at least with Melchlzedek, he se- 
cnreil for him a ]ire- em hienee in the minds of those 
whom he was adtlressing. Th(; seventh chariter of 
Hebrews Is dCA-oted wholly to this asiiect of the case 
and seems intended to demonstrate the follow- 
ing iiropositioii ; Tile Order of JH-leli izedek i.u-e- 
ceded the Levlllcal Priesthood and w;is immea.surably 
superior to it, and it existed independently of the lat- 
ter, which was sjipplanted by tho Priesthood of 
Christ. Melchlzedek is thus described In the chapter 
last referred to: "Without father, without mother, 
without descent, having neither beginning of days 
nor end of life; but mad(^ like unto the Son of God, 
aljldliiK a lUnU Triest continually." 

\\'h.-it does this all nie.in'.' Frankly, we iiave no 
satisf-ictory ext'lanatlon to offer. Those who , .-ire 
familiar with thc! story of the birth of Jesus will re- 
member liow It is told that Wise Men of the East 
came to worship Him. His <livlnity sc'cnis to liavi; 
been reg-arded as denionstratod thereby. Later we 
see that hla Sonshlp is proved by assigning Him a 
idnce In this mysterious Order. It Is not a surprise, 
therefore, to learn that In tho very early days of 
the Christian I';ra a sect of some numei'lcal stren.L^th 
aros. . wllo^.^ chief tem t was that Melchlzedek was 
an incarnation of the Deity and Kreater than Christ. 
Studi-nts of Huddliisni may see- a similarity in the 
.'leciuint of Melcliizedek to the tradition of recurrent 
incarnations of the Divine Spirit, iKdd by the fol- 
lowers of that school of thought. The whole subject 
is one of great Interest, no malter what may bo Its 
origin. There are some scholars who believe that 
they ran see evidence of interpolation in the refer- 
ence to Melchlzedek contained <in the chapter of 
GeiK-sis above mentioned. They ilnd in his name, 
wlliell, triinslate<l, mr-^ 
e\ i(li>n(-i5 llial he is a ii 
ebaraeter; but there ^ 
lions lo sueh an e'.pl; 
other than the references in tlic Bible to assist us in 
reaching a oonclu-slon, tho cnso would Ijo more sim- 
ple; but all wc have is substantially that above 
f.OOOyears ago there was a King of Salem, who was 
a High Prie.st, and whoso name signified King of 
Righteousness; that .'iboiit 1,000 years later the 
l'?:aliiiist, ri-ferriii.^' . Ither to himself i.n- to Chrlsl, 
sp(.ke of u priest afler llir i M-d.-r of .Meleliizedek, and 
that on,, oi' the e;i nmi i ( ■,, I v.rilers (Oi tlui iialiire of 
Christ made liie same staleiiiciit In rc.^ard lo HIni, 
and I'lahiied it as proof ,)f His dhirilty. .V wide lic hl 
of speculation is opened by these few and bi-li>f 
statements, but it.

this.flcct at Portsmouth and at other ports c;in 
be ready for sea in 24 hours, or not much 
more. Then there ought nut to be counted in 
that ships which have "come home from foreign 
stations and must be under repair for some 
months. If a ship is under repair you cannot 
count it is as ready for sen in 24 hours. 

Air. II. Robertson. — 1 expressly said that all 
ships under repair must be counted out. Of 
course being under repair disqualifies them for 
i-cadiness for war. lUit a ship which has a 
nucleus crew has a real crew; il is not like .-1 
skeleton crew, and such a ship must be umler 
a commission, must have a captain, and must 
belong to some fleet. If, therefore, for the 
purpose of convenience a ship under repair 
has a nucleus crew that determines her as be- 
longing to the honie fleet, but such ships arc 
not to be counted as ready until their repairs 
are completed. (Hear, licar.l 

' Mr. Balfour. — The right hon. gentleman 
has on occasion dealt with ships with nucleus 
crews as an effective part of the home fleet 
ready for action. Nov.- he admits that al- 
though they have nucleus crews they are not 
ready for war. 

Home Fleet Unready 

This is one of the inner mysteries of the 
Admiralty that a ship with a nucleus crew shall 
be counted as being in connnissibn althougii 
she is not fit to go to sea. V,y that method all 
the ships which have come home from foreign 
stations for repairs may be in this category. 
The result is that amongst the home fleet there 
is a very much larger number of ships in com- 
mission wliich cannot go to sea than in any 
other. I am informed that two out of every 
three baltlcshii)s at Portsmouth at this mo- 
ment, which count as jiart of the ' home fleet 
and have nucleus crews, are not fit to go to sea. 
(Hear, hear.) They ought not to be counted, 
therefore, as part of our immediately ready 
fleet. (Che'efs.) H it be .true that two out of 
every three battleships at Portsmouth are un- 
der nnportant repairs, docs not that fact re- 
quire us to somewhat modify the sruiguine 
statements for which the right luin. gentleman 
has been in part responsible? I am not charg- 
ing that it is a reflection upon Admiralty ad- 
ministration, but it docs reflect upon the Ad- 
miralty exposition of facts. ^Ve come to a 
cpiestion of greater imixirlancc Avlien we cleal 
with the gen.Tal aninuiU nf tlie estimates for 
this year tal^cii iii velatiiin tn the general lia- 
bilities of this countr)' in nax'al matters not on- 
ly in this year but in the years to cfime. What 
is the magnitude of our na\'al rcsfionsibilitics ? 
They fall broadly into two classes — the con- 
stHiction of new works anfl the construction of 
new shins. The cniT^triicuon of new works is 
in the main the cr)nslruct inn of new docks re- 
quired for the accnnimodatioii <-]f the Dread- 
nought t_vj)e (if lialtlcslii!), and the more im- 
portant work of the fitting nut of Rcj.syiii to be 
a naval base in the North Sea. 

Urgency of Rosyth 

The go\-ernment ha\-e done \-ery little >iiice 
they came into office in dealing with Rosyth. 
The necessity lor Kosytli increases year by 
year. (Hear, hear.) .\>ldcd u> the fact (if the 
magnitude and tlu- stratrgical iniiiuriaiice uf 
floating mines is the fact ili;it f(jreign gtnern- 
ments have refused to forbid the use of these 
mines, and these are na\ al circmn stances 
which add immensely In the importance (if 
])orts like Rosyth. wliieli cnniot be hli x-k-.ukd 
with the same facility as the Channel or Spit- 
head.

'IMiey lin'ni<, lightly or wrongly, 
that the ]iossilile peril fnun f(M-eign nations 
diies not re(piire expenditure upnu the new 
construction of ships this year, whatever may, 
be required next year or the year after. (Hear, 
hear.) 

if this is the case, and for the moni;nl 1 do 
not dispute it, I ask was it not the part of wise 
and prudent men to take the ooportunity this 
year, in which you have a slackness iji new 
construction which will not repeated, 
(cheers) — which nobody thinks can ever be re- 



peated in the official lifetime of this chancellor 
of the exchequer, 6r of his immediate succcs- 
sor.s — to take this opportunity of getting on 
with those j:)ern.ianent works for which it will 
hi- very difficult to get the 1 louse to vote^ the 
nccessar\- money if they are met wilh a gigan- 
tic sliipbuilding programme in iQO(;-io, i(;io-ii, 
and succeeding years? The government have 
refused to follow this plainly prudent courst, 
.and they have dot'ie so, I cannot doubt, for po- 
litical reasons. (Cheers.) That is not, I think, 
an unkind suggestion to make after the debate 
we h:ul this day week. They find themselves 
face to face with a \'ery formidable body of 
their own friends who are apparently content 
with the statement of the government that wc 
were safe for the ])rcsent as far as shipbuilding 
is concerned, and they have reduced the naval 
estimates this year by a million and a quarter, 
I thipk il w.as. compared with two years ago; 
although ll\e chancellor of the e.'^che(pi(^'r for- 
got to say what 1 think he must have known, 
that the niilliem and a cpiarler was going to be 
swalh.wed up bv aul(Mnatic increases next year, 
•and tlial. in a<l(lition to the automatic increases 
it will be al)solutcly necessary for this go\'ern- 
ment — 1 do not care what their financial posi- 
tion will be — to lay down new ships and new 
construction on the largest scale if foreign na- 
tions carry out the programmes which they 
have announced. That is my first complaint, 
that the go\-ei"nnienl. ha\-ing both the jirospect 
of naval construction and of works construc- 
tion to deal with in this and immediately suc- 
ceeding years, in spite of the fact that they 
iliiid< tliemselvcs justified in being slack about 
construction in 1908-9, have refused to take 
that fortunate opportunity for meeting some of 
their obligations in permanent works. 

New Construction 

I pass to the other branch of the pro- 
gramme — namely, the necessities fo^ new con- 
struction with which the taxpayers of this 

country are most unhappily faced in future. 
That new construction is partly rerpiired, and 
li.as partlv i)cen rec-ignized in the present build- 
ing programme of th.e .Vdmiralty, in order to 
meet what I cannot help regardinj^ a.s our pre- 
sent deficiencies in the matter of fast vessels, 
fast cruisers and torpedo-boat destroyers. I 
need not dwell on this branch of the subject, 



which is very complicated, but I will ask the 

right hon. gentleman whether he was not using 
an argument very perilous in its .general char- 
acter when he contented himself Avilh a mere 
enumeration of the torpedo-boat fleslroyers of 
which wc are possessed which are less than 11 
years old. It is qiiite true that the Admiralty 
have laid down the life of a torpedo-boat de- 
stroyer as II years or thereabouts, a'ftd it is 
quite legitimate, therefore, for tliem to take 
credit for the possession of torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers which are. less than that critical age. 
Pnil: when you compare the number of torpedo- 
boat destroyers which we possess with tliose 
possessed by other Powers, you' must not simp- 
ly content yotn-self with emunerating the de- 
stro^'crs which are less than 11 years, you must 
ask how the age of our' destroyers compares 
with the age of the destroyers of those coun- 
tries with whom there might be .some possibil- 
ity, we hope infinitely remote', of conflict. The 
t()ri)edo-boat destroyer resembles a living or- 
ganism in this, that while its life may be oidy 
II years, its eificiency does not go on unim- 
l)aired until the clock strikes at the eleventh 
year; it is a rapidly diminishing (juanlity, and 
every year brings it nearer to the fatal term, 
makes it more necessary to send it for longer 
])eriods into dock for repair, makes it more 
costly to rej)air, and gives the country a fewer 
num])er of months out of the 12, in which to 
count on its efficient use. I believe the Ad- 
miralty arc perfectly aware that no mere cn- 
umpration of the number of torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers under 11 years which we have, as 
compared with that of other Powers, gives us 
any sense of the relative strength of the par- 
ties. If we wilh old destroyers have got to 
contend against a Power with new destroyers 
you cannot count them as being equal; you 
must get a great margin of su|)eriorily over 
the_ bare numerical strength of that Power 
which has been fortunate enough to begin its 
construction late and has therefore the largest 
number of the most recent and powerful types. 
I will not go into the question, dealt with with 
conspicuous aliility by the hon. and gallant 
member for King's-Lynn, of whether we wdio 
have got to operate at a great distance from 
our base ought to content ourselves with any- 
thing comparable with mere numerical equal- 
ity ih dealing with a I^'p^ycr which, in counter 



'^^rts. would riot be required to use Its torpe- 
do craft at any very great distance from its 
base. I am not sure that the Coinimittee of 
this House is a very good arena in which to 
discuss these delicate tactical problems; but 
the point is one which 1 am sure the Admiralty 
must have considered, but on which they have 
not so far given us any information. " 

Dreadnoughts and Invincibles 

I come to the more an.xious question, or at 
all events that on which the majority of this 
.Committee are likely to be more anxious — 
namely, the balance of battleships of the new- 
est, most powerful, and effective" types. Thi; 
hon. and gallant member for-^ King's Lynn 
quoted some statement which he thinks 1 
made, or which I did make, in 1906, regarding 
the construction of the Dreadnought. I do 
not remember the statement. I fully accept 
the responsibility of having been a member of 
the government which was responsible for the 
Dreadnought 13'pe, and from that responsibil- 
ity J iu no way shrink or recede. But the Na- 
\n\ Lords, when they advised this type, told 
us, ;uid I am'sure they told our succe:;sors, that 
the Dreadnought type was one which made it 
very difficult to conqiare the strength of two 
fleets one of which possessed Dreadnoughts 
and the other did not. We were told, in fact, 
that the country which possessed Dread- 
noughts and the allied type of armored cruis- 
ers might almost ignore the country which did 
not. Well, let us eliminate from our calcula- 
tions for the future all battleships which are 
not of the Dreadnought and the allied armored 
cruiser type, and consider how we are going to 
stand in regard to these, the most powerful but 
unfortunately the most costly instruments of 
war ever devised by man. The government 
seem to be quite serene as to the number of 
ships which will be available when ,thc pro- 
gramme of the coming year is completed, both 
in this country and in Germany. But have 
they reason for that certainty? I entirely agree 
with 'them when they say that at the present 
moment our strgngth in battleships is amply 
adequate to any conceivable strain that may be 
put upon it. But let lis cast our eyes forward 
from the year 1908-9. when new ships arc due 
to be laid down, to the year 1911, when those 
ships will be completed. As I understand the 
matter, we shall have, when the present pro-

SIDELIGHTS ON CHINESE LIFE 

Since Win,t;:rove Cooke wrote his menior- 
ahle letters, many men have tried to explain 
to the West the subtleties and pcri)lcxities of 
Chinese character, says the London Times. 
I'crha])s success was most nearly attained in 
Smith's "Characteristics," but the Rev. J. 
Macgowan's Sidelights on Chinese Life (Ke- 
gan Paul, 15s. net) will not suffer by com- 
IKirisiiii with its numerous predecessors. .Mr. 
Macgowan seems lo know and understand the 
Chinese ;is well as ;i I',uro]jeaii can ho])e to do. 
lie writes with vivacity and insigh.t, and .above 
all wilh considerable sympathy, without which 
it is inipossible to attain real knowledge of 
any Oriental race. Some of bis chapters con- 
tain a good deal that is of value, particularly 
the one which deals wilh "The Farmer." He 
seems to think tli;it the land svstem is good. 
W here land is let, the landlord' takes half the 
crop after it has been gathered; and .Mr. Mac- 
.gowaii declares tli.al Ihe result is that the 
farmers are never in debt to their landlord. 
The |)assa.ge would h;y/e been more instruc- 
tive if something had been added about the 
incidence of taxation. Moreover, as he points 
out elsewhere, most agriculturists in China 
farm their own laud ; and the other side of the 
])ictiire is conlained in the statement that 
"scwn-tenths of the wdiole nalion are in hope- 
less debt." The farming ])opu lat ion, in |)arlicu- 
lar, is .absolutely ;it the mercy of the monev" 
lenders. These statements may be commend- 
ed to the attention of those Indian economists 
who declare that the heavy indebtedness of 
llie Indian iieasanlry is due to British land 
revenue assessments, and the inflexible opera- 
tion of Piritish-m.ade laws. Mr. Macgowan 
denies tliat the Chinese are highly educated, 
as is so often suggested. lie insists that not 
mm-e than fifteen millions can read, and thinks 
even that a liberal estimate. He admits, how- 
ever, that recently there has been "a tremqn-l., 
dous awakening.' The statement, that opiumii 
was first brought into the country .^y ..the East 
India JDorajpaiiy cannot commaiid acceptance,'

iMr. P'alfour. — I do not include" them. On 
what principle am I to include them? I aitl 
surely justified, by everything we said on the 
advice of our naval experts when we were in 
office, and by everything the right hon. gentle- 
man has said up to this ye'ar oh the same ad- 
vice, in considering the Dreadnought and the 
Invincible t3'pe as on one side of a dividing 
line, and e'^-n the best of every previous type 
of battleship as on the other side. 

Mr. P.ellairs said the right hon. gentleman 
was including two for this year, but they were 
not certain of that. As far as they knew it 
was only one. 

Mr. Balfour. — I think the hon, and gallant 
gentleman on that point did less than justice 
to the Admiralty. I certainly have understood 

from rumor, and I think, from some previous 
utterances of the light hon. gentleman oppo- 
site, that these two ships are to be oi this new 
and finest type .'Vt all events, I will assume 
that we are to have two of this type laid down 
this year, or, as I think- more prob'able, one 
Dreadnought and one Invincible. 

A Comparison With Germany 

We shall have in January, 191 1, 12 ships 
altogether of this new type — eight Dread- 
noughts and four Invincihles. The Germans, 
on the same date, January, 191 1, at the same 
rate of construction, will have nine. But now 
carry your thougltts a fcwimouths later, and 
you will find tha^ by the autumn of the satne' 
year, 1911, the Germans will have four. addi-', 
tional ships of the new type; in other Avards,. 
they will have 13, while we shall only'have 12. 
That difference arises from the fact that wc be- 
gin our construction in December of eiich year 
and the Germans begin their construction in 
June. Therefore, if the Germans build at the 
same rate as we do, there is evidently a daiii- 
gerous margin in the last six months of - 'each, 
year, which you will have very carefully to, 
weigh to compare the results of the building 
[jrogrammes of the two nations. It may he 
said that the Germans do not build as fast; and 
I earnestly hope it is true, for a reason which, 
will meet with the sympathy of the hon. gentle- 
man wli'o spoke last, and of everybody who .de?. 
sires to see, as we all must, the navy estimates 
kept as low as is consistent with sdfety^ j,lf 
we find that we can build as fast as our nqlgji^'' 
bors, of cour.se, we could wait until we see. the 
sort of shi])s our neighbors start before we 
start any of our own. But if by' organization 
and industrial improvement — in which some 
foreign nations are showing as great an apti- 
tude as ourselves — they begin to have a power 
of turning out ships as fast as we can. turn 
them 6ut, then the immense advantage we have 
had — an advantage wdiich has made for ec(.)ii- 
omy and peace — vanishes; and we have to face 
the fact that other great naval Powers build 
ships as fast as we do, and build apparently 
with the consistent determination rapidly to 
augment the number of first-class ?hips which 
they have at their command. The Germans 
have announced that they mean to build four 
big ships — three Dreadnoughts and jbnc In- 
vincible — every year. We propose qfiW to lay 
down two such shijjs. Manifestly, /inl'ess this 
programme of ours is rapidly au'Mnented, is 
changed immensely and immediately, the Ger- 
mans would be building twice as many ships 
of this capital type as we are; and consequent- 
ly the time is not only not far distant, but im- 
minent, wnen in regard to that particular type 
of vessel they will be, not our equal, but bur 
superior. (Hear, hear.) I shoulcHikc to put 
this plain question to the ri,ght hon. gentle- 
man ; and it is a question easy to answc'r. If 
the Germans can build as fast as we can, will 
they not have, in the autumn of 191 1, 13 ships 
of the Dreadnought and Invincible type ; and 
can the right hon. gentleman show us any pbs- 
silde means by which wc, in the autumn of 
101 T, .should also have 1,3 Dreadnoughts and 
Invincihles. I understand that we cannot have 
more than 12 in January, 1911, ;ind that we 
cannot have another — unless we alter the date 
at which We begin (jur shiphuilding pio- 
gramme — until the Jamiarv of the following 
year. I can a.ssure the right hon. gentleman, 
and I think he will admit it— that the last thing 
I want lo do is to embarrass him or the Board 
of .Admiralty. I have no wish to treat either 
of the great de))arlmenls of the army or the 
u:ivv ill a party spirit ; anrl I do not think T 
hax'e ever said a word in this house which, 
would lead any one to hold a contrary view. 
(Hear, hear.) But I think the right hon. gcn- 
tl'Mnan will see froni the statement I have 
made that I feel the government are open to 
criticism upon one point, and that there is real 
ground for anxiety. upon another.

FLOWERS 

0\V passing strange it is thai so 
pfroat a j' irt of llie charm and 
joy oi rr-ardeiis dcjiciKls on '.he 
Invisible. IJ'.ie is apt lo foi-L;c!. 
litis, fbr grace of iDnii and 
beauty of color arc so imer- 
woven in o'lr minds with the 
idea of gardens that \vc fail to 
♦ recognize the part which is 

played in them by that which we see not ; yet 
■ there is something" wliich ]K'r\ ailcs and pei- 
mcates and makes an atniosolRTc about them 
that is far more strange ami subtle, far .More 
sioiritual and penetrating than an_\- of their 
tangible and visible delights — it is the gill of 
'scent. 

■ « Priceless is this gift, yet nowadays by no 
means so appreciated as it might be. 'Phj 
added grace of perfume to any plant is ac- 
cepted and enjoyed, i)nt no special effort is 
made to procure or to retain it. " Ivxcpiisite 
bodies tiiat hax'c no sonls" is a (lcscrii)tioi,j 'liat 
might apply to many of the flowers that are 
found adorable todiiy. Some Roses, for in- 
stance, magnificent, but scentless; Chrysan- 
theniunis, coaxed to grow to such outlandisli 
sizes 'that they have no strength left for frag- 
grance; orchids, most modern of all flowers, 
which have no perfume of their own, but bor- 
row, as it were, the scent of others; dahlias, 
g■lo^ving brilliant, as living flowers of the sea; 
and a host beside, f'ar too many scentless 
flowers are now the fashion. 

Still, there are some among us who, half 
weary of mere beauty, turn gladly lo the 
homely sweet-smelling plants of the old-world 
garden, where blow the cabbage and the 
moss rose, the dcliciotis cio\-e. tlie perfumed 
l)ink, the gentle music, the lKJiic_\-siickle and 
fragrant jasmine. I'nt inaii}- (if our sueetset 
flowers are less good looking than iIkjsc wc 
have mentioned, antl only a few of them arc of 
much use in making a display, so, as most of 
us are bent on having gardens that are pictor- 
ial, it comes to pass that the sweet, homely 
plants get crowded ou£; there is even danger 
that in course of time a good many of them 
may he forgotten. 

.Another reason why a garden of sweet- 
scented flowers is now so seldum seen tnav be 
because the making of such a garden jjresents 
no particular difficulties, and difficulties arc 
what the modern gardener most enjoys. Any- 
one may possess a good collection of fragrant 
flowers if only he has a mind to do so, but just 
because there arc iir) dear, delighlftil obstacles 
to encfttnitcr, im large stuns to he cx]>ended, 
no ideas of sUirtling the woidd with something 
hitherto undreamed of, the thing is left nndDiic. 
All is to(i straightforward lo he interesting, 
or rather too slraightbackward, for to furnish 
such a garden as the one wc arc thinking of 
means a good deal of dipping into the past. 
Among the hundreds of gardens where .scent 
is enjoyed as a side issue one can only recall 
one, or at most two, where it is made a special 
feature of. ^ 
Scented Flowers of Winter 
'J'hcrc. is alisoliitel\' no time of the year 
when the garden lu-ed he scentless. .\ good 
many late iJecember and early Jaiuiar\- blos- 
soms are sweet enough to pnnc the sim has 
more power in the short days than we imag- 
ined. The creeping winter heliotrope, the 
wall-loving winter sweet and silken .sky blue 
. blossoms of iris stylosa make a nosegay that 
could hardly be more fragrant if made of sum- 
mer flowers, and all are hardy, belonging to 
the open garden and the open air. With tliem 
wc may gather mid-winler X'idlets. 'I'iiere ;ire 
mail}' scented lea\'es. too. that will yield their 
perfume if we ask them. Myrtle, sweet bay, 
"roscinafy, santolina or lavender cottun and 
many perennial and fragrant herbs. 'J'he per- 
nianency of leaf odors is a strong reason for 
growing as many sweet leaved plants and 
sliritbs as possible. In winter, more especially, 
"we are grateful to the scented leaf. 

Fragrant Flowers of Spring 
Violets and j)riniroses seem like children of 
one family, so much do they grow together. 
They arc the very first flowers one thinks of 
in tiic fresh and happy siyring-timc. Hov\t ut- 



terly delicious the smell of a freshly-gathered 
bunch of primroses, how soft, how cool, how 
clcin ; and l)efoi"c these, the dc;ir liltle crocuses 
and snowdrops, not; with strong scents but 
with fragrances that are jusl individual enough 
to know them by. Is it not the individuality 
of a flower that most endears it to us? The 
\iolet, for example; you enter a room where 
there is but one, hidden away, perha|)s, .where 
yon cannot see il; but who can mistake the 
dear little ttinc it sings? It is distinctive :is 
the note of a robin and lo\-al)le for the same 
reasons, for its familiarity, unchangcableness 
and the pathos of old association,

Prepare a small bed about four t'eet sfpiarc 
and where it will be partially shaded and i)ro- 
tectcd from the north wind in some way, if 
only by a i2-inch board placed on edge. Let 
the soil be as rich as possible. Last season, I 
found that my bed required only fifty cents' 
worth o'f lic|uid and commercial fertilizer.

Comet (Chrysanthemum) Aster 

HE Comet Aster is the nearest approach to a chrysanthemum of any flower grown. It is un- 
usually large, running 4 to 5 inches in diameter when well grown. The petals are double the 
length of those in the older varieties, and are twisted and curlecj in such a manner as to give the 
blossoms an exceedingly heanliftil appearance. Pbe plants are large and vigorous, producing the!r 
blossijins on very long stems, flic central stalk is \ eiy shoit. ihe branches, breaking out verv near 
tlie griiimd, are generalK- clean their entire length, needing little or no disbudding. 

i'iie seed is sown eilhci" in flats in the greenhodise or in a moderate hot-bed in .\pril. When the 
second leaf is well advanced the seedlings are pricked off into other flats, or cold frames, about three 
inches apart each way, where they are allowed to stand until they arc strong and stocky, and arc then 
transferred to the garden and planted 15 inches apart each way, usually some time in June. It is 
found iliat there is little advantage in early setting in the garden, unless it is with die extra early 
varieties. The blossoming season cannot be hurried appreciably, and the longer season of growth 
simply i)crmi!s iIk- idant to produce a mass of sbort trashy stems and suckers around the bottriin. 
which ar<' oi' I'o lu-nel'ii either to the pl;int or to the grower.

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The Garden of Sweet-scented Flowers at

The hot day over an<l the western sun 
gone down, how happy thcii the flowers of 
night — moon-flowers, as some have called 
Ih em. .At dusk the Invisible must hold sway.

long. 1 grow preferably white, pink, and la- 
\ emlcr. These colors arc not t(j be found, 
however, in the packets of mixed .seeds on ihc 
market, in which red and blue generally pre- 
dominate. Pay the highest price and get good 
seed. For a small garden one |)ackel is suf- 
ficient, giving at least ,300 iilams. The seeds 
may be [)lanled in a mild hotbed ijr coldframe 
iioiii the 15th of March to the second week in 
April, if yon have no hotbed, procure from 
the grocer a fe\}' shallow boxes about three 
inches deep and of a size lo be easily handled. 
I'linch a fi-w hole- in the bottom (;f these 
boxes lor drainage and fill with rich garden 
mold. .Mix a few lea\-es with this, because 
wdien the young ])laiits are being ti"ansi)l;inled 
these leaves will stick to the smooth rootlets 
and protect them to some extent from serious 
injury. 

Pack the earth slightly with a board, plant 
the se(ids about half an inch apart and cover 
with about one-fourth (if an inch of soil. W ri- 
ter thoroughly aiul. t() keep the .sod nuii.st, 
cover the boxes with brown pai)er. Place the 
boxes in a south window where the tempera- 
ture does not rise above do degrees no-- fall be- 
low 40 degrees. Remove the brown paper 
when the small plants begin to appear above 
the surface, which will be in about ten days. 

Should the plants appear to be growing 
lall and spindl}-, raise them gently with the 
handle of a teaspoon and re])iant tliciu deeper 
in the soil. .While a few plants may die from

THE USE OF WALLS FOR FRUIT 
CROPS 

There are many walls of iLsellings and 
other buildings which might, with great ad- 
vantage to the owner or occupier, be used for 
the shelter and training of fruit trees. The 
trees c;in be relied ii|)on lo jirodtice crops dur- 
ing mosi seasons if proper treatment is given 
them. This cannot be s;iid (A those in more e.x- 
po.-ed positions, owin,g to the imcert;iiiity of 
the weather during the flowering. It is an easy 
matter to protect trees growing on walls, but 
to those in the open this is almost impossible, 
^lany walls are bare wdiich, with very little ex- 
])eii.sc, could be made a source of pleasure and 
profit, while others facin.g the south, in warm 
situations, are coxeied with Ivy and other 
trailing plants wdiich are of little \alue or 
beauty. There ;ire positions where fruit trees 
would not succeetl ; plant the climbers in those 
places where they will flourish, but devote the 
warm, stJiith aspects to fruit crojis. 1 am not 
advocating the (destruction of the rare climbers 
which need protection, but the common sorts, 
udiich are out of place in such positions. If 
the soil is poor or otherwise unsuit;ible dig it 
out and provide a suitable material. If se\-eral 
trees are to be planted Ju'.gin at one end of the 
site and dig out to the depth of 2 1-2 feet and 
to a dislanee of ,^ feet from the wall. 

Provide drainage by placiu.g 6 inches of 
broken bricks, stones or chalk at the bottom (d' 
the trench, ai-ranging this so that it is slightly 
higher near the wall.: This, in addition to pro 



trilTienlal to their well being. If possible, pro- 
cure' the top spit from an old pasture, and to 
every three barrowloads of this mix half a bar- 
rowload of wood ashes, or, if the loaiti is heavj, 
partially burn a portion of this and mix with 
the bulk: also adtl about a peck of half-inch 
bones to four l)ari"owdoads of the compost. For 
Peaches and all other stone fruit add to the 
above one barrowload of old mortar rubbish 
to eight barrowloads of the loam. ImII the soil 
in the open trench, and tread firmly as the 
work proceeds. 

Should the soil be under cultivation and in 
.good condition, it may be rcndet"cd suitable foi- 
l)lanting with fruit trees by trenching, adding 
the manure, wood ashes and bones in the same 
|)roi)ortions as with the new loam. In all cases 
thorough ijre[)aralion is iiecessai"y. Xo amount 
of manure a-ppiied on the surface after the 
planting is com|)lete(l will make amends for 
neglect in this respect. The fruits to grow arc 
those most successfully grown in the locality. 
On a south wall, in a warm climate. Pears, 
J'caches and .Aj)ricot's may be planted. Plums, 
Cherries, Crooseberries and RctI Currants will 
succeed on ;i luirlb wall, Rears and the choicer 
varieties of Plums on a wall facing west, and 
an east wall is suitable for Plumsi Gooseber- 
ries, Cherries and the Loganberry. 

Supposing a wall space suitable to accom- 
modate one tree is at liberty, and that the situ- 
ation is south or nearly so, then I know of no 
more suitable fruit tree for an amateur to plant 
than a good -variety of the Pear, trained in the 
fan shape. 

In selecting Pears, and indeed all fruits, it is 
important to take into consideration not only 
soil but climate It is of little use selecting" 
the best varieties if they are not suitable to the 
locality. Disappointment often follows Avant 
of judgment in this respect. Pefore planting"! 
would advise the intendin.g planter to ascer- 
tain which sorts of the individual fruits flourish 
best in his part of the country% then a selection 
of the best may be made. Do not purchase un- 
named so-called cheap trees, which are seldom 
satisfactory, but go to a firm of good repute, 
wdicrc clean, healthy trees, true "to name and 
grafted or budded on suitable stocks, can be 
obtained. 

Some of the best Pears require double graft- 
ing to ensure fertility. If a considerable wall 
.space is to be covered, cordon-trained trees are 
best for Pears, Currants and Gooseberries. For 
Pears the single cordons arc the best, but for 
Currants and Gooseberries the double and 
treble cordons are ])rcferal)le. P,v |)lanting • 
cordon fruit trees the wall is quickly covcrecT. 
Another advantage, and a^i important one, is 
that quick returns may be secured from them, ' 
while should one fail from any cause it maybe • 
easily removed and replaced by another, or a 
shoot may be trained fi"om the base of the ad- 
joining tree lo fill the vacant i)!acc. 

Choose a fine day for planting when the soil 
is in good condition for working. Cut off all 
damaged portions of the roots with a sharp 
knife, also cut back any long, coarse roots, 
thereby promoting fine fibrous roots, which 
are essential to the fertility of the trees. When 
cutting the roots, instead of inserting the knife 
under them, a clean cut should be made on 
their upper surface, this will cause the fibrous 
or feeding mois to lie ])ro(luccd near the sur- 
face of the soil, where they will receive the 
beneficial effects of sun and air. Do not allow 
the roots to become dry before planting. WHicn 
all is ready open the holes and place the trees 
in position. Care should be taken that they are ■ 
not buried too deeply. Spread out the roots in 
.'i horizontal direction and work some of the 
IiL;lilest soil between them with the hands. 
The .soil must be made (piitc firm by treading. 
The trees should be loosel)" secured to the wall 
lo prevent their being injured by the wind, but 
the final nailing or tying must be left until the 
soil has become .settled. If the weather be very 
dry .give a good soaking of clear water to settle 
the soil about the roots, afterwards applying a 
good mulch of manure, which will check a too ' 
rapid evaporation. — C. Ruse. 



FORCING THE WHITE LILY 

The bulbs should be lifted and jiolted in the 
fall in O-inch or 7-inch pots, according to the 
size of the bulb; the ordinai"y mixture of loam 
and sand will suit them very "well. Place the 
pots on ashes in the open where they tpay re- 
main until there is danger of th(j frosf burstihg 
the pots, wdicii they should be protected with a 
frame, there to remain until the flower sjjikes 
be,gin to ])ush up in the si)rin,g. Give just .siif- 
licient water to eneoura,gc i"oot action. The 
l)ots may then Lie removed to a temperature of 
about 50 to 55 degrci^s ; tliey dislike hard forc- 
ing at this stage. Stand 'the pots on the 
ground to keep them as cool as /possible. A 
.good place is under the front' wall of the house 
where the sun's rays do not reach them. When 
.growing freely give j)lenly of water and syr- 
inge twice :i day. When the flower heads 
Ix'gin to exi)and ;ind tlie buds to swell they 
may l;e placed in the hothouse, when they will 
(|uickly open in perfect form.

A CHAPTER ON USING INCUBATORS 

T is- entirely unnecessary to argue 
with our readers tliat incubators 
possess great aclvanlapcs over the 
natural method ok hatching: young 
fowls of every kind, for liiat ques- 
tion lias i)een scUled in liie aflirnia- 
livc for a good many years, among 
those . who are progressive and 
up-to-date poultiynicn. 
A great deal of serious study has been given 
to the matter of incubation during the last few 
years, and a distinct advance has been made in 
methods, because of the better understanding 
of what is really required to produce a good 
hatch. 

Among tile things we !ia\-c Icaiiu-cl is tliat 
it is not alwa}s a good hatch wliich brin.L^s out 
of tiic shell a large perccnlapc of cliicks. 
Hatching chicks depends on what Professor 
Rice terras hatehability in the eggs. Eggs may 
be in condition to hatch and the incubator may 
bring out a goodly number of chicks, only to 
be followed b\- a dwindling away that is very 
discoin-aging to the ambitious pouUr\maii who 
seeks to do good work. 

Eggs may be fertile without^ containing a 
germ with enough vitality to produce a chick 
which will come out of the shell, or one that 
will come out', but without vital power to con- 
tinue to live. How much should be credited to 
the lack of vitality in the eggf, and how much 
to the incubator is a hard matter to determine. 

There is considerable. difference in the value 
of chickens when they first come from an in- 
cubator. One who has given the matter any 
considerable thought will be able lo select the 
good chickens from the poor ones without 
much difficulty. The chick that is round and 
])lump when first hatched, is much more valu- 
able as a commercial risk than the one which 
has a, dried-up appearance which is recognized 
after a little study along this line.'. 

What causes this difference is one thing 
on which incubator makers have not yet agreed 
upon. Just now there is a conflict between the 
moisture and no-moisture incubator makers, 
which is very interesting. 

While incubator makers arc differing as to 
the necessity of supplied moisture in incubators, 
the experiment stations are remarkably unani- 
mous in declaring that incubators which are 
supplied with moisture during the period of in- 
cubation produce chicks which have stronger 
vital powers than those which are hatched 
without the addition of moisture. 

In Utaii, Dryden, after many tests, decided 
that supplied moisture was necessary; in Can- 
ada. Graham came to lhc same conclusion, and 
in West Virginia, Atwood found that chicks 
which were hatched where moisture was sup- 
plied were rriuch more likely to live than those 
liatchcd without moisture. 

So far it is not (|uiii' clear wiiether the way 
the moisture is supph'ed makes any difference. 
One prominent incubator maimer, who has si:>enl, 
much time in c.\[R'rimcnlnt ion, has deciclcd 
that a tray filled v.iili wet satul, ijroduccs tiie 
kind of moisture needed. .Another flirccts that: 
the eggs be covered with a damp cloth at cer- 
tain times, and others advise the use of pans 
containing water, for various periods from the 
wliole time of the hatch, down to a few days. 

The thing which puzzles the writer is the 
fact that he has hatched chicks which lived and 
thrived in most of the staiidarrl incubators f)f 
the last twenty years. We have used moisture 
incubators and non-moisture incubators. Wc 
have put in moisture from the bcgintiing and 
for almost every period slion of this time, 'i'he 
last two hatches were made witli lv,o totally 
fliffeieiU incubators. One was a (liot-air ma- 
chine, to which moisture was added on the 
fourteenth day, and the other was a hot-water 
maciiine. to which no moisture was added. The 
last maciiine did not even have a bottom to the 
egg cliamljer. The halehes in these two ma- 
chines were almost identicnl in percentage of 
fertile eggs hatched, and in lioth cases the 
chicks lived and thriverl, two being lost from 
one brood and one from the other, from causes 
other than accident. 

A hatch made at a more remote jieriod, in 
a non-moisture machine, brought ninety-five 
chicks that lived, from i ro fertile eggs, a result 
which was all that the most greedy operator 
could ask for. 

While incubator makers and scientific in- 
vestigators arc disputing about moisture or no 
moisture, and disagreeing on the percentage of 
carbon dioxide liial is necessary to the best re- 
sults, our personal exiK-rience leads us to be- 
lieve tliat the whole secret of success does not 
lie altogether in these directimis. 

We have had good results in machines which 
allowed the carbon dioxide to drop down and 
out below the eggs. In fact, one of the ma- 
chines mentioned above was made with this 
object directly in view and was so made that it 
v/as impossible for any carbon dioxide (o re- 
main in the egg-chamber longer than it would 
lake it to sink to ,the bollom of the chamber 
.-jnd sift through two . thicknesses of burlap. 



Another machine in which there was no chance 
for the carbon dioxide to get out of the egg- 
chamber, brought a hatch which figured above 
90 percent. 

For a good many years we have been think- 
ing along other lines. We have watched a 
good many hens while sitting, and for years 
cared for a good many of them. The nests used 
were not calculated to conlain much carbon 
dioxide. They were made by cutting a scpiare 
of turf where the grass grew lu.Kurianily, turn- 
ing it upside down and mak'iug a shallow, bowl- 
like hollow in Uie soil that was held together 
by the roots of' the grass, and putting this into 
a bo.x, open on the side. In the hollow thus 
made in the inverted turf,ia very thin layer of 
cut straw was placed, and in the nest thus made, 
the eggs were put and the hen placed on ihem. 
In this manner a go(jd many hundred eggs 
were hatched, yielding strong, heallliy chicks 
which were al, tirst reared by tlie natural meth- 
od, but later were reared in brooders. 

While hatching chicks by the natural method 
in large numbers, we had abundant opporinnity 
to watch hens which chose their own nesting 
places, and we noticed that it did not matter 
much \\liere a hen eliosi' to sit, she usually 
brought out a good li;ilcb in the spi-in.i^, the 
chicks being \-er\- Hkcl\' to b\e, \\hib> ib.osi-. 
hatched later in the season were \'ery likely lo 
(lie within four weeks of llic lime the}- were 
lialched. 

'1 his convinced us that there was something 
lhc matter with the natural method. It did not 
work well in hot weather. Perhaps- nature has 
a set time in which lo perform licr functions, 
and niidcr domestication the hatching season 
had Ijeen extended in such ;i manner that 
weather conditions are not favorable. No. doubt 
the old supcrslitic-ui that thunder kills eggs had 
its origin in the poor'hatches that are so* com- 
mon when hens sit in snmiiier. 

In all our experience it has seemed to u? 
that it should be easy -to hatch eggs artificially 
if we could secure the propen conditions, as to 
heat, moisture and ventilpltion. ■ But experievice 
taught us that failure would come when all 
these conditions seemed -perfect and success 
came with a machine in which there was no 
moisture, variable heat and poor ventilation. 
In the old days it was chance that ,qave a good 
hatch, because temperature could not be con- 
trolled and \'enHlalion was an unsolved prt.)b- 
lem. 

It was a good many years before it occurred 
to us that it might Ijo -possible' that wide vari- 
ations in temperature might cpnduce- to better 
hatches. We began to be more •.pbservanC along, 
this line, and at lea.st l)ecani&''conVtnced that 
the matter of an abscjlutely eveA. terhperature 
was not as important as it had been thought to 
be. 

It is an almost absolute imi)ossibility fm- 
a hen to maiiitain an even leniperaiure in all 
the eggs on which she is sittiut;'. 'i'hose on tiic 
outer edge of the iiest will not be as warm as 
those inside, and' it may happen that some of 
these eggs will never get to the centre of the 
nest. Possibly this may account for some lack 
of results, but we can not accept this as a fact, 
because nature's methoik ;ire correct, and its 
operations should be unfailing, barrinr;; the ;u-- 
cidents (.if surrom)(bn,L;s. W'e may take it for 
grant (•(! that under u;U ural methods the eg,L',s 
under a hen are not always ke])l at an e\en 
lemjieralnre. Thi.-; indicates thai ;ni absoluleU' 
(•\'cn temperature is of secondary importance, 
and we have foimd this to be the case in oper- 
ating incubators from which exceptionally good 
results were obtained. 

For this reason we advise those who have 
difficulty in securing an exactly si;ible temper- 
ature not to be discouraged. It the lemneia- 
ture fluctuates between too and 104 decrees it 
is quite possible to secui-e ;.;oo(! hatcbes, j)ro- 
vided it does not remain al (.ither of these 
points for a eon.Milerable period. 

Another thing we noticed w;is lh;it e\-eu in 
(|uitc C(.)l(l weather a sitting hen wonid lea\-e 
iier nest in search of feed, and stay awav uniil 
the eggs were apparently coUL Tliev uT)idd 
feel col(d, although, 110 doubt, they were (piile 
near the hatching temperature in the Venire. 
This daily airing of the eggs by the sitting hen 
induced us to try it in artificial incnbaiion. and 
from the first trial we have been inerea'-ing ilie 
time that the cgt;s were leil (uil>i<le ibe eu;!;- 
(.■iiamber to ;iir. until we h;i\-e eoiiehuled iliat 
there is Ijiil bllle ilaum'r of coolniL;" e.L',;4S down 
too nuieh. A. iray of eg.ii^s wliieh \\;is iorgotteu 
and allowed, to remain on top (jf the incubator 
from twelve until five o'clock in the evening, 
were re)3laced and the eggs in it hatched as 
well as those in the other trays in the machine, 
which had been promptly replaceil, 

.All c)[ oui- e.Npeiieucc leads ns to believe 
that cooling down e.pgs during the period of 
incubation is of beiielit to the li;itch and to the 
eliicfcs individually. 

The sitting' hen remains on her nest from 
lhc time she lie;M-s ilie first faint peep of ibe 
hatcl;:r,.-- c!M':t s niUil the last chick is hatched, 
and usn;illy some hours longei-. In this the 
hen understands what to do to produce the best 
results. As soon as the c.ggsliell is lirokeu open 
the. moisture inside escapes if the egg is al- 
lowed to lie where air currents can pass over 
it. When this happens the membranes become 
dry, the chick becomes chilled and dies in the 
shell. The hen "sits tight," in order to jirevcnt 
the escape of this moisture and the iiicubal(.ir 
ojierator should follow her inelhod and k-ee]) 
the egg-chamber of J his incubal-.r closed from 



the time the first chicks break through the 
shell. • ■ . ■ " _ 

Do not open the machine to help a chick' 
out of the shell. The chances are that it will 
finally get out wthout help. If it does not it 
is quite certain that it is a Aveakling which will 
die within a week or two. Chicks struggle and 
.gasp when first hatched; but this is natural. 
Casping opens the lungs and struggling gives 
thein strength. 

Operating an incubator is not such a dread- 
ful task as some thiid< it is. It is not quite as 
easy as the proverbial ''falling off a log." A boy 
or girl pf ten years will pick up in a few days 
enough knowledge of the subject to operate a 
machine with perfect success. 

That the incubator is helpful in proven bv 
the fact that the jioultryman who has used one 
f(3r a year, very rarely .goes back to the natural 
method. He h;is learned how much tiine 
and labor the machine has saved him, 
and that results arc more cerain than they 
were when he depended on hens alone. — 
Poultry. 

POULTRY HOUSES FOR COMFORT 

Elaborate i)oultry houses may appear pleas- 
in.g to the eye, but the .great majority of them 
are nuire oruamciital than useful, as well as 
being built more for the convenience of the at- 
tendant than for the h<^na. There are really 
but two or thrpe plains for building a conven- 
ient poultry house at a low cost. The cheapest 
is one that is .square, with a flat roofi If 
scpiare, the house will afford the greatest space 
possible in proportion to the cost. It the cost 
is no object, it is better to invest in lath and 
plaster than in a fancy cjutside, as the house 
will then be more comfortable, both in winter 
and summer. A great many poultry hou.scs 
have been constructed for the wealthy, which 
arc cheerless and cokl, being the most unsuit- 
able structures that coulfl be devise(d -for poul- 
try. The main point is comfort, wliicli includes 
plenty of scratching room on the floor, warmth 
in winter and cool air in summer. The object, 
after all. is to secure eggs, and when building 
a poultry house this should be kept in view if 
the hens are kept,"for .y>rofit as well as for 
pleasure. — N. W. Pacific Farmer, 

HOW TO, GET MOST EG.GS - 

You need lo start with good birds. What 
I mean by that has no reference to fancy points 
but iA\Vcy birds need to be good in the same 
way al^o. In a general way, the points of 
■goodness are about as follows in all the breeds: 

Females .with smallest lieads, strictly fe- 
male combs, alert eyes, ener.gelic head action, 
broad and deep in body, sturdv in legs, no 
suspicion of a spur on the legs," abdomen ' de- 
i)endeiit, not with fat, absohitely feminine in 
looks, carriage and voice and full of activit\-, 

-Males very masculine in build, action, cnr- 
riage, voice and all else, broad in hodv, depen- 
dent abdomen not wiiii fat, very strong legs, 
not too long; absolutely majestic in deport- 
ment, attentive to hens, and valiant protectors 
01 them; of abundaiu acti\-itv. 

In leniales ilie shape, alertness, activity, 
lemniiniiy are all indications of o,,,,,! (icveloi)- 
inent, high heahli, tendency t.> e,-g production. 
But they cannot [irorhiee p'!enl\' oi" e:^-;-s nnles.s 
the food they get is right, however thev get it. 
And if there were no other way of finding out 
what lood is right than to scc^what they arc 
.getting when they lay most on forage a'lonc, 
that sulficiently indicates what is right. It 
means grain, green food, seeds, pebbles and 
bn--. 1)1 wilier word.-. 11 is l),ilanced rations of 
ammal and vegetable hjod with ])Ientv of goo.l 
.grit and fresh water.

The be.sl way to reduce the mortalitv of 
our flocks is to eliminate the weak specimens, 
lest they transmit their weakness cvt^n untii 
the third and fourth generations. 

^dn will h;i\(. lo flo some hard thinking ns 
well .-is hard' w oik in your poultry yard.s if\'ou 
e\pecl lo r;iise belter liirds than your conipe- 
titor. lie is \ eiy much awake, studying and 
improving his flocks. 

Keep a record of what your hens are doing 
and know for yourself whether the entcriirise 
is a profitable one.

AA^ICULAR disease, often called cof- 
iin-joint lameness, is a very common 
disease, especially in the lighter 
classes of horses — those that arc 
used for roadwork, either in saddle 
or harness. The navicular or coffin 
joint is situated within the hoof, hence 
the name "coffin joint." ■ Is is formed 
l)y the articulation of the lower end of 
the small ]3asteru bone with the articular sur- 
face of the bone of the foot with the navicular 
bone (a somewhat shuttle-shaped bone), placed 
immediately behind the joint, with the long axis 
transversely ])laced. The llexor tendon of the 
foot passes (jver the posterior aspect of the 
joint, immediately over the navicular bone, be- 
f(jre becoming attached to the cs pedis (the 
l)one of the loot). The disease under discus- 
sion consists in inflammation being set up in 
the joint, in well-established cases the inllam- 
mation causes an alteration in structure of both 
bone and tendon, the fibrous coN-ering of the 
bone hec(jmes destrciyed, and a form of decay 
is established, and the bone and tendon become 
united, the normal condition being the playing 
of the tendon over the bone in somewhat the 
same manner as a rope plays over a pulley. 

Causes. — ^In many cases there is doubtless 
an hereditary- predisposition, not altogether due 
to conformation. Horses with short, upright 
pasterns are predisposed, on account of con- 
formation. This is readily understood from the 
fact that concussion is greater than in horses 
with oblique pasterns, Clrdinary concussion 
from traveling on hard roads is doubtless the 
most fertile exciting cause. Irregular exercise is 
also often noted as the cause. Horses that are 
used only ocpasignally, those that often stand 
in the stable (especially in dry, hot weather, 
when no means are tak(;n to sup])ly luoisture to 
the feet) for several days without exercise, and, 
when taken out, arc driven fast, then allowed to 
stand for a variable length of time, then given a 
fast dri\'c again, etc., etc., frer|ucntly suffer 
from the trouble. The dry and somewhat hot 
condition of the feet predispose to the disease, 
, and concussion acts as the cause. 

-A'- 

It must be understood that horses are liable 
to a sprain of this joint. This docs not often 
occur, and when it does the patient will show 
sudden lameness, u'hen, if the- trouble be diag- 
nosed, the patient given rest, and moisture kept 
to the foot by jioulticing or standing in a tub 
of cold water, he will recover, as from other 
sprains, 'llic joint being surrounded by horn, 
local applications to the joint cannot, of course, 
be ]3racticed. The symptonis of "navictilar dis- 
ease" are \ ery insidious. The trouble may be 
developing in one or both feet. Lameness is 
usually irregular. The patient will be noticed 
slightly lame, probably the driver cannot readily 
decide whether or not he is going lame, or he 
may show suspicious symptoms when first 
brought out, but soon goes sound, and the 
driver may decide that he was mistaken in sus- 
pecting lameness. Then, he may .go sound for 
;i \'ariable lime, then show sus]-)icious s\'mptoms, 
or probably decided s\ini)touis, then again '^o 
soniiil. etc. The intensity of the lameness \-aries 
greatly without apparent cause. An examin- 
ation of the foot and leg will not reveal any 
cause of lameness, and the horse stands sound. 
After a variable time the symptoms of lameness 
become more decided and constant, and the pa- 
tient will be noticed pointing the foot when 
sl.inding. but e\'en iKJW lie will go practically 
s(nin(l ;iller being (lri\'en. The s\-mptoms in- 
crease, until be will show lameness all the time, 
will step sIku-I with the lame fool and stub the 
toe, wearing the toe cork off (piicklv. .An ex- 
amination at this stage will usually reveal the 
foot smaller and probably deeper in the heel 
than its fellow, and there will be more heat in 
the foot, but this is very hard to detect. The 
patient is supposed to show tenderness upon 
pressure exerted upon the hollow of the heel 
with the thumb, bnl 1 have never seen this 
symptom well marked. There being an absence 
of apparent c.'iusc of lameness in any part of 
the limb, the symptoms having been more or 
less as described, and the fool having liccoine 
smaller than its fellow, is usually considered 
sufficient reasons for diagnosing "navicular dis- 
ease." We may say that we are forced to judge 
largely by negative symptoms. When both feet 
arc diseased, the slc[) will be short and groggy, 
the toes stub, and toe-calks wear off quicklv, 
and, when standing, the patient will point one 
foot and then. the other, and will often be no- 
ticed to be inclined lo canter, rallicr than trot. 
l')Olli feci being diseased, there will not be a dif- 
ference in size, as they will both ha\-c become 
smaller tliaii normal, but this will, in most cases, 
be hard lo determine. 

Treatnienl. — If treatment be adopted during 
early stages of the disease, a cure may be ,ef- 
fectcd ; but if the disease has adva;iccd until 
there is alteration of tlie strnclurc of bone and 
tendon, a cure cannot he exiK-clcd. In such cases 
the symptoms may be ;dlayc(l. lo consirlerabic 
extent, a.iid the horse rendered of some ser- 
vice for slow ^\'Ol•lc, bill he will never be ^'aIual)lc 
or servicealilc for any considerable amount of 
\v(U-k on hard roads. Treatment should he di- 
rected to allaying the inflammation and increas- 
ing the growth of hoof. , The patient must be 
given a long rest, the shoes removed, and the 
heels lowered, and soles pared well rdowii: .Poul- 
/^tices, either hot or . cold, should be , applied to 
U" . ■ .^ '■' ' ■ '"■"■'■■yr.K.. 



the feet, or the patient forced to stand in a tub 
of water several hours daily, for a week or ten 
days. Then a blister should be applied to the 
coronet, all around the foot. Nothing is equal to 
a blister to encourage the growth of horn. The 
blister should be repeated every four week.s, 
and the patient given a long rest. When ag,iin 
put to work, rubber pads should be worn under 
the shoes, or bar shoes, to liisseri cbncussipjT, 
worn ; but the rubber pads give the best results. 
Even where there is alteration of structure, this 
irealmeiit will usually alleviate the symptoms 
by increasing tiie .growth of horn, and thereby 
relieving the pressure that is caused by con- 
traction of the fool. In rej^^ard to contracted 
feet, we must always remember that this is not 
a disease o£ itself, but the result of disease. 
When a horse becomes so" lame from navicular 
disease as to be practically, useless, and treat- 
ment will not give relief, all that can be done 
is to get a veterinarian to perform neurotomy. 
This consists in removing the nerve supply to 
the led, and, while it removes the lameness, it 
does n(jt cure the disease. It is not advisable 
to operate unless, as staled, the horse is prac- 
tically useless, as the freedom of jiction after 
operation often causes a fracture of the weak- 
ened navicular bone or a rupture of »the . weak- 
ened tendon, or both, which, of course, neces- 
sitates the destruction of the animal; bnt in 
some cases the animal lasts for years after -the 
operation. The feet of horses that have been 
operated upon should be examined regularly, 
as, though sensation has been removed, the 
processes of repair and decay continue as in a 
healthy foot, hence the animal may pick up a 
nail, etc., and will not show lameness, but the 
ordinary results of such an accident, viz., the 
formation- of puss and sloughing of the tissues, 
will occur, and may not be noticed until past 
treatment. — "Whip.", ■ ]

FERTILIZER CONSTITUENTS ? 

It is a fact to be lamented that so many 
farmers think they cannot tell what elements 
of plant food their laud needs to produce cer- 
tain crops without the aid of an agricultural 
chemical. While it is a fact that a chemist can 
analyze the soil and give you the different 
amounts of plant food a certain number of 
pounds of the soil contains, it 'is also ,a,fact that 
we farmers with some knowledge of the effect 
of the fertilizr constituents (ammonia, phbs- 
p'horic acid and potash) on growing crops, 
could apply these constituents more intelligent- 
ly and thereby derive more profit from the 
money invested. There is, at least, one way in 
which we can tell what elements of plant food 
our land is in need of, and that is by watching 
the groffth of the crop. ".By their fruits yc 
shall know them," can be applied very forcibly 
to the soil and crops grown tliereon. 

It is certain that ammonia produces stalk 
'growth and produces also in the plant a, very 
heavy leaf growth, and .gives the leaves very 
dark green color. If there be an excess of am- 
monia, there will he an excessive stalk growth; 
this excess of stalk growth will be weak and 
will not mature so early as would be the case 
were there plenty of phosphoric acid and potash 
to help it mature. The plant will also be defi- 
cient in blossom, pollen and see3 (or fruit) as 
the excess of ammonia retards the development 
of the seed or fruit-making properties of the 
]:)lant. 

riiosphoric a<:id is one of the most need'ed 
constituents, as it is absolutely necessary to 
have au abnndant sujjply of phosphoric acid for 
the toi-niation of iiolleu ih connection with pot- 
ash, lo help the plant mature. It has a wonder- 
ful effect in hastening the maturity of the plant 
both in seed and stalk. Some soils are so desti- 
tute in phosphoric acid that crops planted on 
them will die before they reach maturity. Phos- 
phoric acid also aids the plant to assimilate the 
anunonia and potash. 

I'olash is the constituent which is needed in 
the formalicni and transference »)f starch in the 
l)lants. All grains and fruits conlain starch, 
and witlunit starch, .grain or fruit cannot be 
formed. According to very best anthorilies and 
the latest researches relative to the use of pot- 
ash by the plant, it has been found that starch 
is formed in the leaves of the plant and is 
later carried to the seed or fruit ; without the aid 
of ])olash this transferring of the starch from 
Ihe leaf to the seed or fruit cannot take place. 
It is shown from careful experiiuents that the 
potash derived from vegetable matter, prefer- 
ably lobacci.) dust, wdiich, of course, has been 
once transformed in the plant, is the best form 
of potash, and is assimilated gradually as the 
plant needs it, thus feeding the crop from ger- 
mination to maturity, at. the same time furnish- 
ing humus to the soil. ' This canrib't be said of 
chemical (sulphate or muriate) potash. It also 
makes the plants take on their woody nature, 
causing them to stand up, and thereby prevent- 
ing "lodging" in the grain.— Farm" and Poultry 
J'ieview.

The true Scout, like the poet, is 
both born and made (nascitur, 
necnon fit), experience setting an 
edge for his innate faculty. He 
has, for example, the capacity of 
remembering everything he sees 
on journey — the same capacity Avhich was pos- 
sessed by Captain Cook, the famous circiun- 
navigator, who would take a walk through the 
■Streets of r.ondon and remember the names 
above all the many shops he passed without the 
least consciousness of effort. Similarly a Red 
Indian v/ho takes a journey will remember 
everything he passes — every tree, open space, 
stream, etc. — on the whole length of the trail. 
In some cases an even more remarkable in- 
stinct for palhtindin!^- is revealed. Thus Col- 
onel S. l>. Steele, who commanded Strathcona's 
Hor sc in South Africa and has known all the 
famous Western scouts and prairie detectives, 
once told me that a Blackfoot halfbreed em- 
])loyed 3'ears ago by the Northwest Mounted 
Police was the best guide he had ever met, 
possessing as he did an almost uncanny sense 
of locality and direction. Others could guide 
travelers tlirough country thej' had vi?itcd be- 
fore. But this man, who was made chief of his 
"nation" or tribe, could take a party from place 
to place by the c|uickest route, throus^h coini- 
try altogcthcr'unknown to him, without a com- 
pass and without a sight of the stars. Unlike 
other guides, he never talked with others when 
he was at work. He would ride on ahead by 
himself, keeping his mind iixed on the mysteri- 
ous business of finding the way. 'He was never 
able to give any clear explanation of his meth- 
od ; no doubt iiis gift was largely the result of 
heredity. But he had traveled in his youth for 
huge distances from points in Western Canada 
to points in the Western States before th.erc 
were any railways, and that early experience 
certainly counted for much. Again and again 
he found shorter routes across country un- 
known to him than those used by men who 
knew the land by heart. He had not been there 
before, but his Indian ancestors had— probably 
that is the true explanation of his weird ability. 
Furthcrnaore, he possessed the white man's 
reasoning power in addition to the Blackfoot"s 
ancestral memory of a tliousantl journeys 
achieved, a thousand campfires kindled and ex- 
tinguished. His name was Jerry Potts. 

How far can the faculty of observation, 
which is the necessary part of a scout's intel- 
lectual equipment, be acquired by training? It 
is a cjuestion worth asking, not easily answered. 
Nearly all Canadians and other dwellers in the 
Empire's open spaces must know how to find 
their way through blind forests and unfenced 
plains, and this knowledge of pathfinding, 
whether inborn or acquired, is the groundwork 
of scoutcraft. All the writer can say, speaking 
from personal experience, is that a few English- 
men possess this knowledge — as an heirloom, 
no doubt — but the majority do not. One re- 
members men who were good traveling com- 
panions, good in camp, good at finding and 
shooting game, and yet invariably got lost the 
moment they were left to depend on their own 



powers of observation. Skill in co-operative 
games such as cricket, wGich always , meant a 
certain fineness of vision and all^crity of action 
in a swift emergency, had nothing to do with 
the ability to find the way from camp to camp 
or with the lack of that ability. It would seem 
to follow that the compulsory games now play- 
ed at pubHc schools do not supply the requisite 
training for developing that sense of lQj:ality 
without. which a scout is rather worse than use- 
less. That is the chief argument for the work of 
Lieutcnant-General R. S. S. Baden- Powell, Mr. 
E. Thompson-Seton, the Canadian naturalist 
and sportsman, and others experienced in the 
ways of the wilderness, who are attempting to 
establish scouting as a schoolboy's sport. So 
far as it has proceeded, the experiment has been 
very successful. At one time or other in his 
boyhood every man has played at being a Red 
Indian and conceived the desire of escaping 
from civilization and leading the life of a hunter 
or backwoodsman, and so universal is this pa- 
thetic wish for renewed contact with the wilder- 
ness and its wild life that even the New York 
gamin — the most Cockney of Cockneys — dc- 
Ughts in the attempt to teach him the rudi- 
ments of scoutcraft. Such teaching h.as been 
tried by Mr. Thompson-Solon in the great sum- 
mer camps of New York boys, and his fiupils 
have gladly abandoned baseball and other fa- 
miliar pastimes in order to play the new game. 
Indeed, they chose it in preference to all others 
when left to themselves, aYid continue to prac- 
tice what they have been taught, when the holi- 
days end and they return to the abbreviated 
streets of the most overcrowded capital city in 
tl:e world. There is every reason to believe 
that the attempt to popularize scouting as a 
sport will be equally successful — perhaps more 
so — on this side of the Atlantic. Lieutcnant- 
General Baden-Powell, though his work of pro- 
paganda is pnly just beginning, has received in- 
numerable requests for information and for lec- 
tures from all sorts and conditions of teachers, 
and a number of schools have already made 
preparations for carrying out his suggestions, 
The parts of his "Scouting for Boys" (published 
by Horace Cox) which have already appeard 
are read, as the writer knows, with tlic keenest 
interest b}' those to whom they are addressed, 
and should be eciually iiUevesting lo every 
grownup sportsman. The author sees that it 
is useless' for a boy to" specialize on railitarj^ 
scouting until he had has had a general educa-? 
tion in the many and manifold arts of open-air 
living. Like all who have seen how readily 
many Englishmen, though born and brought up- 
in a small densely-populated countryside, adapt 
themselves to the conditions of life in wide un- 
settled lands, he believe.'^ that a very large ])cr- 
ccntage of English boys are ca|)al)le of assim- 
ilating such teaching. He quotes the remarks 
of an old Boer who, after , the South African 
war, took service with the Germans in South- 
west Africa in preference to living with the Eng- 
lish. After a few months he returned, saying 
that he preferred the company of his former 
enemies. One c^f his reasons for disliking the 
English was that when they arrived in the coun- 
try they were invariably stom — i.e., too stu]M(l 
to look after themselves when on the ^•el(lt 
out of reach of the provided comforts of civili- 
zation. But when he went to the Germans he 



found them even more stp^ than the English, 
with the additional '••cliffdrenpd that they re- 
mained stupid and devoid Of adaptability, how- 
ever long they remained in the country. He 
said ihey were stupid until they died, and they 
often died through blundering about at the ' 
more efficient end of a mule. The writer has 
heard Western oldtimcrs draw much the same 
distinction between th.e average English im- 
migrant and settlers from the continent of Eur- 
ope. The former licked "horse sense" (the 
common sense which enables a horse to dig for 
natur;d hay under snow instead of starving for 
want of it like a sheep) and acquired it labori- 
ously ; the latter, more often than not, never ac- 
quired it at all. 

' General Baden- Powell insists that the scout 
nnist always be a "handy-man," willing and 
able to do any kind of work in an emergency, 
from mending his Ijoots to building a bridge. 
His little books form an encyclopaedia of the 
practical information required by boys who wish 
to follow the example of the true frontiersman. 
People talk of "roughing it" in camp. I'ut tlie 
man who knows the life of the hi.^li prairies, or 
of the back veldt, or of the Australian bush has 
a hundred devices for making himself comfort- 
able. l'"or example, there is the <iueslion of bed- 
ding. Cut gr;iss or straw or bracken make an 
easy mattress — not so good as the spring bed 
constructed by Canadian backwoodsmen out of 
the tops of fir tree branches planted upright 
like^the bristles in a brush — but what is to be 
done if you cannot get these luxuries? No boy, 
however ingenious, can answer that question by 
the light of nature. In the first place, the se- 
cret of keeping warm is to have as many blan- 
k'ets imderneath as above you. .Secondly, lest 
the hardness of the ground enter into your 
soul, before l)ing down make a small hole 
about the size of a teacup in which the hip joint 
will rest when you have turned on your side; 
this means all the difference between comforl- 
abl_v to sleej) and no sleep at all, with a dull ache 
in the morning the whole length of one side. 
If blankets be lacking, newspapers jilaced un- 
der the waistcoat — be careful to cover the small 
of the back — are an excellent substitute. Sup- 
])osing one jiossesses the luxury of a tent, camp 
candlesticks may be constructed in several 
ways — by benrling a bit of wire into a spiral, or 
using a cleft stick stuck into the tent pole, or 
knocking off the boftqiji-pf a bottle and placing 
it upside down in tho (ground with a candle 
stuck in the neck. Tlie bottom of the bottle 
may be neatly cut oil., by,' tilling it- with water,, 
an inch or an inch and a half in depth and stand- 
ing it in the emiKTS of the fire, when it will 
crack at the water level as neatly as possible. 
.A thousand and one devices of the kind arx; 
known to those who have ac(|uired the science 
and art of camping out comfortably, but not five 
per cent of them could be thought out by the in- 
experienced. Again, let.ftie making of fires be 
considered. Boys in holiday camps invariably 
forget the necessity of "ring burning"— i.e., 
clearing a circular space about the'fire of all dry 
bracken, heather, etc. — and the proper method 
of covering the blaze with ashes, so that it will 
smoulder all night without wasting fuel, has not 
been revealed to them. Yet, in thinking out 
such problems, it has been the writer's experi- 
ence that the average human boy is infinitely 



more intelligent than the grownup Englishman, 
who has become hopelessly dependent on ser- 
vants and the mechanical inventions of modern 
civilization. General Baden-Powell knows the 
advantages of a knowledge of- detail, and it is 
clear that he has reinforced experience by many 
experiments. How many people in this country, 
where fuel is often hard to come b}', have. dis- 
covered that old boots make excellent .- firing? 
Experiment must have supplied this master of 
scouting with that precious hint (which should 
be -useful to the wife of an ill-paid dustman, 
since many old boots live in dusthcaps), but 
the following hints on drying one's clothes are 
the outcome of experience: 

"You will often get wet through on service, 
and you will see recruits remaining in their wet 
clothes until they get dry again; no old scout 
would do so, as that is the way to catch fever 
and get ill. When you are wet, take the first 
opportunity of getting your wet clothes off and 
drying them, even though you may not have 
other clothes to put on, as happened to me 
many a time. I have sat naked under a wagon 
while my one suit of clothes was drying over a 
fire, 'l-he way to dry clothes over a fire is to 
make one of hot ashes, and then build a small 
beehive-shaped cage of sticks over the fire and 
hang )-our clothes over this cage, and they will 
very cpiickly dry. Also, in hot \veatlicr, it is 
dangerous to sit in your clothes when the)' have 
got wet from perspiration. On the West Coast 
of Africa I always carried a spare shirt, hanging 
down my back, with the sleeves tied round my 
neck; so soon as I halted I would take off the 
wet shirt I was wearing aiid put on the dry, 
which had been hanging out in the sun on my 
back. By these means I never got fever when 
almost everyone else went down with it." 

Carefulness in such matters would have 
saved the lives not only of hundreds of soldiers 
campaigning beyond the frontiers of civiliza- 
tion, but also of many who have made coloniza- 
tion their profession — a learned profession, 
though it does not demand book-learning, or, at 
any rate, not much of it. 

On the great subject of cooking in camp or 
on bivouac, General Baden-Powell is full of ex- 
cellent matter. An army travels on its belly 

and, if the belly be not well looked after, the 
pace will be slow and many will fall out by the 
way. If, all EngHsh boys were compelled to 
learn all he tells us about the thrilling mystery 
of open-air cooking — there is no sauce so pi- 
quant as the breeze that blows into one's open- 
air hearth — the military efficiency of the nation 
would be vastly increased in the next genera- 
tion. There is no reason in the world why the. 
schoolboy scout, even though his training is 
carried out in this crowded pewy country, 
should not be put through all the object lessons 
suggested and so become an expert in this all- 
important branch of the scout's general educa- 
tion. In South Africa bad cooking was, jiext 
to the drinking of bad water, the chief cause of 
the wastage of the British forces in the field. 
'J he Canadian ami Australian volunteers, how- 
ever, were like the Boers and suffered nothing 
on this score ; as a former member of the Royal 
Northwest iMounted Police told the writer : 
"When we got a piece of bull-beef or a handful 
of flour we knew just what to do with it; but 



your men from \tlic: .towns Ustially waited -. the - 
stuff." Lack of cleanliness in open-air cooking 
is the great fault- of the Englishman ti'aveling 
in the wilderness or camped there. He thinks 
a little dirt does not matter, forgetting that mat- 
ter out of place on his cooking outfit means the 
presence of microbes, and that an_ accumulation 
of refuse in and about his camp attracts flies, 
which carry the .seeds of malaria and typhoid, 
with them. Formerly, as the iVriter well re-- 
'members, cleanliness was shockingly neglected 
'in the lumber camps and railway construction 
gangs of Canada. The result was that there 
were constant visitations of typhoid and some- 
times cerebral meningitis (the ."come-and-get- 
us" of the Western placer miner), and the con- 
tractors suffered great losses from the wastage 
of their labor force. Today these outlying 
camps are. kept clean — often much to. the dis- 
gust of the workers, who are not commonly 
votaries of the cold tub — and generally have a 
clean bill of health. There is little or no disease 
in the great construction camps of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. But in the old days the armies 
of workers that were engaged in fettering West- 
ern Canada with the ball-and-cliain 'of the first 
transatlantic railway (the ball was the setting 
sun, towards wliich they built the line) were de- 
cimated with dirt-diseases. 

In these booklets will be found innumerable 
suggestions for scouting games to be practiced 
when the rudiments of living decently in camp 
have been acquired. Ilere, as an example, is an 
exercise in despatch running. One of the boy 
scouts is given a despatch to take to the head- 
quarters of a besieged town, which may be a 
real place (village, farm, or house), and he must 
return with a receipt for it. He must wear a 
colored rag 2 feet long pinned on his shoulder. 
He must start at least four nules away from the 
supposed headquarters. Besiegers who have to 
spot him can place themselves where they dike, . 
but must not go nearer than 300 yar.ds to the 
headquarters' building. Any one fcftind withi'n 
that limit by the umpire will be ruled out as shot 
by the defenders. The despatch runner can use > 
any ruse he likes (except, dressing up as a- 
woman), but he must always wear the red rag. 
To catch him the enemy must get his badge 
from him. ' Ten hours may be allowed as the 
limit of time by which the bearer of the despatch 
should get his message to headquarters and get 
back again to the starting point with the re- 
ceijit. This game- may 31so.be ni'ade a life-ahtl*'; 
death venture, jn-which'case anv scout whS.;Voi- ' 
untcers , to.>risk hisdiifd](i.' e:,r his. 'scout's b^gS) 
in getting' through with a despatch, gains: a .^(J:'^-,,* 
coration "For Merit" if.-hc succeeds ; if he ffail's,' 
he loses his badge and cannot get it again, 
though he may still remain a member of the' 
corps. For him to win a badge of merit there; 
must be at least t^yo patrols out against him. 

This is but one example of many scouting, 
games, all. of. which, altogether apart'from their 
value as military education, would much amuse 
the average boy. It is to be "hoped that this new 
educational movement will continiie to grow in 
favor.

>ritish ])ublishcrs have just issued a 
book by Justin H. Smith, Professor 
of Modern History in Dartmouth 
College. It is entitled "Our Struggle 
For the Fourteenth Colony, Canada 
and the American Revolution. " 
The volume is thus reviewed by the London 
Times : 

"W'c have traveled in our conception of the 
Empire in the last few decades, and it is 
already with some difficulty that we remem- 
ber that as late as in 1872 it was seriously 
])roposecl to cede Canada to the L.'niteil 
States in settlement of the Alabama claim.s — 
in "part settlement," as a large ])art of the 
American people at the time woidd have had 
it. Still more difficult is it, perhaps, to real- 
ize by -what a slender thread of accidents it 
was that what is now the Dominion was 
preserved to England a hundred years earlier. 
'I'hose were days of happy-go-lucky strategy 
and unorganized campaigns, certainly not less 
in remote ;ind thinly-settled V\nierica than 
elsewhere, and, tlrpugh the successive liand- 
fuls of invaders frofn the South, ill-equipped, 
half-clad poorly-victualled, often unpaid and 
destitute of money had, humanly speaking, 
almost insuperable difficulties to contend 
with, yet the forces whicli at the best of 
times Governor Carleton could oppose {o 
them were also ridiculously meagre. The 
Canadian habitants themseK'e.;, moreover, 
were more than half inclined to the side of the 
revolting Colonies, and c\-cn Montreal and 
Quebec -were from the beginning honeycomb- 
ed with treachery. Feeble though the as- 
.saults were, they came perilously near to be- 
ing too strong for the resistance which could 
])e presented' to tlicm. It may he that Can- 
ada Avas only held for Grea^ Britain by the 
dkscharge of that single gun from Simon 
j^'raser's house in Quebec which killed Mont- . 
gomery — the discharge aimed into the night, 
if hi.story tells truly, by a half-drunken and 
wholly terrified giinner. At the time, even 
tWashingrton believed that jt|ie possession of • 



Canada was essential to the success of the 
Colonial arms. "To whomsoever Canada 
belonged, in their favor probably would the 
balance turn," he wrote, and when Montreal 
had fallen and Arnold had reached Quebec, 
the patriots in the Colonies had little doubt 
that success wrndd sooner or later be theirs. 
[•',\en up to the conclusion of peace, though 
the attein]n lo win the territory to the North 
by force of arms had e\-ideiitl_\- failed, there 
were still many who held with Lafayette that 
"if the b.id luck of .\merica makes peace 
without giving these jjiovinces to the United 
States, I shall ever be fearful of their safely 
and liberty." 

It is, then, the story of the struggle to add 
Canada to the thirteen Colonies already in 
re'i'olt which Mr. Smith tells in these volumes 
— a desi)eratc and orolracted struggle in 
wdiicli almost incredible hardshiiis wt-re en- 
dured with fortitude on either side; and the 
story is told in great detail and with copious 
illustration from contemporary sources. For 
the author has saturated himself with his sub- 
ject, and it is difficult to find a page which 
does not contain quotations from the corres- 
pondence of leading actors in the dr;nna, or 
other iccords of the day. r\Ir. .Smith has, 
moreover, been at jjaitis to familiarize himself 
thoroughly with the scene of the. conflict, a])- 
parently to its minutest details, by which the 
narrative at times, as in the account of Ar- 
nold's terrible march 'up the Kennebec to 
Quebec, gains greatly. Having said this, one 
dan only mourn that it is not possible to find 
more ([ualities to commend in a work which 
shows abundant c\'idence 11! earnest labor 
and intimate study of tlie subject. 

It wotdd e\'idently be vain to look' for 
much historical dispassionateness in a writer, 
who, summing uj) the merits of the Mar((uis 
dc 'Lafayette, says that "his chiefest honor 
was to be the epithet 'noodle' from that arch- 
traitor,; arcfi-brigarid, and^arch-cut-thrp^t Na- 
poleon." Of Mr.. Smitii's literary sfyle per- 
haps' the following description, of Goyerripr ^ 



Carleton, taken from early in the book, will 
suffice as an example: 

"Not precisely a driawing-room ornament 
was he. for an enormous ijose motnited like 
a Ideological formation in the midiUe of his 
r;ilhei' shapel)- face: nor a boutloir delight, for 
his well-turned lips iiujultled comnuuids better 
than coni])Iiments, and that half-world of clev- 
erness, manners, and meanness called 'society' 
could have pleased him but little. Neitherl 
could he expect to be a popular idol, for he was 
by no means one to mouth his words fondly, 
until the tasteless concluded the\- must be 
honey; to beguile the unwary with facial move- 
ments which were ontwardK- smiles .and inward- 
ly chuckles: to incpiire with tender uncti(,)n af- 
ter a mother oV son, the fact of whose existence 
had been deftl_\- suajiped nj) li\-e minutes before^: 
lo prove his title. . . ." I.!ut enough has 
been quoted to show that it is not possible to 
take the author seriously as a writer on serious 
subjects. In his prefatory note he says that 
critics have complained of a former book that 
he hafl been at pains to make his subject "in- 
teresting. " We should hardly h;i\'(; considered 
"interesting" the fitting word. The subject ij- 
self here is of consvnning interest ; but at least 
once in c\'ery few jjages the reader finds him- 
self baffled and bewilrlered 1;)\' the almost in- 
conceivable antics of the narrator. It is not 
merely that he loves heroics and the purple 
I)atch, and, in the delightful phrase of one Cap- 
tain Gamble, a minor actor in the "struggle" 
quoted by Mr. Smith himself, "talks too much 
of that damned absurd word [..iberty." Much 
c;tn he forgiven lo the historian when telling 
the stor\- of the birth-throes of his country; 
though we had hojicd that the [)i-escnt genera- 
tion of American historical writers had out- 
grown (as most of Ihenr surely have) the faults 
which beset their forerunners of the middle of 
the last century. The trouble is .that coupled 
with the author's love -of ftistian is the lack of a 
sufficient sense of literary, humor (a fault hot- 
common in.hts'{:ount%lneh)'to save ;him from ■ 



unfathomable bathos. Mr. Smith's talent for 
inept and confused metaphor must be, among 
historians, unique. 

"(The Colonel was) possible not of the 
rarest porcelain, but well able to fill a large part 
of a somewhat narrow Circle. . . 
Whether or no he was just the man for a tight 
pinch had not been decided yet; but he could 
cut a wide swath in good grass. . 

"After all, however, it was not mainly a 
question of martial (jualities but a problem of 
politics; and the very lions of Mycenae might 
have vacillated while snuffing thirstily this way 
and that for the breath of some refreshing pooi. 

".More than six feet in height, with bold 
thiDUgh genial features, well moulded and com- 
manding in form, spare and straight as an In- 
dian, strong as a Hercules and virile as the Dy- 
ing Caul, the American leader stood conspicu- 
ous. . 

"Action became the watchword. Business 
interests fell from Arnold's thoughts as wraps 
fall from an athlete when the race is called. 

He threw himself with all his force 
into the bold undertaking, and once more he 
showed himself the tireless, fearless chief — Lu- 
cifer before his fall. 

In accepted English we have unluckily no 
word which precisely fits the qualities of Mr. 
Smith's literary style. Charles Lamb's use of 
"pudder'- might be serviceable ; but happily the 
Americans have supplied thie omission. When 
he leaves the safe ground of citation or bare' 
narrative Mr. Smith writes sheer "poppycock."" 

At the news of Montgomery's death, "from 
every lady's eye in Philadelphia spake the elo- 
quence of tears" ; and it almost moves one to 
similar utterance that the fruits of so much re- 
search and such evident enthusiasm for a sub- 
ject should be engulfed in a morass so disni;il as, 
in the reading, is this story of the "Struggle 
for the Fourteenth Colony." In an introduc- 
tory note we^are. inforced that . "thf "a.'.'.tbor is 
engaged upon a history of the war between the 
,Unitcd';St«teS and Mexico" j .whei-eforc we. take . 



the liberty to beg him, before that book goes 
to the printers, to submit the manuscript t6 
some friend possessing a literary instinct, with 
authority to use the blue pencil to his heart's 
content. That friend's office will be no sine- 
cure; the truth being, we opine, that matters 
may serve to enliven a classroom at Dartmouth 
College which are hardly equal to the sterner 
ordeal of criticism on the printed page.

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ROFESSOR A. W. FLUX, of Mc- 
Gill University, recently wrote the 
Montreal Witness as follows: 

Tlierc arc some things whicii wc 
in Canada do better tiian our 
friends in the United States. 
Among theni is the business of banking and 
tha prpvisioii of a sound and elastic currency. 
Yet; tlie^budget speech, delivered on Tuesday 
last, showed how our sounder standards had 
been influenced by the practices induced there, 
in part, by an inferior system. 

Ill times, of financial trouble the banks of 
ihc city of New York, and some outside that 
citv, have devclojied the habit of hooking" to the 
.sccrctar}- of the treasury lor aid. llavin^f 
leanied that they may rely on securing that 
aid, by the application of judicious pressure, 
they have, if we may judge by the result, aban- 
ddned'the attempt to make proper provision 
for'the evil days ahead, and content themselves 
with providing for ordinary times only. The 
more the secretary of the treasury helps them, 
the more confidently ihey depend' on the repe- 
tition of that help. ' It would appear that the 
spectacle afforded by a system thus dependent 
— in the day of trouble — on a kind of Provi- 
dence, has inspired our finance minister, or 
those to whose persistent pressure he has 
yielded,, with the idea of imita^ting the worst 
rcsults'of a bad system, quite ignoring the dif- 
ferences wdiich the contrasted .S3^stems of Can- 
ada and the United States present, differences 
which, should have served as an adequate safc- 
gaurd to us. 

In the United States the secretary of the 
treasury has taken upon himself to reconstruct 
the law, and to accept as collateral against de- 
])osits made in the national baid<s United 
Slates bonds or, otherwise, when the law (since 
altered,- indeed, to suit the practice thus estab- 
lished) read ''United States bonds and other- 
wise." Here was a fine example to follow. 
Qui- laws require that, for certain parts of the 



security-against Dominion notes and savings 
bank deposits thyre shall be held "Canadian se- 
curities guaranteed by the government of the 
United Kingdom." i\Ir. Fielding has consid- 
ered himself justified for over three months in 
regarding them as adequately observed by the 
holding o'f "other securities guaranteed by the 
Bank of Montreal." That the discovery of the 
new interpretation might be made more diffi- 
cult to those not admitted to the secret, he de- 
layed the issue of the Dominion note account 
for Nov. 30 from the normal date, Dee. 14, till 
people wore well occupied with Christmas 
merrymaking on Dec. 28, the date when, for 
the first time, the Canada Gazette supplied the 
information in question. 

Air. Cortelyou and his predecessors, in vir- 
tue of tile niuch abused treasury system of the 
L'liited States, have usually been in i^ossession 
of sufficient cash to make its deposit a matter 
of. importance to the banks which receive it on 
the occasions of einergenc\' whic'h have re- 
curred with such distressing frequency in re- 
cent years. These deposits of the spare funds 
of the treasury are thus a valuable aid to tiding 
over a difficult position, and it is possible that 
to some citizens of the United States this 
method of overcoming the strain seems the one 
and only natural nielluKl. L.et us hope that 
these ideas will not fiiul a permanent judgment 
in Canada. Unless by reference to the influ- 
ence exerted by the practices of our neighbors, 
it is hard to explain the persistence with which 
by his own account, our finance minister 
pressed'somc of the banks to [)crmit him to 
lend them some cash, though, to provide it, he 
had to make inroads on trust funds. Even 
Mr. Cortelj'ou has not gone so far as to lend 
the banks any part of the gold held against 
gold certificates, or of the hundred and fifty 
million dollars held to secure redemption of the 
greenbacks. It is true that Mr. Fielding stat- 
ed that he had lent to the banks in the form 
of Dominion notes. But, between Oct. 31 and 
the end of the year, while five millions were 



thus lent, the outstanding Dominion tiotes in- 
creased only by $1,384,824, w"lnle the specie 
held against them decreased by .^4,93 1,915. 
'JMiis certainly offers a pointed suggestion that 
a good dcai of the deposit made with banks 
was made in gold. But the banks held, on 
Dec. 31, .$677,057 less in specie thin on Oct. 31, 
while they held, of Dominion ndites, !i>i, 832,598 
more. Tlie banks were supplied with funds in 
order that they might lend them, but there 
were fewer Dominion notes in circulation out- 
side the l)anks at the end of the year than be- 
fore the supposed creation of fi\ c niillions of 
extra notes. Was there more gold in circula- 
tion among the people, or had Mr. Fielding's 
complacency merely facilitated the exportation 
of gold at a time when it was supposed that 
leading banks wertJ devoting considerable 
trouble to importing it? 

Lint, bad as is the example set by the lead- 
ers of public opinion in treating the laws as 
Iia\'ing no special sanctity when they become 
inconvenient, and dangerous as is the prece- 
dent set for the future, the matter of immedi- 
ate importance is the intended amendment of 
the issuing powers of our banks. It is called 
an "emergency issue." and here again wc see 
how strong is the influence of our neighbors' 
example. Tliey Iku'c a currency' system which 
is almost as inelastic as it could be made, and 
their conce])tion of an emergency currency, 
which has been very much discu.-.sed of late 
years, is a conception designed to introduce, at 
the critical period of the year, an element of 
elasticity into a system which conspicuously 
lacks that characteristic. The favorite scheme 
is to copy the German method, and tax issues 
of this special character, so as to discourage 
their use except in emergencies, lint, in taking 
exam]jle by the (jcrman system, they arc pro- 
posing to imitate a system which, apart from 
the provision of the possibility of a. taxed em- 
ergency is.'^ue, is even more rigid, less elastic, 
than their own. What is the application of the 
conception of an emergency issue, to. a system 



whose most conspicuous characteristic is its 
elasticity? It niil^bt almost be said that the 
conditions set up, or jiroposed t(j he set up 
elsewhere, and ojjerating, or tu operate, only 
at times of ..stress, are (apart from the tax on 
the issue) in existence all the time in the Can- 
adian system. And how til the notion' fits into 
our system may be seen when we consider that 
Mr. Fielding pioi)oses to confine the use of the 
emergency pro\'ision to the last quarter of the 
calendar vear. One might venture to say that 
it would be considerably more difficult to in- 
duce the use of the e-xtendetl i)ri\'ilege of issue 
outside these months than it was to persuade 
the banks to accept the aid proffered by the 
finance liiinister last November. The extent 
to which the present pqwers of note issue re- 
main nuist bear eloquent witness to the ab- 
sence of need of further powers except in Oc- 
tober, November and December, and to the 
meaninglcssncss of any formal restriction of 
special additional privileges to tho.-;e months. 

But is it reasonable to extci\d the jjowcrs of 
issue of our banks bej'ond their present limits? 
Some banks find it possible to keep in circula- 
tion a larger part of their legal issue than do 
others. The extended privilege proposed 
would f;ivt)r these, and there is no evidence 
that tlie country wcnild be served by such a 
l.)rinciple rif selection, among banks, of those to 
whom gain should be assigned. Leading 
bankers have cx[)ressed the view tiiat it is de- 
sirable that, if extended privileges of circula- 
tion be needed, they should be acquired by the 
present legal method of providing correspond- 
ing additions to capital. Banking on inade- 
quate capital is a danger to the coinmunity, 
and while it cannot be said generally that our 
chartered bank's arc sinners in this respect, ad- 
ditions to capital should accompany the ex- 
pansion of obligations to the public. Last 
year the average outstanding circulation of our 
banks was nearl}' seven ty-.six millions of dol- 
lars. The total cash held averaged about 
seventy millions, and if wc as-sume that twenty 



millions of this was rendered necessary by the 
need for readiness to give cash for notes pre- 
sented for redemption, an ample allowance 
will probably be thus matle. 'i'his leaves fifty- 
six uiillions of profit-making circulation on the 
average. The rate at which prof it may, - be ' 
reckoned oh f linds loaned is certainly in "excbss 
of two and a half per cent, in Canada, that is, 
the interest charged is by that much in excess 
of the current cost of premises, salaries, etc., 
used in conducting the business. On this basis 
a profit of $1,400,000 would be shown on note 
circulation by the banks as a whole last year, 
say one and a half per cent, of addition to the 
dividend. This estimate errs little, if at all, on 
the side of exaggeration of the profit. In iiew, 
then, of the profitableness of the note-issuing 
privilege, is it not reBsonablc to maintain' at 
least the existing guarantee for the stnuulncss 
of our system? May we not ask the banks to 
l^rovide additional capital if they feel the need 
of greater powers of note issue in the autuinn? 
Should some of the new capital lie idle for the 
rest of the year, the banks would still find the 
privilege of lending their promises to pay a 
profitable one, taken in its entirety. :Thc ex- 
ercise of that privilege is of great advantage to 
the community, it cannot be denied. But that 
is a \'cry inadequate reason for making it an 
unnecessarily profitable privilege to those who 
.exercise it. 

It is to be feared that the docile majority 
behind Mr. Fielding will be quite willing to 
pass his promised emergency currency bill • if 
he commends it to them. But it may be hoped! 
that, from the ranks of the bankers themselves, 
and from other groups of the more reflecting 
part of the jniblic, the pressure may become 
strong enough to induce the finance minister, 
to abandon his announced purpose. 

There are other points in connection witii 
the recent proceeding of forcing public deposits 
on the banks which might- properly be made- 
the subject of comment, but this letter is al- 
ready inordinately long. * ■ ' . -

8l6n of the whole, house and appear In hideous form 
at every family gathering. 

.\bout the month of August, 1857, there came Into 
my office at San Francisco, an elderly lady, who led 
hy the iiand a pretty boy of .some twelve years. The 
lady explained that she was a .Mrs. "B," and the boy, 
who was her youngest son, wa.s named Maurice. He 
■ivas de.'jiroua of learning the printing business. She 
wa-s a French Canadian by birth, from Montreal, she

S. Army paymaster, accompanied by an orderly, 
had left the town of Yreka wltft a large sum of money 
for the payment ot the troops — at one of the outlying 
posts. At a lont'ly spot In the road the, paymaster 
and his orderly were shot from ambush, and the 
cantlnas that held the money were cOt from tho 
mill- 's liack b.v a lone highwayman who wore a mask 
and vvh'i darted into the forest with tho booty. Tho 
new s was laken to Yreka and ^n^ the evening -a, vil- 
lain. ms-looklng man entered the hotel and sougiit ac- 
l ommodatlon. As it happened neither of the victims, 
although desperately wounded, died, and tho dress 
ami ligure of the .stranger answering tho description 
of the highwayman, ho was taken Into custody. Tho 
cantlnas were found secreted In the bush with tho 
l oiiients iutiK-l. Tile higlivv.ayman was recognized as 
-Maurice It. The papers, with a brutal frankness, 
gave ills name and his family connections, told about 
his conviction for several crimes and nientioneil Uio 
fact that he was one of the mosi dangerous criminals 
that California had produced. He was convicted — 
sentenced lo a federal prison for life, and If he has 
not died meanwhile, lie Is there still.

• ERRACED CLiIFli'S, naked and black, rising 
sheer from the water's edge on either sido 
of a narrow sound; rifts In tlio rock where 
lleecy tufts of cloud, imprisoned In tho 
gaps drifted over green paleiies of. culti- 
vation and priniitlv-e turf-roofed houses-^ 
It was the stmngest Ittnd I had yet seen, 
says a %vrtter in the Manchester Guardian. 
The echoes of oiir steam whlstlo bad 
scarcely died away before we were surrounded by 
boats — boats that seemed to come out of some old 
Norse tapestry, high aii stem .md stern, built with a 
graceful curve that gladdened the eye of a discrimin- 
ating seaman. And the oarsmen were In keeping with 
their craft- — blue-eyed, tawny bearded, shaggy headed, 
we.-iring Trojan shaped caps that at a distance looked 
like Viking lielmots, dark knee liroeclies, and hide 
shoes moulded to the sliapo of the foot. , 

.•\ few- minutes later 1 stood for the first time on 
Faroese soil, but this is a meaningless phrase in this 
case. To be accurate, I jumped ashore on a slippery 
la>er of cold refuse nnd clambered over the omnipre- 
sent rocks, which cropped out even in the narrow 
passages l)etween the liouses, and explained why man 
liimself is almost the only l)east of burden In these , 
rugged islands. A couple of mongrels ran out to growl 
at the stranger. Otherwise, my presence In the set- 
tlement called for no more than a friendly "Good-day' 
from men with, loads of peat on their backs, or a siiy 
salutation from women spreading spilt cod to dry In 
the sun; on the turf roofs cocks and hens were busily 
.searching for earwigs, and round the stono founda- 
tions rats gambolled In utter unconcern of human 
proximity. On a moorland spur above the settlement 
I paused to look down on this picture of tranquility, 
wlien suddenly a loud shout rang out echoed by a 
dozen voices, and 1 saw the .figures of men and wo- 
men scurrying pell mell to the boat.s. I reached the 
waterside breathless. 'Wliat is If." 1 cried, and an ex- 
ultant chorus answered me: 'GriudabudI' 

I understood: a shoal of 'grind' (I. e., t-aaiiig 
wiiales) li,id been sit;hted, and every alile-bodled man 
and lialf-grown lad was eager lo join in the 'drive' — 
the great nati.mal sin.rt of the I'ar.ies. \V\th the free- 
masonry iif llie sea 1 was aece|ited as \-oliinleer, and 
t.iiik my jilac.'- in tin- .-igii I -narod li.iat wilbout more 
ado. Time v.as ol' paramount importaiu-.-, and in ad- 
dition to our 'lo.ily^iut' ill the bows we (arried two 
brawny fellows, besides our oarsmen, so that ea,h 
c'lupli' might be rellc ed in. turn. I'assing out of the 
sound tlii-.iugh high gates of r.jck, w.- met the first 
..hock ii{ ilic .\tlaiitl(- swell, which still siioki of .\-es- 
ti-rday's gale-, ami on we t-iiled, threadin.g .iiir w.-iy 
among islands wiiicii seemed to be all black basalt 
rising steep and jagged like the to|i of some lialf- 
subnierged mountain. When muscular exerthm did 
not demand all .Sur attention my companions talked 
volubly of whale driving past and present, of the 
giMwing scarcity of shoals, of the huge slaughters of 
bygone years. But when at length, we sighte d ;i long 
line of boats stealing stealthily along a leeward 
coast, the silence of tense excitement fell upon us all, 
and as, we, too. Joined the ranks of tho whale driver.s 
there was a splash and a glimpse of an undulating 
black buck, which told us that the shoal was between 
us and the shore. And now the leader of tho 'drive,' 
whose boat flew the Danl.ih (lag, in token ot his tem- 
porary authority, issued orders for a series of strate- 
gic movements, each of which was carried out with 
duo regard tp the sudden halts and rushes of the 
whales. Indeed, no admiral man-oeuvrlng his fl^et In 
action could have shown greater .skill nor have called 
forth more Intelligent obedience, with tiie result that 
within a few minutes the boats had formed a V, In- 
closing the unsuspecting animals on three sides. 

Suiting our speed to the pace ot the shoal, we 
carefully guided It past narrow straits leading to tho 
open sea- for, once out In the Atlantic, the best of 
flotillas would have had to abandon the chase. Tho 
most dangerous kylcs, however, were yet to be passed 
and, to our dismay, the whales began to take alarms 
after an unusual amount of splashing and jumping 
■they slopped ,in the midst of a frantic rush forward 
so abruptly that the nearest pursuers almost collided 
with the hindmost anlmalss. There was a ./nomcnt's 
confusion; then the beasts wheeled and headed 
straight for the gaps between tho boojts. At lightning 
speed wo closed up,, and discharged a volley .of stones 
Into tlio struggling shoal Just In tlmo to turn it. For 
iny part, I do not doubt .that a £ow stragglers broke 
through tho cordon unpercclved, but my Faroese 
friends scouted the Idea. 

'fhe tide was low when wc dashed Into the nar- 
row, sandy creek in the wake ni: the terrino .whales. 
Thoro our tactics clianged. Wo spread out in one 
compact lino from shore lo shore, fi.Tj,d at the word 
of command, amid earspllttlng yells, the <flrst spear 
was thrown arid tho raasaacro began;. A 'shower of 
apears whizzed through th.o air; boats crashed Into 
each other, the whaj^js flopped- about h«lpleflsly .In the 
shallows,' and cannoned against "their fellows until 
olic octtially hoard the grating of their rough skins. 



A quivering spear, a crim.son . ti-ack, marked tlio 
cour.'Je ot each poor, wounded beast, and the boats 
darted and twisted like live things in their endeavors 
to get alongside .some monster, when an iron g.aff 
■was thrust into lis *lilo and tho head .almost severed 
from the Ijody. The more panic-stricken tho victims 
became tlie more tliey tried lo leap out of tho water, 
though liiose furthest from the slioro could casil.y 
have evaded their pursuers by diving and passing 
under them; but afterward I was told that, however 
iiard pressed they have never Ijeen known lo escape 
by diving, which tempts one to conclude that their 
cliief enemy is some deep sea creature from whoso 
presence they arc accu.st-omed to fly to tho surface. 
Some of. the' less-severely wounded beasts managed 
to force their way beyond the line of boats, but their 
daring secured them no pity; ithey were ruthlessly 
run down and attacked, this time with 'harpoons. ^ 

To tho Faroemen this was no more than stocking/' 
the winter larder; to me, who have no taste for whale' 
meat, it was a scene of cruel butcshery- that -'outf '.- 
weighed the excitement of the drive, and I wa^. glad ■ 
when the last whale had lashed out its life iii' the' 
crimson shallows and the men' be^n wiping -their - 
bloodstained knives to count the victlms o£ the chase.'

Ho- was not surprised upon his arrh'al in 
Harrlsburg to find a +el8gram authorizing him to 
draw travel money In ndvnnee. ,, ' 
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ON W. p. REEVES contributes 
the following article on: "The 
All Red Route" to the Cornhill 
Alaga/iine : 

Traders and travellers, sail- 
ing or steaming between Eng- 
land .-iiul tlif Antipodes, may go 
by half a dozen routes. Much 
merchandise and many passen- 
gers are still carriM Komewards on the long 
sea-voyage round the point which, with cheer- 
ful disregard of Dutch spelling and pronuncia- 
tion, we call Cape Horn. Considerable, too, 
is the outward traffic round the Cape, that of 
Good Hope. Voyagers and shippers to New 
Zealand who rate' cheapness above time, inval- 
ids who seek or are ordered to try unexciting 
weeks in the bracing air of the Southern Ocean, 
families, of harrassed parents and young chil- 
dren, arc always likely to patronize these cir- 
cuitous roads upon the open ocean, desi)itc 
their length and monotony. Hut for pas.scn- 
gers bound for Australia, as well as for New 
'Zcahuiders and tourists who want speed with 
variety, the choice is limited to one or other of 
the line^ which converge on the Suez Canal, or 
pass by trans-shipment and railway across 
North America. They may choose between 
east and west; hitherto they have more often 
chosen the east. To a visitor from Alars, 
knowing nothing of the past history of British 
trade routes, tliis would seem not a little 
strange. The westward voyage enables the 
traveller to juiss across an interesting contin- 
ent, insures liim a pleasant voyage across the 
pacific, with glimpses of two very beautiful 
tropical archipelagos; and takes liim to eastern 
Au.stralia or New Zealand in less time than the 
way through Suez. The Suez route has its at- 
tractions truly. They are great, in some ways 
unrivalled; but in certain months of the year 
the Red Sea and Indian Ocean are oppressed 
by sultry heat or vexed by monsoon winds. 
Except for those whose destination is Western 
or South Australia, or for leisurely travellers 
who wish to turn aside to Kgypt or India, the 
natural claims" of the Suez-Frcmantle- Adelaide 
route can scarce!}" rival tho.se of a fast and 
comfortalde line by way of North America. 
The Queensland steamers, which, touching at 
Singapore, reach Brisbane through Torres 
Straits, may fairly be classed as cargo boats. 
On the map Australia looks close enough to 
southern Asia, and a long way, indeed, from 
North .Xmerica. But then Australia — the Aus- 
tralia of the white man — turns its back on the 
Indian Ocean. Though there arc cattle and 
])earl fisheries in the north and northwest ter- 
ritory ; though there are famous gold mines in 
the western deserts, and agriculture in the 
oasis round Perth; still, a Jinc drawn across 
the continent from Cooktown to Spencer Gulf 
would have, but ones-fourteenth of the white 
population to the west and northwest of it. 
.Such a handful arc the inhabitants of the two- 
thirds of the island continent nearest to Asia. 
To get to the seaports of eastern and south- 
eastern Australia, and to connect there with 
the passenger ships for Tasmania and New 
Zealand, steamers from Suez have to pass half 
round the not trifling expanse of Australia. 
This they must do to serve the needs of the 
four largest of the .Australian group. New 
South Wales. Victoria, Queensland, and .Yew 
Zealand, as well as oi little Tasmania; all these 
front on the Sonth Pacific, and are best reach- 
ed from /Xnierica. In the same ocean lie the 
Fijian isl.uids. a backward and as yet disap- 
pointing dejjendency, whose great fertility and 
remarkable beauty, nevertheless, assure it a fu- 
ture of importance. 

A line of communication, then, passing 
through Canada, b'iji. and .\'ew Zealand to the 
central jiort of c;isterii Australia, will thread 
and connect most of the chief self-governing 
colonies of the empire. Of the ail vant ages and 
attractions of the route more anon. In this 
])age let me anticipate the question — Why has 
not a route with these claims already super- 
seded, or, at any rate, rivalled, tiie noted and 
popular eastern liijes via Sucz^ The answer 
is simple enough, h'or many ye;irs the Suez 
route was the oidy one available. .More than 
half a century ;igo tiie enterprise of the Penin- 
sular and (Oriental company brought Australia 
into steam communication with Europe long 
before the American railways had pierced or 
climbed the Rocky Mountain.s and reached San 
Francisco. And even when San Francisco was 
linked with .\'ew ^'ork. a long interval was t(j 
follow before the Canadian Pacific railway 
financiers sm deil in their apparently des- 
])erate enterinisc and gained their goal at \''an- 
couver after winding throngh four ranges of 
mountains and laying rails across two thous- 
and miles of howling i)rairie desolation. Dur- 
ing that intervai Canada was not a possible 
line of transit. So. .Antipodean colonists who 
grasjied the importance of the I'acific route 
Iiad to look- t(.) W aslhngton. Thirty-five vears 
ago .\ew S(nilh Waler^ and .\ew Zealand open- 
ed negxjtiaticjus with I he .Vmerican government 
for a subsidized -nail service. .As a result a 
line 9^f steamens flying the Stars- and Stripes 
])lied for many years from San Francisco to 
Auckjand aiul Sydney, and the " 'Frisco Mail" 
became a houseliold word in .Australia. Fast 
the steamers — judged by present-day stan- 
dards — never v.-ere. i\Iore connnodious, not 
to say luxurious, they might lia\-e been. Hut 
they, or rather their route, did attract passen- 
gers, and, at their best, they enabled London 
letters to arrive at Auckland in thirty-one days 
from St. Martin's-lc Grand. Moreover, in the 
face of the .American tariff, they were directly 
and indirectly tiie means of fostering a consid- 
erable trade between the Stales and .Austra- 
lasia, The mail steamers did not always carry 
.this trade tlicmsclycs ; but , they carried the . 



men and the letters by which the trade was 
opened up and pushed on. oThey carried the 
American conmiercial travellers, touts, and 
wool-buyers who descended mj-^tTJ^ Trans-Pa- 
cific colonies to buy, and still more to sell. In 
1906 the trade between the United States and 
.Australasia had mounted to the respectable 
figure of £11,000,000. But the American Un- 
ion, as befitted a community in which Protec- 
tionism had reached its high water mark, con- 
ducted its trade with the colonies on the prin- 
ciple of selling as much as possible and buying 
in return as little as might be. A certain 
amount of high-class wool and of two' natural 
monopolies, kauri gum and New Zealand 
hemp, they found it convenient to take. Gen- 
erally, their object was to conduct a trade 
with a heavy baiance in their own favor. 'iMie 
figures for igofi show how well they succeeded. 
.At first sight these would seem to show that 
the Australian Commonwealth exported al- 
most as much to the States as it took from 
them. The Australian exports amounted to 
£4,338,000. B\lt of this no less th:in £2,195,- 
000 came under the heading of ' ^^pecie-gold." 
Comment is needless. Wool ranked next in 
value, formnig with copper the bulk of the ex- 
port. .'\s for .\'ew Zcalan;!, she sent to the 
States £(.qo,000 of merchandise, buying in re- 
turn about .£1,400,000 of .American goods. 

L'npopular as .American methods were iir 
.Australia and New Zealand, it lias only been 
within the last five years that any retaliation 
has been attempted. New Zealand led the way 
with the Preferential Duties Act in 1902, and 
now .Australia is following in her footsteps 
with a drastic measure. It may be too Uiuch 
to say that this last will destroy trade between 
.America and Australia, but the rapid expansion 
of that trade is not likely to contiiuic, and it 
may even find a difficulty in increasing at all. 

Australians, however, found Protectionism 
not the only unpopular clement in the Ameri- 
can connection. Steamers making for North 
America from the South Pacific have perforce 
to stop at 1-fonolulu m the Idawaiian group, to 
coal. There is no other stopping place and 
coaling station for a steamer traversing the 
vast expanse of the Northea.=tcrn Pacific. Now, 
in the 'nineties, the government at Washington 
stretched out a hand and seized the Hawaiian 
grouj). There was some ejfcuse' for this, inas- 
much as the archij^elago was in an uneasy state' 
and a certain amount of American capital had 
been sunk in it. liut the outcoine was peculiar 
and unpleasant for colonial shipping. .After 'a 
wdiilc tiie American navigation laws were ex- 
tended to Hawaii. This meant that the great 
stretch of open ocean, a8oo miles broacl, be- 
tween Honolulu and San Francisco, became 
legally part of the coastal waters of the United 
States — that is to say, no foreign vessel was 
allowed to carry cargo or passengers from one- 
American port to another across it. .At the 
time of this monstrous aggression u|)on the na- 
tural rights of ocean navigators, the San Fran- 
cisco steam service was being carried on con- 
jointly by an American and a New Zealand 
company. In obedience to the over- 
bearing enactment, the New Zealand 
company had to beat a retreat, leav- 
.ing the con'duct of the service entirely in, 
the hands of the Oceanic Steam Navigation 
companv of .San b'rancisco. Tins last-named 
corporation pro\ed. after some years, unecjual 
to the task'. Its ste;uners showed, more and 
more, signs of wear and tear, and it cr)mi)lain- 
cd that the subsidy given by the American 
government — some £69,000 yearly, though 
supplemented by certain payments by the col- 
onies — was insufficient to support a first-class 
service. 

.An attempt was made to induce Congress 
to increase the subsidy, but ocean subsii,lies 
have not been popular in the House ot Repre- 
sentatives of late years. The attempt failed, 
and earl\- in igo/ the S.in I'rancisco service 
came to an end. It maybe asked whj-_, if the 
.American mail service had gfown to be un- 
popular from a traders', and inconvenient from 
a passenger's point of view, it had not been 
supjjhuited by something belter i-unning by 
wav of \ ani'onvei'. The answer is that the 
colonies were n;iturallv very loth to abantlon 
steam connection \vith the L'nited States, or 
see the decease of a line which as a mail ser^ 
vice was excellent, however unsatisfactory it 
might have been in other respects. Moreover, 
there was also in its favor the strong argument 
that it connected with the rapid .Atlantic 
steamers between .\'ew ^'ork and l,iveri)ool. 
While the service l)etween Canada and (.ire.'it 
Britain remained for many years respectable 
merely, those great competitors, the Cunard 
and tiie North-German Lloyd, were engaged 
in establishing "world records" between the 
Mersey and Sandy Hook, .As late as seven 
vears a.go the Canadian liners were in the 
"habit of taking ten days to cross the Atlantic, 
while in toiniage and .splendor they could not 
stand a mouieiit's coinjiarison with their .\'ew 
A'ork ri\'als. Within the last few years we 
have .seen considerable progress made. Larger 
.steamers, making a speed of eighteen knots, 
now make the Canadian .Atlantic voyage pleas- 
ant enoug!) : but, of course, any inipn i\ enient 
thus effected has been thrown into the shark; 
b}' the gigantic ajtparitions of the l.usitania 
rind Mauretani;i. Xor can it be expected that 
]iassengers, to whom time is of more consider- 
ation than money, will c;ii'e to patronize boats 
making si.x knots less than these sea monsters. 

In the first place, then, the United Slates 
route between Great Britain and Australasia 
had a'very.long start indeed of any Trans-Can- 
adian project. In the next place, howe\-er tm- 
salisfactory on the I'acific side, it had always 
been mitcli faster aiul more liixitrious on llu- 
Atlantic; and lately the British Govcrnmcnti 



itself has paid an enormous subsidy to increase 
the disproportion of speed between the New 
York and Canadian routes. The Canadians, 
after a spirited effort to draw nearer to their 
rivals, have seen themselves thrown bGliIiiJ al- 
.mo^t as far as ever, and have to extract what 
satisfaction they can from the reflection that 
this latest handicap is due to British shij)- 
building skill, British seamanship, and British 
public money. Small wonder if, in a recent 
speech to a Nova Scofian audience, Sir Wil- 
liam Laurier thus ptit the case : 

"Wc have the shortest route across the 
ocean, namely from Liverpool to Halifax. _ At 
this moment the Lusitania is performing a 
magnificent service - between Liverpool and 
New York. She was built with British money, 
paid by the British g -vernment and voted by 
the British parliament. What we ask is that 
the British nation should do as much for Can- 
ada as it has been doing for the United States" 
(cheers.) 

The long delay in urging on the organiza- 
tion of a fast service with the .Antipodes by 
way of Canada is thus easily explained. In 
the .Atlantic Canada has had to face extraor- 
dinary competitors. l'"ven now the three Can- 
adian Atlantic lines of steamboats have to com- 
pete with five times as many companies run- 
ning to and from New York and I'.oston, be- 
tween which ports and Britain fifteen passen- 
ger steamers ply weekly on an average. More- 
over, the two cightcen-knot Canadian boats 
have to endure comparison with the Lusitania 
and Maurctania. Next, it must he remember- 
ed that the Canadian Pacific railway was not 
completed until November 18S5, fourteen years 
after the establishment of the San Francisco 
service with the .Antipodes. Again, stress 
must be laid on the natural desire of Australia 
and New Zealand to develop trade with so vast 
a potential market as the United States. It 
took many years of patient waiting and hope 
deferred to teach the colonists that the Ameri- 
can tariff makers will not open the door to 
Iiritish colonies. Now Australasians, like 
Canadians, have learned their lesson. 'I'he lit- 
tle glimmer of hope, fed by the Wilson tariff, 
was effectually extinguished by McKinley. 
The colonies are left frfee to act without any. 
tenderness for American feeling, and they are 
acting accordingly. But in the past there have 
been valid reasons for disregarding the ad- 
vantages of the All Red route, reasons which 
no longer exist. Thei^e, and not any insuper- 
able or monstrously costly natural- -obstadies, 
have been blocking the way. 

Before coming to discuss features and prac- 
tical details of the proposals now before the 
English and Colonial governments, a word is 
needed to dispose of the Panama bogey. Is it 
^the case that so soon as the Panama canal is 
opened, or very shortly afterwards, the All 
Red route must suffer an eclipse? The 
answer can be a curt "no!" — a simple and con- 
fident negative. It is true that the distance 
from Liverpool to .Auckland, by way of Colon, 
is a thousand miles less than by way of Van- 
couver. But three thousand miles of the Van- 
couver route will be covered by train at a 
speed more than dohhle that of any probable 
Panama steamers. If we allow reasonable 
time for coaling ami canal transit, eighteen- 
knot boats running via C(don would take 
I weiit3--se\ cn days between Liverpool and 
.Auckland. .Vcw Zealand. Why do 1 limit the 
.speed to eighteen knots? Because the burden 
of subsidizing the line would mainly fall on 
New Zealand, and New Zealand for at least a 
generation to come would not be able to afford 
to iiay for anything faster. • As a passenger 
line the Panama route docs not interest .Aus- 
tralia. Canada would have nothing to do with 
it: nor could the mother country be expected 
to helf) .\'ew Zealand alone to jjay for ocean 
gre}diouiids. \'er}- little,j^if any, hel]) cotdd be 
expected from Central America, Colombo, and 
Ticcpiador. They arc making progress 
doubtless, but, they are certainly not the most 
solid and atb'anced portions of Latin .America. 
.\'or is ]'",ngl;ind their mother, or London their 
commercial Mecca. During certain months of 
the 3-e;tr a I'anama route would be healthy en- 
ough, and enjo\' \-ery pleasant weather; during 
other months its passengers would run the 
risks of tropical storms and ga.sp in .sweltering 
heats. In any case it would offer the tourist 
but one sight — the canal. A worse route for 
sightseers could hardly be imagined. The I'an- 
ama canal is not >et finished. It is not likely 
to be finished for ten or twch'c years. When 
it is, its opening will not depose the .All Red 
route. 

To make the proposcil new imperial line of 
communication a success, its Atlantic steam- 
ers will have to rival the Lusitania and Maur- 
ctania in .speed, though they need not do so in 
.size. They must be capjible of steaming 
twenty-five knots, and actually ^vill have to 
make an average of twenty-four. Thirty-ei.ght- 
thousaiid-lon leviathans being out of the^ques- 
tion, can boats of half that tonnage comj^ass 
the needful speed? Shijibuilding experts say 
that there will be no difficulty about that. 
Whether the new boats would depart from 
Liverpool or from a west Irish port will be a 
point to be decided on by the Engli.sh- and 
Canadian governments in conference. It is a 
matter upon which the Imperial post office will 
probably have sonunhing to say. .Australas- 
ians will presuniabh' accept the decision of the 
Atlantic authorities. All that need be said 
here and now is that a band of enterprising 
and reputable English, Irish, and Canadian 
gentlemen arc understood to be willing to be- 
come the contractors of the .All Red line, ]h-o- 
vided the British port is lilacksod l!ay in Ire- 
land. Their proposals will doubtless receive 
due consideration. If, on the other hand', Liv- 



erpool be the port of departure, it is claimcfl 
that steamers thence would »reach Halifax in 
four days and eight hours. Halifax is natur- 
ally the Canadian port first thought of.^ In 
many respects- it would not be easy to find a 
better, and in the' winter months the All Red 
steamers must always make for it. In sum- 
mer a direct voyage to Quebec may be prefer- 
red. As Sir Thomas O'Shaughnessy has just 
pointed out, the. St. Lawrence route will always 
be the choice of the tourist. That would oc- 
cupy four days twenty hours, or five days six 
hours, and would cost more ; but it would take 
passengers right on to Quebec;, The time taken 
would differ according as the steamers round- 
ed Newfoundland on ./the northern or southern 
side. 

.As I\Ir. Clift'ord Sifton, speaking as an ex- 
perienced envoy, has lately well put it, the 
three objections usually taken to the passage 
from lingland to Canada may be summed up 
in the words : fo.g, ice and the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence. It is known that the more southern 
line followed from Liverpool to New York is 
beset with fogs. 'I'he ordinary i)assengcr, 
therefore, assumes that the routes to llalifa.x 
and Quebec, being further north, must he fog- 
gier still. The contrary is the case. The wes- 
tern Atlantic fogs are bred by the contact of 
the ice and ice watgr, drifted from the Arctic, 
with the warm waters of the Gulf Stream. 
Steamers bound for Quebec and Halifax pass 
to the north of the thickest of these mists. This 
is no random assertion. As ]\jr. Siflon pointed 
out, the Canadian government has made a full 
and careful series of scientific observations of 
the Atlantic fog-enemy. These have furnished 
as complete a .weather chart in this respect as 
could be required. The result is as interesting 
a?, to most peoplfe, unexpected. It shows an 
average expectancy of 3.12 per cent, of fog for 
the Canadian passages as against fully 8 per 
cent, for those to New York. Ice is a more 
serious difficulty. It will compel the steam- 
ers to make for Halifax during the winter 
months, and will sometimes oblige them, even 
in . the season when- they can make Quebec, to 
take the longer journey round Cape Race in- 
stead of the shorter passa.ge through the Straits 
of Belleisle. The difference between the two 
is a matter of 168 miles. AVith the route to 
Ilalit'a.x ice docs not interfere at all; nor of 
cour.se do the much exaggerated, dangers of 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence. Under this last 
head Mr. Sifton shows that in seventeen years 
only five steamers have been .stranded there. 
Three of the.se accidents were proved to be x\\\c 
to careless navigation ; only two to the natural 
difficidties of the highwa3^ The Gulf of St, 
l^awrencc, one may mention, is no half-known, 
mvsterious, problematical waterway. It car- 
ries a very large shipping trade. Every yard 
of it likely to' be passed by All Rtd steamers is 
accurate!^ known, and its risks., such as they 
are, have been greatly diminished by informa- 
tion and .scientific precautions. At but one 
spot, a place about 120 miles below Quebec, 
has any deepening to be done to enable the lar- 
gest sized steamboats to pass up at full speed. 
'J'his improvement is being carried out, and 
thereafter no obstacle will remain to hinder a 
twenty- four-knot vessel going at her best pace 
up to Quebec itself. 

The' width and depth of the Channel will 
be ample, and the curves nowhere short en- 
ough to be dangerous. 

As already slated, the seaway to Halifax is 
quite unimiieded with ice, nor do shoals in the 
(iulf of St. Lawrence concern it. Halifax in- 
deed has !)ut one drawback, which is the some- 
what unsatisfactory condition of the line of 
railway linking it with Montreal. This, how- 
ever, is easily capable of improvement, and wc 
have the assurance of the Canadian govern- 
ment that the improvement will be effected 
\vithbut delay. I'or the rest, the land journey 
presents no difficulties or drawbacks. It were 
snperfluiMi-; to jiraise the safety, speed, and 
comfort of this Canadian Pacific railway sys- 
tem. Nor need I detain the reader with a 
summary of the attractions of Canada for the 
tourist who is in no hurry. iM-om one end to 
the other, from .\iagara and the Montmorency 
h'alls to the Takakkaw ]'\-dIs in the Rockies; 
from the Jvock of Quebec to the glorjous cos- 
tal scenery of British Columbia, Canada is a 
1,111(1 of the picturesque on the grandest .scale. 
The sjjortsinan finds game without the draw- 
back <if fever; the invalid gains health without 
having to endure exile ainong men of alien 
speecii ; the Imperialist cannot spend a day 
without finding food for study, and, usually, 
for legitimate pride. 7\s a New Zealandcr I 
.should know something of natural beauty, es- 
pecially where lake, mountain, and forest are 
found in combination. I am bound to confess 
that for magnificence and extent many Cana- 
dian spectacles -are not to be surpassed by any 
land, however romantically lovely. 

Once arrived at Vancouver, wc begin the 
second and longer division of the sea-voyage 
to the .Antipodes. This escapes some of tiie 
difficulties which beset, or are su])posed to be- 
.set, the Atlantic system. Ice, shoals, and' fogs 
are things of thfc past; almost from the rnpmcn.t 
of leaving Vancouver the traveller Is in clear 
and usually brilliant air. Nor have steamboat 
contractors in the I'acific to face fierce compe- 
tition like that of the New A;''ork lines. At 
present, communication lietween .Australasia 
and North America is frankly of a second-class 
kind. .Australia and Canada subsidise a ser- 
vice carried on between Brisbane and Vancou- 
ver, which, owing to some recent improve- 
ments, is now expected to attain a speed of fif-' 
feen knots. PtUi from this Canada will now 
withdraw her grant.' New Zealand is served 
by slower liiu's, the chief object of which is to 
carry cargo. Obviously, thcii, there need he no 
question of demanding twenty five-knot boats 



for the Pacific section of the All Red route. 
Twenty-knot boats would introduce a-j-evolu- 
tioii, and even roomy boats capable of doifig 
nineteen knots would be so vast an improve- 
ment on recent conditions as to be thankfully 
welcomed by all reasonable people. Let us 
suppose, then, for the present, that the con- 
tracting governments are satisfied to require 
the actual performance of eighteen knots. 
Even then wc shall be told that the Pacific 
journey presents especial difficulties, The dis- 
'tance from Vancouver to Auckland' is 6,330 
miles, and to this must be added another 1280 
miles to Sydney. To make the voyage attrac- 
tive, steamers must halt both at Hawaii and 
Fiji for at least eight hours in each case, *As 
the passengers will demand at least a glimpse 
of these beautiful spots, the boats must manage 
to arrive in the morning both at Honolulu and 
Suva and leave in the evening. Again,' even if 
we assume that boats of eight thousand and 
nine thousand- tons will be large enough — as 
they probably will — they will need to carry 
ver_v heavy sitpplies of coal. • A steamer leaving 
A'aiicotn-er might require to have from three 
thousand to four thousand tons of coal on 
board, for the coaling arrangements at Hono- 
lulu arc provQkingly primitive. Further sup- 
plies could be got at Suva, but time would 
probably be too precious there to.allow more 
than a few hundred tons to be taken in. At 
iXuckland, of course, the arrangements arc 
good and coal pdentiful, -while, as for Sidney, 
nothing better could well be desired. A steam- 
boat actually covering eighteen knots an hour 
could reach Auckland from Vancouver in 16 
days, after allowing a few hours for mischances. 

If we assume that passengers and mails can 
be carried to Vancouver in eight days and a 
half from l\ngland, it means that Auckland is 
brought within tweuty-four days and a half of 
the mother country. For a halt there and the 
voyage to Sydney three days more must be al- 
lowed. Yet if Sydney could be reached in 
twenty-seven days even, Sydney will stand to 
gain some four days by the All Red routed In 
the case of New Zealand the gain will be very; 
much greater. For the last nine months New 
Zcalandqrs have been depending on the Suez 
liners to Australia for the conveyance of their 
mails. They do not at all. like the change; 
whereas formerly their San Francisco mail 
brought them their letters in thirty-one or 
thirty-two days, they arc now thankful to re- 
ceive them in from thirty-six to thirty-eight 
days. For them the All Red route would mean 
a reduction in their mail time of at least twelve 
days. In other words, it would reduce thtW 
distance from the mother country by the very, 
large proportion of one-third. 

I need scarcely add that the smaller colony 
of Fiji would also stand to gain very greatly. 
The beauties of l^iji arc, perhaps, not so widely 
famed as those of the Hawaiian archipelago. 
Indeed, it cannot show the sam^ widely fantas- 
tic and terrible volcanic features. ' But those 
travellers who know the wooded hills,' bright 
valleys, and sparkling streams of Fiji, its shin- 
ing beaches and blue bays, surf-beaten reefs 
and innumerable palmy islets, know that it is 
one of the most beautiful groups of the South 
Seas. ]\Ioreover, and that it is much to the 
purpose, it is healthy far above the average of 
tropical islands. Its natives, though not equal 
in intellect to the Hawaiians or- the Maori of 
New Zealand, are a bold, finely built, interest- 
ing race. At ever}- point, indeed, the voyage 
acro.^.s ilie Pacific to Sydney offers tempting 
halting-places to the tourist. New Zealand's 
various attractions are too well known to make 
any advertisement of them needful. Enough 
to mention that the .government of that new- 
made Dominion has of late years organized an 
active tourist department the object of which 
is to make smooth the path and pleasant the 
lot of the visitor to the mouniains, lakes, vol- 
canoes, geysers, warm springs, fiords, as well 
as the cultixated districts of the islands. OncG 
at Sydney, the voyager is not only in the most 
beautiful harbor of .Australia but' at the best 
starting-point for striking out to, reach the 
most characteristic scenery and most interest- 
ing colonising work of the continent. 

As an imperial mail service the All .Red 
route will be an indubitable advance. It should 
.save the chief cities of Canada two or three 
days. New Zealand twelve days, and eastern 
Atistralia four days. Such a line would be 
well worth a liig subsidy. As a i^assengcr line 
its advantages should be equally beyond cavil. 
The Atlantic boats should be up to the best. 
Cunard standard in all but size. The Pacific 
boats should be able to :carryj v eight hilndred 
passengers, two hun'dred iiid'^fifty of them iii 
the first class. Every year a very large num- 
ber of pas.sengcrs, English and colonial,' take 
the \'oyagc round the world. To many of 
these lime and \';iriety arc of more inijiortance 
than twenty or thirty pounds more or less. 
'Phis is not only the case with l)usiness men 
in a hurr3', or globe-trotters with well-filled 
pockets. Theaftimberii .'bfScblohists who- in 
]n-osperous yea.rs ; manage to find the money 
for a visit to the' old country is very consider- 
able. .They may have waited and saved for 
.many years to make the jouriu-.y "home"; but 
Avhen they do manage to get away at last they 
like to travel comfortably and fast. To save 
all j)ossiblc time is of the essence of their 
scheme ; they grudge every day that stand.5 
between them and England iandi;E«rop^^ 
fortnight more or less consumed -" 
.sometimes turns the scale and settles their de-: 
cision to go or stay at home. It is .safe, I think, 
to predict that part of the pa.sscnger traffic 
carried bv the All Red steamers will be new. 
Their .speed, comforts, and the attractions of 
the route will create business. The rest of the 
traffic will be diverted from the other lines. 
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HE Tokio correspondent of the 
London Times, writing under 
"date of February i, sava : The 
events of each successive year in 
Japan tend to coulirm tiie im- 
pression lliat lier iiulity is des- 
lined to diffci-, perhajis perma- 
nently, certainly for a long- peri- 
od, from the politics oi anv mod- 
ern Occidental state. "What constitutes the dis- 
. tinguishirig feature is the power wielded by the 
.".Elder Sbtesmen" (Genre), who, whether in 
office or out of office, have always to be reckon- 
ed 'with. These Genro arc the men who 
planned, directed, and presided over the birth 
of New Japan. Their record is unequalled, if 
not unparalleled, and the nation which pro- 
duced them should be proud of their achieve- 
ments and thankful for their ijuidancc. '] here 
are but six of these I'.lders living^— I'rinces Ito, 
Yamagata, and Uyania, Marcpiises inouve and 
Matsukata, and Count (_)kuifta. The last', how-' 
ever, deliberately separated himself from the 
group in order to become a partv leader, and 
for many years his counsels have'ceased to be 
sought by the throne. One other should be 
added to the list of- Elders,. Baron'''Shibusawa, 
Japan's leading merchant and banker. Wkh his 
name are_ associated many of his country's 
greatest financial measures, and, had he not 
abandoned the official arena 30 \-ears ago, in 
obedience to a conviction that n'laleriar devel- 
opment was the comitry's most urgent need, 
he -would now certainly stand on the saiuc poli- 
tical pinnacle with Ito, Yamagata, Inouye, and 
•*Iatsukata. But, being devoted solely to busi- 
ness, he is not reckoned among the Genro,* and 
has no lionnection with politics. The direct 
influence of the Genro is exercised in three 
ways: the emperor habitually consults them in 
the presence of any important national prob- 
lem : they arc an integral element of cverv 
council of state; and they sway a large major- 
ity in the upper chamber of Hio diet. Indi- 
rectly their influence is due to prestige which 
brings their advice into wide request, and to 
the fact that the ranks of officialdom include 
many who hSve sat at their feet and learned 
statecraft from theni; The Genro are not unit- 
ed in their political opinions. Prince Yamaga- 
ta is frankly conservative and has notiiing in 
common with party politicians. He represLMUs 
the military section of the state. J'rince Ovania 
is a soldier before everythitig, and politics'have 
no attraction for him. Prince Ito is,a man of 
j^%ny- sides. Equally great-jis a financier, a 
• constructive .slalcsman, and a politician, he be- 



lieves in party cabinets, but he stands too close 
to the throne to be a i^arty leader. ' Marquis 
Inouye is eminently a financier and an inter- 
national statesnuui, Me admits that party gov- 
ernment is the inevitable outcome of a consti- 
tutional system, but he would do nothing to 
hasten its advent, believing that the period of 
preparation can scarcely be too long, ^^arc|uis 
Matsukata has always devoted himself to fin- 
ance, and, while not unwilling to uuli/.e politi- 
cal parties, he seems to have only a moderate 
measure of respect for them, and no desire to 
promote their growth. 

Such are the men Avhose voice is ultimately 
conclusive in every national crisis. Again and 
again it has been proved that cabinets cannot 
govern without them. But. on the other hand, 
it has been equall}- clearly shown that they 
ilieniselves cannot adminster affairs without 
the co-operation of political parties. In the 
natural order of events time might be trusted 
to solve this problem by removing the Genro 
from the scene. But, on the contrary, time 
seems disposed to comjilicate matters bv re- 
cruiting the ranks of the (>cnro from tliose of 
the younger statesmen. Marciuis Katsura is a 
prominent illusli-ation. Ken(;wned solely for 
strategical ability until the conclusion of the 
\frar with China, he then showed, almost sud- 
denly, that his political talents were not less 
si.gnal than his mililarv. lie became a kind of 
link between the old .system and the new, lor, 
while walking hand in haiul with the Genro, he 
also fi)rmed a political party strong enough to 
hold the balance of power in the lower cham- 
ber. Thus his career closely reseiubles that 
Prince Ito, with one excepdon — namely, that, 
whereas the latter openly organized a party 
and, for some time, directing the movements of 
a party, has never publicly appeared as a party 
leader. Prince Ito is still morall_\- the captain 
of the Seiyu-kai and Alarcpus Katsura pulls the 
strings of the l)ai(lo_ Club, but both statesmen 
show their allegiance to the princiide of im- 
perial cabinets by eschewing visible association 
with jKirtics. Marquis Katsura may therefore 
be regarded as a new Genro; Count Kodama 
would certainly have been another had he lived 
to continue his brilliant career, and there are 
others on whose shoulders the mantle is evi- 
dently waiting to descend. 

This ccjinplicated state of affairs is reflected 
strongly in the story of recent ])olitical events. 
When the 1-Catsura cabinet went out of office 
after the restoration of [leace with Russia. i)ub- 
lic opinion plainly indicated Martpiis Saionii as 
thc_ new premier, for he combined the c(ualifi- 
cations of party support and Genro acquies- 



cence ; the former in his capacity of leader of 
the vSciyu-kai — incomparably the strongest 
party in ihc country — the latter in his associa- 
tion v.'itli iVince Ito, who had placed the Seiyu- 
kai under his direction. lUu, although the 
Seiyu-kai commanded 182 votes in the lower 
chamber, it had pot a working majority, and 
was liable' to defeat at any moment if the 
three ren-iaining sections joined forces in oppo- 
sition. Therefore Marrpiis Katsura's airl be- 
came essential, since it signified the allegiance 
of the Uaido Club, a political association cre- 
ated by him to hold, with its 60 votes, the bal- 
ance of power in the lower cluunbcr. That aid ; 
was given. .\ ."saionji cabinet came into offficc. 
It may be said to have represented all the facul- 
ties, for the premier hiiS'iself and five of his col- 
leagues were members of the Seiyu-kai, two 
portfolios (foreign affaiirs and education) were 
iield by independent statesmen, the remaining 
tw^o (finance and comnuuiications) were en- 
trusted to nominees of the (lenro, and the sup- 
I3ort of the Daido Club was promised by Mar- 
(|uis Katsm'a. In these circumstances the cab- 
inet niigbl be said to be invincible vis-a-vis the 
diet. Aiid so, indeed, it proved, for die budget 
not only passed, but also passed practically 
without dissent. This is an interesting fact, for 
by the budget thus unanimously approved the 
country was pledged to a large programme of 
productive and unproductive expenditure, 
spread o\-er a term of years and calling lor 
hea\-_\- annual approjjriatioqs in excess of the 
normal i'eveiuu\ M(.)reovcr, no resources to 
furnish such appropriations were in sight for 
more than two years, l^evertheless, the diet 
contented itself with an assurance from the 
minister of finaifcc that some means would 
eventually be found without recourse to either 
loans or increased taxation. It seems probable 
that this confident though scarcely provident 
programme was in part inspired by the eco- 
nomic atmosphere of the moment, for the uii- 
tion was just then in a mood of commercial and 
industrial buoyancy. -Vt all events the im])or- 
tant point is that every one of the four political 
sections forming the low er chamber voted in fa- 
vor of this large progranune, thus publicly 
writing themselves down as advocates of the 
expansion of armaments and of material devel- 
o]imcnt. riut between the carl\- spring of 1907, 
when this ])rogranune was adonled, and the 
autumn of the same year, when the budget for 
ri)0(S-() had to be drafted, monetary conditions 
alike in Japan and, in the Occident imderwenl 
signal change. Thclfinanqc minister, unable to 
float bonds at home for 'productive works, had 
^ to devote to this purpose surpluses already 



earmarked on account of the "programme," 
and further found that the ori.ginal intention of 
financing by means of treasury bills and note 
issues was iiTi])Ossible in view of the demoral- 
ized state of the market. Nothing offered ex- 
cept to cut down the '"programme." But 
Avhere to apply the knife? Naturally the. col- 
umn of unproductive outlays invited the chief 
elisions. There, however, a strong power in 
the state, the military party, stepped in and im- 
posed its ^■cto. A deadlock ensued, ami a cab- 
inet crisis appeared imminent, when Marfpiis 
Katsura, accepting the role of mediator, elab- 
orated a programme of nuUual concessions, the 
nnlitary party consenting to certain post[5one- 
menls on its side of the "[)rogramme," provided 
that the civil party made a corresponding sac- 
rifice, and both parties agreeing to'an increase 
of indirect taxation. Here, then, an exit from 
the dilemma was found and the horizon grew 
clear again. Ilut the jirestige of the cabinet 
surferecl. In the lirst place, it w-as obliged to 
violate its pledge of not increasing the taxes, 
ano. in the next, it stood confessed as unable to 
discharge its functions without reference to the 
Elder .Statesmen. Moreover, on the vcrv eve 
of the introduction of the budget in the lower 
chamber, another serious complication oc- 
curred ; the ministers of finance and communi- 
cations agreed to compile a supplementary bud- 
get making provision for railway work which 
involved a total expenditure of 134 million yen 
spread over a period of 12 years, ft still re- 
mains to be explained how the conception of 
ibis large additiohal outlay coidd be reconciled 
with the terms of the Katsura. compromise, but 
certainly the two ministers believed it to be re- 
concilable. The Elder Statesmen,, however, de- 
clined to take any such view, and once again a 
crisis occurred, with the result that the cabinet 
resigned en bloc. Doubtless this resignation 
would h.'ive been ;iccc])tcd had any competent 
statcsn-ian been willing to take over the reins 
of administration. But no one was willing: for 
three reasons; lirst, that the Katsura com])ro- 
mise represented the oidy financial programme 
immediately feasible; secondly, that with the 
Seiyu-kai in opposition the lower house would 
have been unmanageable; and, thirdlj% that a 
change of ministry while the diet was actually 
ii-i session would have entailed many incon- 
\'enienccs. Therefore the Emperor, acting on 
the advice of Prince Ito, ordered the cabinet to 
remain in office, but accepted the resignations 
of the niinisters of fina'ucc and coiununncations. 
■These were precisely the nunislers who repre- 
sented the Genro in the cabinet, and thus the 
curious anomaly arose that, in consequence of 



the Elder Statesmen's objeqiibn' to a certain ■ 
moditicatioh, their own iibmiriees,; ' who were 
directly and solely responsible for the nio'^ifica- - 
tion, had to resign. 

- It should be recalled that the Saionji cab- 
inet is the closest approximation to a party cab- 
inet hitherto organized in Japan, the. Premier 
himself being die leader of tiie Seiyu-kai and 
the cabinet owing its position in the house of 
representatives mainly to the support of-tliat-;' 
party. Yet at every crucial stage of tfiis cabf 
inet's cai^eer it has ' had f accept ';the coun- -- 
scls of the Genro. 

The issue of the situation was- perhaps its 
strangest feature. Weakened and discredited, 
the cabinet offered a tempting target for altack. - ~ 
But under what banner was the revolt to^be 
.led? In the iov/er house three parties were at 
'heart hostile to the Seiyu-kai— namely, the 
I-rogressionists (89 vote's); the Daido Club 
(60)^ and the Yuko-kai (p). If these three 
combined, they would constitute a formidable 
i)pi)osilion to' the Seiyu-kai's -182 members'. 
Such a combination seemed •impossible, how--' 
ever. For, if the I'rogessists joined hands with-\.' 
the Daido Club. the>- would be discarding the 
fundamental principle of their existence \iy'\j^ 
he!])ing to overthrow a party cabinet and to set^'"' 
up in its place an imperial ministry. If the>:^ 
Daido Club joined hands with the Yuko-kai. 
they would be condemning the financial policy 
which their own leader had suggested. And if 
the combination of the three succeeded in over- 
throwing the cabinet, they could not by any 
possibility co-operate to support its auccessoV, 
Nevertheless they did unitfe ~ for . the assaulfc 
The Progressists showed themselves ready- to- 
enter any camp arrayed against the ministry;

A Thirtir- Year Work. Now Nearing CompletiohT^' ' 




HF< Achipvoment of the 
Iludaon Tunnels" is the 
title of an liitcrostlnR 
Illustrated arlii-lo by 
Mr. Louis K. Van Nor- 
man ill the April itsiie 
of Ijic Amorioaii Re- 
view of Reviews. The 
Klory bcginsi a third of 
a century ago, in 1S7'1, when De AVitt 
Clinton Ha^ilclns, a western railroad 
riianr-iwlth however, no particulur 
training - aa- an engineer — started the 
enterprlsp and aotuaUy began the con- 
sti;uption. of';a .brick-wall tunnel from 
the prbsont" Hoboken terminal. He 
orsanized, with himself as prosideni 
ami manager, the Hudson Tuimel 
.Railroad Company, with a capita! of 
510,000,000. One or two serious acci- 
dents and some legal and financial 
fliiilculties interfered with Ihe prop- 
ress of the work, until, in lltOi;, thi 
New York <)t Jer.«ey Railroad Com- 
T)aiiy, under Jlr. McAdoo, began scr- 
ioii.s work. Tht; next year this wat 
UKTijed with the Hudson Maidiat- 
tan Railroad Company, and still later 
u corporation under thu name of the 
]Ind.-on C^ompanles was formed le 
conduct tho eonstruolion and real es- 
tate operations for the railroad com- 
pany. The financing of the enter- 
j)rlse has been done liy Harvey I'lsl; 
& Sons by Issuing and selling bonds, 
and it is estimated that $70,000,000 
will liavo be^n expended wlien the 
entire work" ia completed. 

The tunnel system really consists 
of four sections, all of which are con- 
nected' directly witli tho other princi- 
pal transportation lines on both the 
New York and Nc^w Jersey side's of 
the rlvei". The first section, that r.ov.- 
open to the public, consists of a twin- 
tube tunnel extending from HoboUen, 
N.J., with the entrances near tlie ter- 
■rainal of the Lackawanna Railroad, 
to Si;ctli avenue and Nineteenth street, 
New York. This section enters Man- 
hattan Island opposite Morton street 
and proceeds eastward and northeast- 
ward through the heart of the shop- 
ping district, with seven stations at 
frequent, intervals along Its route, to 
Sixth avenue und Thirty-third street, 
where the great new Penn.^ylvania 
station is building. It will be known 
as the North Tunnels. The South 
Tunnels, which are now completed tn 
within a few hundred feet of the New 
York side, extend from Cortland and 
Fulton streets to Jersey City, where 
a large' terminal station has t>c9n 
hewfi out, of 'solid rock eighty-five feet 
beneath tho present structure of the 
Fennslyvania Railroad utatlon. A sta- 
tion 160 feet in length, with ap- 
proaches 1,000 feet long and with 
great elevators reaching tho surface 
at the terminus of the Penn.slyvania 
Railroad trains, i.s already almost 
complete. The fljlrd section Is a 
transverse tunnel running along the 
New Jersey shore of the Hudson and 
connecting tho Hoboken . terminal 
with that In Jersey City. Along its 
line it will make connections with the 
.Hrie and Pennslyvania Railroad sys- 
tems and with all tho local transpor- 
tation lines betwt'cn the two termin- 
als. At the proposed Erie terminal 
the tunnel station is nearer to the 
train-shed than the entraiico to the 
ferry. Tho fourth section of tho system 
is a branch line punning from tho ter- 
minal under the Penhsly^'an^a station 
in Jersey City to NS'wark. This 'sec- 
tion extends underground for a dis- 
tance under the most crowded section 
Of Jersey City,' coming to tt)e surface 
In the outskirts, and the trains will 
use the .tracks of the Pennslyvania 
system to Newark. WHien the electri- 
fication of the local train service of 
the Penslyvania is completed It will 
be possible for a resident of Newark 
to take an elfctric train and without 
change in twenty ininule.s to reach 
tile business section or the heart of 
tho shopping and theatre district In 
New York. Finally, a spur runs from 
Sixth avenue near the C'hrlstoi)her 
street station ca.stward under Ninth 
street to connect with the subway 
near Astor Place. The entire s.ssteni 
will operate when completed some 
tw'entM'' miles ot railroad. 

Remarkable Engineering Feat. 
When In 1902 Charles M. Jacobs, a'3 



diicf ongineor, ^isvislecl by J. Vipond 
Uavies, took charge of the v.'orU, only 
a fow hundred feet of tho old Haskliis 
tunnel had been constructed. Tho tun- 
neling proper had to be done through 
the silt forming the bod of the Hud- 
son and the rock on tho Jersey and 
Manhattan shore." — the former, while 
easier to bore through, presenting at 
times even greater difficulty than the 
latter. This silt, a deposit caused by 
the erosion of the rocks in the upper 
river, while nejlher a clay nor a mud, 
as these' term.s are generally under- 
stood, posseses tljo unmanageable 
qualities of both these subslance.s, 
and, when .saturafed with water, li. - 
;omcs as dirticult to handle as any 
lulcksand. At first tho method of ex- 
avation behind a shield was pursued, 
JUt finally American ingenuity and 
ntorprlde as well as the desir.; for 
'ai)id work thougli out a schi-nu! of 
idvancing by closing the shield doors 
ind pushiiLg ahead without e.xcava- 
iion. In this way pluiionieual rates 
■ f i)rogr>':.s vore ncoi'ded — a.-; nuicli 
IS .-I'vonty-t wo feel lu twenty-four 
lours tlirough the clay and ten or 
iweivo feet tlirougli tho rocU. This 
nethod ot excavation by the upplluncu 
<tiown aH the Greathead shield, an ap 
pliauce which has niado possible tlie 
•:oii -itrLi-tloii of the dozen ' or moi'o 
iiinnols now constructed or In process 
if construct In under tho waters 
around Manhattan Island, was intro- 
luced just before the time Mrissrs. 
Jacobs and Davles took charge of the 
work. 

The Shield. 

This .slileld. which is one of the 
greatest invention.^ in constructiou 
machinery of tlie pa^;t lialf century, 
resembles in appearanci' a great iron 
drum built of heavy steel plates. In 
the head of the drum, wlUch is known 
as tho diaphragm, there are doors for 
the passage of the workmen and tlic 
withdrawal of the clay and other ex- 
cavated material. Tho upper edge ot 
the drum Is a cutting knife, which 
goo.^ through tho hardest material 
when the shield is driven forward by 
the pressure from hydraulic jacks, 
holding up tho river us it goes with 
compressed air, while the waste ma- 
terial is removed. The upper portion 
of the drum, which extends backward 
over that portion of the tunnel tube 
which has been completed, known as 
tho "tail of the shield," forms the jiro- 
tection for tlie men who arc setting 
up the iron castings, ring by ring, and 
making tho tunnel proper. Immedi- 
ately back of the head is the great 
crane, or "erector," which picks up 
tho castings and holds them In place 
while they are bolted together. Tho 
entire work is carried on under air 
pressure, which is made possible by 
placing in tho mouth of tho completed 
tunnel, some distance in the rear of 
the shield, a solid bulkhead, in which 
are fitted and placed alr-locks, through 
which the workmen and materials 
pass to the work at the shield. Thus 
tho completed tunnel advances. 

The tunnels themselves are made 
up of iron castings bolted together 
and , set in place consecutively as the 
boring shield opens the way for them. 
These iron caatings, or steel rings, 
are in most places covered with a 
coating of concrete, so that the Inter- 
ior of tho tunnel Is amooth. The tubes 
themselves are slightly over i fifteen 
feet in interior diameter, ana they 
pass under tho Hudson at a depth 
varying from sixty to ninety feet be- 
neath the surfaci! of llio water, while 
between the roof of tlie tunnel and 
the river bed the mass of earth and 
rock varies in extent from 'fifteen to 
forty feet. The magnitude of the 
work can bo appreciated wlien the 
depth of the tunnels helow tlie river 
bed is remembered. The keel of one 
of the largest of tho ocoiin liners pus- 
sing ui) the river at low tide would 
still be from thirty to forty feet above 
the top of the tunnel. The tubes con- 
taining till.' tracks arc entirely separ- 
ate and (in tho northern section now 
complete) are about thirty feet apart 
for the greater part of their distance 
under the river. 

Vast Terminal Buildings. 
Tho terminal buildinKs of the tun- 
nel system, located In the lower part 



of Manhattan Island, extending for 
two .-olid blocks, are another triumph 
of engineering. These twenty-two 
story twin buildings, connected l).v a 
bridge over tho intervening street, 
emitain iirobalily the largest amount 
of oflice space of any buildings or 
group of contiguous buildings in the 
world. They will comfortably accom- 
modate a. population of 10,000. To 
construct tlieni in that part of Man- 
hattan Island,, where traffle Is heav- 
iest, -was a remarkable feat. Before 
t\\c superstructure could be oven be- 
gun, an Immense cofferdam Inclosing 
the entire space of two sciiuire blocks 
(lill'xiliO feel) had to be sunk under 
air pressure throu.gh the uater-bear- 
ing soil and the si)ace between, to tlu; 
dejitli of from seventy-live to nlnety- 
<'ight feet, e.Kcavatod. Upon the foun- 
dation rock the caissons and other 
(•(•iiere'lo fonndalions of the building 
wire I'laced, none of tho .surrojinding 
structures nor Die tratllc. on the in- 
lervening sheet being interfered with 
in the meaiiwliile. 

Thirty feet below street level are tli;- 
(racks of iho el(<etric trains, which 
come in through the tubes from New 
.Jersey ;ind vcurve around fi.ir llie re- 
turn trip. Tdiere will be live *'■■>'•'■-■■ 
Willi jilatfornis i.ni both sides of ea<'li 
track, and train.-; will depart on Ihreo 
ininule.s' iieaciway. The entrances to 
the building and to the trains will bn 
on one siile, and the exits on llie 
other, so that there will be no crowd- 
ing. 'I'lie gri\-it capacity of the sta- 
tion platl'iinns and an ingenious cal- 
culator for loading and unloading Ihi' 
cars will enable tlie railroad manage- 
ment to haniile at this terminal sta- 
tion l.ono per.-^cnis a. minute, or .'iOO,OI)0 
during tho clay. The lines of railway 
will connect with tho Subway and tho 
elevated roads, and an extension by 
footpath to Broadway will enable^ 
passengers to take the surface cars 
as well. The vast concourse, with 
ticket offices, bagg^ace rooms, and 
other railroad parapnarnalia, makes 
up the next iloor. At the street level 
the office stories begin. 

Tho Men. 

One of the most Interesting and 
highly creditable features of this great 
enterprise! is tlie niod(>sty of tho men 
who are carrying It through. With 
the proneness of the newspapers and 
the general public to connect a great 
enterprise with the name of one of ..s 
leading spirits, the Hudsons Tunnels 
have been known for the past fi:w 
years as tho McAdoo Tunnels. Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, tho Tenpesee lawyer 
who took up' this projectlwhen it had 
twice failed, and by tho force of his 
organizing ability and tho strength of 
Ills personality carried it to coraplo- 
tlon. Is so rnodest that his lirftt and 
most emphatic reference to the sub- 
ject In conversation or for publication 
Is a request to "cut out my personal- 
ity In connection with the enterprise.'' 
As a matter of fact, tlie work has 
been accomplished through tho skill, 
perseverance and devotion of a dozen 
men whoso names are not generally 
known. Walter G. Oaknian, president 
of the Hudson Companies, a railroad 
and linanclal man of long experience 
and actual head of the construction 
company which is doing the work; 
rllny Flsk and Williani H. Harnum, 
of tiio banking house of Harvey Fisk 
it Sons, whose financial acuinen and 
faith in the future ot the enterprise 
has made It first of all possible; 
Charles M. Jacobs, one ot the keenest 
and most experienced engineers now 
living, who Is a consulting export 
also for the Pennslyvania tunnels, 
and who, with J. Vipont navie.^, dep- 
uty chief engineer, has pushed now so 
nearly to completion the grc^at en- 
gineering features of the enterpriijc ; 
to lliese men must be ;iscrihed tho 
credit of the great Hudson Tunnel 
system. Other men. williout whoso 
co-operation the work could not have 
Lieeii comiileled, are: L. R. .Stillwell 
and Hugh ila-^elton, the electric en- 
Biiu-ers; ,1. \'.'nr \'lec-k. mechanical eii- 
giiiec r, and l-Cenyoii H. Conger, whose 
Miaiiapc-inenl ami exiiloitatioii of the 
gri'.il loiTiiinal buildings is iiote- 
u'ccrtliy in its thoroughness and in the 
novel features it presents.

with bulky aiipendicrs on all subjects, 
from intelli,gence reports as to the 
Afghan ■■irmy to a list of tlie officers 
killed in the campaign. Like all good 
mllUar.v hooks sliould Ije, it is copious- 
ly intcrlea\'ed with admiraldy-executed 
maps that should prove Invaluable 
to students and a well -selected series 
of photographs gives one a vivid ide.i 
of the difficulties of tlie chuntr.v over 
which the trooiis iuid to operate. 

In the descriptions c.f llie campaign 
tho authors do tuii indulge- in an.s- 
purple passages, and e\-en the most 
tempting occasions cannot lead them 
to slialie off their resei'\-e. That will 
be a dlsariiiointment to some, liut il 
lias its advant.'iges I'lir those who wish 
not to be tlirilled. but to un.lersta nd. 
Clearness and lucidity have lieen the 
ends aimed nl, and so well hax'e tliev 
been attaiiied that one is able to se(> 
for the first time, not as a series of 
detached and vivid inc idents, but as 
a complete whole, the loiu;- luirh-- 
burly of lighting that i-age,] alioiil liie 
Indian borders some thirty years ago, 
beginning with the Amir's inlriguing 
Willi Russia In 187S and continuing 
tlnough the massacre of Cavagnari's 
mis.sion, the occupation of Kabul, thu 
confused fighting about the Sherpur 
c.-uitonment, the disastrous defeat at 
.\Iaiwand, and the daring march of 
lloberts from Kabul to Kandahar, 
^vhicli lesulted In the utter defeat at- 
Ayub Khan. 

It is all the more Important to have 
an authentic account even after" tho 
lapac of 'SO many years, tor it Is no 
exaggeration to say that tho critics 
have spilt as much Ink over the battles 
us the soldiers spill blood in th.'-m. 
The average la\'niaii was ipiite .-atls- 
fic'd, and rlghtl.v so, with the final rc>- 
sult. for the campaign i.-i one of the 
most brillJant on record; but llie, 
whole liorde of professional tacticians 
and strategists took sides as to 
whether the means employed were I ho 
best, and tho din of controversy has 
not yet died away as to wlio was re- 
s)ionsiI)Ie for the blundering that lost 
the guns in the Cliardeh valley, 
whether Itoberts was riglif. in aban- 
doning Kabul and the!

In this volume all thesp questions 
are discussed fully, Impartiallv, and 
one hopes, finally. On the whole, tho 
pnint of view adopted is that of Lord 
Rcdierts lilmseif In his "Fortv-ono 
^ears in India," though the question.'^ 
are di.sciissed more technically and 
with greater detail than In a volume 
intended for general readers. In the

It will be remembered 
that at the time It was niidertaken. 
and until a ci'usliiiig defeat liad beeu 
InfUcled on Ayiib Khan at Kandahar 
itself, the movement was coiulcemned 
in no measured terms by military cri- 
tics, its originators being judged to 
have acted in coiiipjele ilisregaicl of 
the principle of in i 1 itai'.e.- scieMU'e. Willi 
trooips, however, traine^d aucl (>[|ui|)ped 
as were Ihose selected for the under- 
laking, n commander may, humanly 
speaking, nntlcl])ate success In any 
enterprise." 

Dining the scheme undoubtedly was. 
bill in llio e.M'cntlon nothing was left 
to chance, and tho patient elaboration 
of minute details . and precautions to 
guard against every emergency, as re- 



vealed In those pages, .show a true gift 
of gonerakshlp — a gift totally incom- 
prehensible to those who imagine sol- _ 
dicring to rcqulro no higher qualities 
than the physical courage demanded 
for a cavalry charge or a forlorn hope. 

Tho Kandahar march was a great 
success, Malwand 'ivas a terrllxlc de- 
feat,, and the contrast belween the 
■two .In this volume la immensely valu- 
abln. It is the first comprehensive 
e;1.saor!plioh or the 'battle that one has 
read, and tho narrative, carefully 
pieced together from the' reports of 
survivors, BIves^a coherent account of 
practically every Iriolflenf of the fight. 
The whole affair eecrns to have been 
badly handled from tho first. Tho 
reports of tho intelligence department 
were hopele.-sly inadequate both as 
regards topography and tho move- 
ments of the enomj', while Burrow's 
force was too weak and exhausted 
to face a job like tackling Ayub 
Khan's trooiis. Tlic scouting, too, 
was faulty; thero was reckleaspesa 
when thero should have been ca'ution, 
and apathy when initiative might 
have saved the day. The ghazis, on 
the other hand, charged home with a 
fanatical bravery thatjias rarely been 
equalled. Even then th'i^ BrUisli might 
have retrieved tho day Init for the 
crnuipllng up of an outlaying force of 
infantry. ^ 

"Had the infantry line stood Urm 
th(! charge must have failed, but with- 
out waiting I'or the oneiuv to close the 
two detached comiianies of Jacob's 
Rilles, which liael sufferod so severely 
tlireiugliieut the day, suddenly gave 
wa;i-. and wore followed almost Ini- 
medi;itel,v afterwards by the (.Irena- 
diei's. Tlie nit;p of tlio hitter regi- 
ment, rising to their feet, attempted 
to foTTii sciuare on tho left, but In tin: 
cnnfnsioii of the movement tho at- 
teniiel failed, and the .=!ni;ill''numbor ot 
ofticei's were i)t'Werless to steady the 
me;i. 

".■\t this ni.iineiil," rejiorts Hrigadier- 
Oeiier;'.! Hurrows, "iho infantry gave 
way, and, commencing on the left, 
rolled upon tlie fiCth, forming Si help- 
less crowd of panic-stricken men." Tlie 
"ghaKls" closed on them, and for . a 
little space bayonetted and shot them 
without resistance." 

Tlio cavalry failed to charge home 
after this, and, though tlio gallant 
stand of the lifith did soniothing to 
redeoiii the day, the disaster 'ivas a 
hideous one, There are times when 
success is Impossible, but - It is the 
end of a knowledge of tho science of 
war to reduce theae occasions to a 
niininuim^ and this book in Its revela- 
tion ot the dangers to be avoided and 
tho qualities to be developed should 
prove of enormous value to those who 
art! to lead in the future. 
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Ignorance of India 

PEAKING at a meeting of 
the Indian section of the 
Royal Society of Arts In 
London the other day. 
Lord Curzon said that 
the u.iabashed and at 
times absolutely appal- 
ling ignorance of India 
In Ibis country was es- 
pecially marked in rela- 
tion to the Indian states. There was 
nothing quite like those states, wheth- 
er regarded from a constiuitional or 
a pictuosciue or a romantic ^aspect. In 
the whole, world., WiUtiii their borders 
could be observed th'o most startling 
contrasts between the old and tho 
new. Another charasteristic was that 
they were dear to tlie pooplo. because, 
to use an Engll.sh phrase, they were 
racy of the soil, summing up as they 
did all that was beaiitlful and vener- 
able In the past. They were valu.ible 
for the scope they afforded, greater In 
many respects than. In British terri- 
tory, for the employment of native 
talent, and usually Jhey were admin- 
istered at les.'i cost than BritUh dis- 
tricts. The a.ccurate and comprehen- 
sive survey of the hi.-itory of the states 
which Sir D. Rarr had given had con- 
stituted a record of adv.ancoment 
which it would be hard to parallel in 
any clvilizod country during the same 
Iiorioel. In the old days the states 
were looked upon as a sort of vague, 
unmanage;ihle iiienaco, which It was 
wise to keep weak", as they might be- 
come dangerous if strong. .Step by 
step tills policy had been siipi'rs.-deii, 
and tli(' states liad heconie partners of 
Fmiiire. Although many of thcni werc> 
still in a li.'ickward condition, on the 
wlieile< then- had been a very gnwt 
forward iiKiveiiieiit In the standards of 
administration, and In I'ospeet to some 
institution.^, sucli as liospitals and 
museinns. these were sfate-s that set 
an example to ourselves. In tracing 
Ibe cau-ies feir this progressive ad- 
vance. Lord Cur/.on jiaid a high tri- 
bute to the personal character and 
capacity of manv of the chiefs, parti- 
cularly nienlioKing, l-.y way of illus- 
tration, the|Nizam of Haldarabad, the 
Mabarajah of Mysore, tlii! Maharajah 
Sclndia of Gwaiior, and others. He 
ahso spoke of tho many lilgli qualities 
required for succes.s in the post of 
political resident, and '^iaid that they 
wfre exhibited by such officer.^ as .Sir 
David Burr and Sir Donald Robertson. 
Any proposal to abolish tho system 
of resident political officers would no- 
where excite more disfavor than In the 
states themHelve.-!, both on the part 
ol priiici' and pcoiile. In emphasizing 
the- iinpe eriance of the proper educa- 
tion and training of the chiefs. Lord 
Cin-zem said that thero were three al- 
te-rnali\e- methods — the first, that of 
appejinling a tutcjr, was open to the 
id i.je e-i ieen llial the young man remained j 
in the- stale- and diel neet gain the bene^- | 
tits elf e-eintae; with \e>iitlis of his own j 
c-lass obt.iiin. ble hy tin- .-e-e!oiid uietliod, j 
I tlial ot being sent to the c-hlefs' col- j 
leges in India. The third alternative | 
was to lu-ing llie youth to this country 
fiiv study at one o.- other of our great | 
piililie' schools. lie thought that this | 
method had \'ery scricnis drawbacks. 
since> it exposed the young chiefs to 
tiie gri-at danger of lii-coiiiing so much 
of an I'^nglislimar. a.-' to be- too Mttle 
of an Indian. (Clicors). He hoped 
it would remain the policy of tlii! go\-- 
erninenl of India to encourage tlie 
education of file chiefs in their own 
country, rather than outside It. In 
conclusion, he observed that tho Indian 
states were a valuable element In 
Indian life, and contributed to tho sta- 
bility of British rule, CChoers). lu 
respect to them. It wa.s most desirable 
to preserve the status quo, and to do 
everything wo could to niake their 
administration progrtisaive and 'stroiig, 
giving the chiefs scope for the exer- 
• cise of their patriotism. He was cer- 
tain lhat in any emergency of Empire 
wo might rely with steadfast conO- 
doncp on their loyalty and devotion. 
(Chee-rs'l.

The Gentle 
Reader, in the course of his life, goo.-; 
now and thou Into the country, and 
sees live Jjlgs, and live hens. He 
contemplates them with sati.sfaction 
tinged with contempt, for ne-ithor the 
pig nor the hen is a romantic creature. 
Nevertheless, there is some comfort 
in tho knowledge that the i-arth con- 
tains a republic of pigs and a nation 
ot hens, whoso noble souls are heroi- 
cally concentrated upon tlie suldhiie 
duty of supplying tlie healthy Brllou 
with a perpcjtual procession of raslic-rs, 
more or less thin, and eggs, more or 
U!ss fresh. 

As tlio Briton cats his bacon and 
eggs, Ills heart is touched with syni- 
Iiathy, and even at limes with pit.\', 
for tlu! modest hen and the .himibie 
pig- But, as he reads his newspaper 
hi! dues not shed a tear over the suf- 
ferings of the Journalist who sheds' his 
last drop of ink, while ISngland Is. 
asleep, in order to amuse Bngland' 
when she Is awake. I think this \a 
unjust. After all, Is not a Journalist 
worth, at least,' one pig and, at least, 
two roosters? I mildly protest against 
the callous Ignorance -and brutal in- 
difference of the Gentle Reader. I am 
tempted to deny that the reader has 
any right to the courtesy title of- "gen- 
tle." i do not know the name of the 
"llttor.v gent" who Uivented this men- 
dacious epithet. He must have been 
a coward and a toady. Ho must have 
been born In the golden, Byronic age, 
wjien authors were regarded as being, 
even as the actors, "rogues and vaga- 
bdnds." Nowadays, of course, all 
actors and all authors and all jour- 
nalists are gentlemen. I submit that 
it would be more fitting to speak of 
tho "fientle Author" or the "Gentle 
Journalist" than of the "Gentle Read- 
er." I often receive charming letters 
from Gentle Readers; but I alse.i often 
receive letters which hover on tho 
brink of brutality. Being ,a veteran 
in the art of foreglveness, I never per- 
mit myself to speak of the Brutal 
Reader, although I know that, if I 
wore to do so, I should bo guilty of a 
violent understatement. 

Tho otlier day the Tribune died, 
after celebrating its birthday. It was 
tt gallant death, almost as gallant as 
the death of Hereward tlie Wake. I 
like gallant deaths. To die after 
celebrating your birthday Is almo.-3t as 
gallant as to be born after celebrating 
your death. Nobody knows how or 
where donkeys die, and no one has 
ever seen a dead donkey. Men ought 
not to die like donkeys. They ought 
to die In ix' blare and blaze of exult- 
ant triumph. That being the case, 
newspaper.^ like the Tribune, which 
are not written by donkeys, ought not 
to die like donkeys. Their death 
ought to be as joyously defiant as their 
life. Their last trumpet .-ihould 
sound a fanfare ot victory. 

When the Tribune died so gaily and 
so gloriously, did tlie welkin ring with 
the sobs ot tho Gentle Reader'' I 
fear ho was like the little girl in the 
nur.sery riiynie. He was "most un- 
usual calm. Ho did not give a single 
damn." He did not think one sad and 
sorrowful thought about the grey 
ghosts who wrote the Tribune, lino- 
typed It, stereotyped It, printed It, 
rendezvoused it, and published it. 
What has become of all lltose mute, 
inglorious heroes? How and where 
are they turning their brains Into 
bread, and their hcarta. into butter? 
Was there room for them In Fleet 
street? Ihn-e thev become keepers of 
crown Ji!wels'.' Are they vendors of 
a new theology'.' Alack! where are tlie 
scribes ot yesterday? 

The tragedy, of the journalist is 
the fact that he has no fixity of ten- 



ure. Today ho may be suffering from 
what my friend Mr. Locke, in tho Be- 
loved Vagabond, Justly characterises 
as "affluenza." Tomorrow ho may be 
in a ddss-housc. X may explain that 
I am referring to tho higher ranks of 
Journalism, 'for In Journalism there is 
always plenty of room at tlic bottoui. 
I know that Scottish Journalists 
preach prudence, providence and par- 
simony to journalists of other nation- 
alities. But Scotsmen can afford to 
b(! provident, prudent and iiarsimoni- 
ous, because you cannot borrow 
money from a Scotsman. When a 
Scotsman saves money it is safe; but, 
when a journalist who is not a Scots- 
man sa\'es mone.v, I fear it is not 
quite safe. He Invariably lends It 
to other journalists. Tho conse- 
quence Is that In b^lcet street there are 
journalists who live by lending to one 
man and borrowing from another. In 
tlieso circumstances, it is more! pru- 
dent to spi!nd your money before il 
can be borrowed, for yon have at 
least tlie pleasure of spending it your- 
self on yourself. i 

I once knew a .Scotsman who was 
sorely afflicted with a conscience. He 
came to me on one occasion In tears. 
He was holding a visiting card In his 
hand; 

/''I know," '.-iahl he, "this man wants 
to borrow money. I know he will 
drink It. What am I to do'.'" 

1 looked upon my Scots friend with 
compassion. 

"It Is perfectly simple," said I. "Say 
you are out." 

He turned pale. 

"A\Iy dear Douglas," said he, "I have 
never tcdd a lie in my life." 

1 turned pale, 9 

"1 believe you," said I; "but why not 
begin before it \a too late?" 

He shuddered. He flushed to tho 
roots of the hair, which, by the v.'ay, 
began and ended at the nape of his 
neck. 

"Never!" ho cried. "I will die, as 
I have lived, a Highland gentleman." 

I considered the problem , for a mo- 
ment. 

"I think there is a way out. Tell 
him you have not got a penny In 
your pocket." 

Ho start(!d Indignantly. 

"But that would be a lie!" ho gasp- 
ed, pulling out a handful of silver. 
"All this money I have In my pocket." 

1 looked him steadily In the eye, 
and suddenly a great thought struck 
aUmg my brain, flushing all my check. 

"1 have It," I exclaimed, "I have it. 
Lend all'jom" money to mo, and then 
go down, and tell him that you have 
not got a penny In your pocket." 

A look of sweet and benlgnant peace 
flowed across his rugged countenance. 
Ho handed mo all hts monSy, not with- 
out -aome natural hesitation. 

"I- will do It." said he. 

When he came back, ho seemed to 
bo at rest. 

"Have you done It?" said I. 

"Yes,"'' ho ^ald, with manly pride, 
"I have done ^t." 

I shook hands with iilm. 

"Is your conscience at peace?" 
said I. 

"Man, it is that," said he; 'but 
would you mind letting mo have my 
money back?" 

This anecdote will enable you to 
realize that It Is only a Scotsman 
who can afford to 'save money. 

Do not imagine that I am .speaking 
flippantly apout the tragedy ot the 
journalist who has "gone under.' 
i'^leet street is paved with, such tra- 
gedies. Some time ago. in a spasm of 
insane chivalry, I consented to grant 
an interview to a journalist of whom 
I had never heard. After climbing 
five hundred steps, ho reached my 
room, gasping for breath, and began 
to pour out an unintelligible tale of 
woe. I could not understand one 
■cvord, but 1 divined his fell -pui pnr;o. 
I knew he had come to borrow money. 
If I could have taken him by the 
hand, and gently led ,him before the 
footlights, he would have made a sen- 
sation as a Human Wreck. The fallen 
actor has a touch of comedy In his 
shabblncss, but tho fallen Journalist, 
Is a huge chunk of tragedy. Over hlin 
I wept floods ot invisible tears. 

"This," said I to myself, "Is 'wM^it I 



This Is what^Mf " 
the gods o'f Fleet street ordain it, I 
may be." 

A. faint fragrance of ancient alcohol 
suddenly tinged tho air and my com-' 
passion with shame. Putting my 
hand in my. pocket, I drew forth mo- 
ney, and, -j^ 1 drew It forth, tho glazed 
eyes glittered. 

"Take thi.-?," said I, "and. In tho 
name of the Tenth Muse, do not lique- 
fy it." ^ 

With a gesture of horror, he sprang 
to his feet. 

"I never drink," ho cried; "what-' If 
want Is work." , ^' 

I looked at him. He blenched. 

"Send me an article," said I, "about 
your own miseries." 

Ho clasped me by thd hand, and, 
with dull tears in his oyos, lie sworo'- 
that he would send mo the article next 
niornlng. Since then a good deal of ' 
ink has flowi:d In Flr>ct street, but I 
am still waiting for that article. 

It is easy to preach, outside Fleet 
street, and I venture to say that 
preaching does good, outside ]'''leet 
.«ti'i!et. Hut in Fleet street preaching 
is a profession. What Is tho gAod 
of preaching to the preacher? 'I.M10 
fallen journalist Is a nianufacturiir of 
moral maxims and sound rules of lite. 
He knows too much about tlie thoor.v 
of conduct to put it into practice. 
Good conuiuinications never corrupt 
Ills evil manners. 

A very eminent journalist was about 
to cross Fleet strec!t. He was on tho 
point of transferring his trained im- 
agination from one now.spaper to an- 
other. He was a beloved journalist, 
and his confreres solemnly and tear- 
fully presented him with a gold watch' 
in memory of the days that were about 
to be no more. It wa.s a pathetic 
.scene. The man, with tears in his 
pen, spoke with tears in his voice. 
Everybody was sad. Everybody wa."! 
.sorrowful. Just as the assernbly'.was 
on tho point of bursting into hysterics, 
a splash of comedy was spatchcocked.

-Mr. Redmond, M.I^, who was receiv- 
ed with cheers, said tliat llie general 
election had resnlfed in the- uuparal- 
leie^d defeat of the traditional polilical 
eniMuies, and tlie unparalleh-d vietorv 
of the party who had been idedged 
for over liO years to concede to ire'iand 
the right of self-governiiii^nf . ^\'hat 
the Irish believed to be a Homo Rule 
parliament and government had pust 
been returned to power. Last year 
their hoije was rudely destroyecl. 
(Cries of "shame.') Last year. Instead 
of proposing Home Rule" for Ireland, 
this Home Rule House of Cinii 1110ns 
inoposed a policy ot stop by step, of a 
half-way house. The i, manner In 
which Ireland met the disappoint- 
ment of her hopes showed how far tlie 
political education of their country 
had gone, and showed how completely 
the Irish nation of today had learned 
the lesson of its ow,n history.

Tliere had been a, great 
cry during the past few years of 
"Rome on the .rates,'.' , but It was no' 
worse to ask Protestants to payf rate.s. 
for Catholic 'schools than it was. to 
ask Catholics .to pay-, rate^ for Pr.otos-, 
tant schools, .. But he. had a better' 
answer tiian that; Protfistants in -Ens7 
land did not pay-rStes'-for 'the riitiin-- 
tenance of Catliolic-. schools.

The presentation of the lionorary 
frei'doni of the city to a woman is an 
<"xtreniely rare occurrence, and it \s 
ifiuler.stood that the only jirecedeiit for 
its conferment Is tliat afforded by tlie 
presentation made to the late 15aroness 
Burdett-Coutt.s. Other ladies. liow- 
eVei*, have sometimes been admitted 
to the freedom, as dl.stlnguislied to the 
honorary freedom, of the City. Thus 
the Hon. Mra. Evelyn Cecil, who on 
October 14, 1896, waa given the <ree- 
Uom of the Gardeners' Company, to- 
gether with a silver casket, as a mark 
of appreciation of her book on the his- 
tory of pardenlns in England, was 
able, bcint' at that time unmarried, to 
claim lier freedom- of the City, and 
Ava.s duly admitted through the Court 
of Aldermen, and received her free- 
dom at the GU'lldhall on December 18, 

1896: ■■ 

Yesterda>-'.^ ceremony toolc place 
sliortly after noon, when the Lord 
Mayor entered tlio Council Chamber 
In State, .accompanied by tlie Sheriffs 
and attended by the Sword and Mace 
Bearer.'i. There was a large attehd- 
anco of Aldermen and Common Coun- 
cUinen wearing their civic roljes. 

The Town Cleric read the Order of 
the Court of Common Council- offering 
the freedom of the City tb Ml3s"Nlght- 
iiigalc, and 

The Cit.v (.:iian\berlaln, (Sir Joseph 
Dlinsdale) then addressed Mr. Sliore 
NIgliting-ale, asking- his acceptance, as 
i-epresentlng Miss Nlghtingaie, of the 
cn.'iket containing the resolution. He 
said th!'t it liad often fallen tj the lot 
of the Corporation of London to give 
expression to the views of the nation 
upon Imperial matters, and to be the 
medium of coin-eyinpr the feelings of 
the people towards those who had de- 
voted their lives for the greatness of 
the Stato and the happiness and well- 
being 'of mankind. . Probably on no 
previous occasion had the c;orporation 
more accurately gauged the desire of 
the Empire than when the Council im- 
anlmonsly parsed & resolution expres- 
sive of appreciation of the great ef- 
forts of Miss Nightingale for the Im- 
provement of hospital nursing and 
management, which had led to the al- 
leviation of so much human suffering. 
(Cheers.) They thus proclaimed for 
all time their admiration of the labors 
and lofty aims of one of the noblest 
charaeter.-i In our country's history, 
and of one whom posterity would ever 
lie proud to claim as one of Britain's 
<lauf:;hurs. (Cheers.) They met to do 
honor to that great heroine; but their 
feelings were not devoid of regret. 
Owing to advancing \cars and impair- 
ed liealth, .Miss Nightingale was pre- 
\ ''iilcd attending in tln-ir ancient 
< '.iiiiiilKill. ami was therefore rirecluded 
from pal l ieipat ing in tlic liearty and 
siiiccie welcome whlcli .•i\\,iited iier at 
the linnds of lier f.liow-countrymen 
and women and lieing greeted as a 
'•free .-isler" of tln> Cit>- of London. 
Tliey flirt lier regrettcfl I hat, owing to 
soim- iiiiexiila ined cmiissioii on tlie part 
•of a previous genei-atiim, the honorary 
freedoni— the hl.gliesl honor in the gift 
of tile Corporation — was not conferred 
upon her lialf a century ago, wli.-n she 
was in lieallh and strength and able 
IhoroughlN- ici appreciate and enjoy it. 
They that day endeavored to repair, 
na far as possililc, the laches of their 
predecessors, and lapse of time did not 
detract In the smallest degree from 
their wish to. pay their tribute to the 
life work of this Incomparable lady. 
Many present, like himself, could only 
remember the Crimean war a« chil- 
dren, and only knew the Incidents oi 
tliose stirring times by liearsa>- <ir 
reading. Still less could the>- iecall 
(lio memorable years of the life of 
;MIss NiglUiiigali' anti-rior to ISal, dur-- 
ing whicli — tlioiigli unconsoiousls- — she 
was iirepariiig for her marvellous fii- 
turo in the cause of humanity, lie 
could not concehe a more fascinating 
or engrossing theme to dwell upon 
than the career of this iiatrint. Horn 
ill sunny lt;ily — in J'Moreiice, the city of 
tlowers.' -ivliosc^ name slie bears — she 
si-emed to po.ssess all that could jk s- 
sibly make fi^r liei' liappiness, Affec- 
lioiiale pareiils, a loving sister, com- 
fort and afihiencc. n liapiiy home, I'lia- 
gi;nlal surroundings — all these were 
hers; a ml \-ei i rom earl\- (la\ s shi' 
seemed to be conscious tha*. Provi- 
dence had in store for her a groat mis- 
sion. As a child, "iMlss Florence, tlio 
siiuiro'.s daughter," was known In ev- 
ery cottage, beloved by ever.v cottager 
upon her father's estates in Derby- 
slrire and Hampshire, while hor sym- 
pathy and caro brought comfort and 
support to many suffering and distres- 
sed, even at this period of her eventful 
life. But as time went on and °she was 
developing Into womanhood It became 
avidont that a far more comprehensive 
'/sphere of URofulnes.s and benevolence 
was In store for her, and while she 
was possibly In doubt as to her next 
movo in life sho met that great pliil- 
tmtliroplst and authority upon nursing, 
lOllzaboth Kry. (Cheers.) No more pa- 
thotlo picttiro could tie drawn tliaa the 
dlRnlflod and aged Qiiaicoress, In the 
autumn of her life, Inipartiiiff to the 
voung and enthusiastic woniau— im- 



pressed with the deepest enthusiasm 
for iter railing — her matured, judg- 
ment, experience and advice. What 
passed at these interviews wa.i not 
known, but they seemed to liavo had 
no little Influence In forming the fu- 
ture action of iMI.'s Nightingale. She 
shortly after visited the hospitals of 
London, Edinburs:h and Dublin, .and 
made a lengthened and prolongi-d tour 
of the hospitals of France, Germany 
and Italy; and so deeply moved was 
she with the necessity for liiiniediato 
chniigo in our district visiting and 
nursing system that she placed liorsolf 
as a deaconess In the then best-known 
nursing institution In Europe — the 
Kaiaerwcrth, on (he Rhine, near Dvi.s- 
scldorf — niidor the se\-eru but judicious 
tutelage of its founder, ijr. I'leidner- 
There she learned all that was known 
In that estimable Institution, and re- 
turned to her home so fully equipped 
for her great future that as an author- 
ity upon district .visiting and hospital 
nursing she had no compeer. In those 
days our nursing arrangements were 
little short of non-existent. Those wlio 
were called nurses neither possessed 
the knowledge, tho aptitude nor the 
necessary tenderness to render real as- 
sistence and comCort to tlie sick. How 
different to those devoted ladi.'s who 
gave their lives to this noble work in 
our i\i\y and wlio followed so conscien- 
tiously the objects aimed at l).\- Miss 
Nightingale — the initiator and pioneer 
of our luirsing- system (Cheers.) 'I'iie 
strides inadi; in medicine and surgery 
during llie last thirty years would liave 
been impossible without the co-opera- 
tion of the trained, unsellish ami syiu- 
patlK'tlc nurse of today. After three 
years of hartl work and (U'ganiy.lng 
the climax of Miss Nightingale's life 
arrived. War was declared with Rus- 
sia on jMnrcli L'H, 185-1, and shortly af- 
ter the news of th(> victory of the Al- 
ma reached these shores. U was re- 
ceived With cntlni'--iasm and national 
rejoicing, but tliis feelin,:,'- was shortly 
to bo much qualiiied by suliscuucnt 
news from the able and fearless cor- 
respondent of the Times, Sir William 
Howard -Russell. (Cheers,) He told 
Ills fellow-countrymen truths which 
shocked the nation. The wretched 
condition of the hospitals at Scutari. 
The absence of sanitary arrangements 
and ordinary decency; of pestilence 
and foetid atmcisphore; of tlie Inade- 
quate number of doctors; of tho total 
want of nurses; of the dreadful suffer- 
ing of the wounded and d.vhig. ".\re 
there no devoted women," he asked, 
"amongst us able and willing to go 
forth and minister to tlie sick ;iiid suf- 
fering soldiers of the iCast in tlie hos- 
pital at Scutari'.' Arc none of tlie 
daughters of England at this extreme 
hour of need ready for sucii a work of 
mercy T' Fortunately that great states- 
man and humane man, Mr. Sidney 
Herbert, was Minister for War. He 
immediately \vrote a letter to Miss 
Nightingale, setting out his views u])- 
on the sad and pressing state of a(- 
falrs in the Crimea, In which he spoke 
of her as "the one person In England 
tliat I know of who would be cap.able 
Of organizing and superintending inieh 
a| scheme." It was a most Inierestlng 
qblncldenco th^t, while Mr. Sidney 
Herbert was \vrlllng this memorable 
letter to Mt^ Nightingale, she was at 
tlie same time writing to him in her 
country -home offering voluntarily to 
place her services, her ability and ex- 
perience — aye, her life — ax the disposal 
of her country for the alleviation of 
her suffering countrymen In the Cri- 
mea. (Cheers.) Within ohe week of 
tliat correspontlence Miss Nightingale, 
with :)S chosijn fellow- workers, left 
London for Scutari. No demonstration 
marked their starting upon their worlc 
of mercy. Only a few intimate friends 
wished tiiein "God speed" on the even- 
ing of October -1, lS.'i4. On November 
•4 tliey reached .Scutari, and what a 
scene awaited them. Tlie reports liad 
not been one wliit exaggcratial. 'I'lii; 
horrors were appalling. lOven a few 
hours under the master mind of Jliss 
Nightingale made vast cli.-inges in tlio 
state of chaos and suffering. Hut 
worse was to follow. Only L'4 hour.-; 
after the arrival of tills band of liero- 
ines news came of the battle of iiikcr- 
nian; and c.fc long the wounded and 
the d.\ing were lirought In by shiplo.i.ds 
to the alread\- uvcrstraineil liuspitals. 
This ijrobably was the sajireme nio- 
nient in the life of tliis great woman. 
Had ahe wavered, had she for a mo- 
ment led her unsellish coadjutors to 
think that she hesitated, all would 
have been lost. Surrounded by all 
kinds of difficulties, handicapped by all 
kinds of drawbacks, pain, suHering 
and death' around, well might the most 
courageous falter. But not so Miss 
Nightingale and her band uf fellow- 
helpers, so well named by IClnglake 
"the Aiigel Band." (Cheers.) Tho 
greater the trials, the more strenuous 
were their efforts. The greater tho 
difficulties and anxieties, the mora de- 
termined were they to surmount them- 
(Cheers.) Time would not p(?rmit him 
to follow ill detail the siililime work 
ami actions of .Miss .\ igliti ngale at this 
period of li.'r lH'e, For days she was 
at the j)ust of duly for 20 hours In the 
-i. Clioli'ra, dysentery, sickness, the 
woiiiuicul .and dying were her conipan- I 
ions by night tind da.\- fur months. | 
Some of the "Angel Band" tell at their i 
jiosts of dut\- and won the marl\i-s'| 
crown. .Miss Nightingale herself — "tlii^j 
l..ady Chief" — was struck down with i 
fever, and for days lioven-d bi'tween ' 
life and death. Tin,, magnilude of tlieir j 
worlv of merc\' could never lie fully a.p- j 
Jireclated but by tliose wbosi' suffering i 
wa.-i assuaged, whose wounds reccdved j 
care and tender treatment and liy Ihej 
il: 'ng, to wliom cmnfort and consola-j 
tion was Imparled witli lin e and trui; I 
womanly sympathy b.v lu-r whose very 
shadow seemed to consecrate the,' 
ground, (tnieers.) No monumental 
structure, no glided grave need <!ver 
enclose the clay of thlH noble Christian 
to perpetuate iier name and her deeds. 
The fame of "Florence Nightingale" 
was Imperishable! She would live in 
tha hearts of coming generations as 
an example of true nobility of charac- 
ter, of utter forgotfulness of self; as 
ou(> who achieved unsurpassed trl- 
umiilis 111 acta of charity and love to 
her feliow-oreatures, always relying 
iii(on the guidance of a, divine Provi- 
dence. (Cheers.) As we contemplate 
•he life of "l''lorence Nightingale" wo 
seemed to catch the words of tin; Oreat 
Master: "1 was sick and ye visited 
me." ''Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these- niy 
brethren, ye have done it unto me." 
On behalf of the l^ord Mayor, the 
Court of Aldermen, and tlie Court of 
('oniinon ('oniicil lut asK'cd Mi-. Shore 
Nightingale' to convey lo iMIss Night- 
ingale tho ca.Tket containing a. co].y of 
the resolution passed iinaiilmously in 
that (Council Chanilicr In l''eln'uary 
last, together with a, cheipie for lo'o 
guineas for any charity she was ple.-is- 
od to name. (I'licers.) By the addition 
of Miss Nightingale's name to their 



roll of fame tlio City of London was 
lionorod. (Cheers.) 'i'hcre were many 
names of great leaders and warriors 
upon that llluslrlous roll, but in com- 
ing ages none would shine brighter, 
none bo surrounded with a more bril- 
liant lialo that tliat of "Morence 
Nightingale," (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. L. Shore NiglUingale, In- reply, 
said that In the absence of ills elder 
brother, now in India, to wliom that 
Jileasant duty would probably havcfnl- 
len, ho felt considerable diflidenco in 
acknowledging, on behalf of ' IMIss 
Nightingale, tho very exceptional honor 
wdilch the City of London had thought 
well. to confer on her,. H© thought 
there was no one there that day who 
regretted her absence' more truly than 
he. But, though she wlls not able to 
ba present, ho could assure them that 
aho was much gratified by the honor 
done her. The City of London had al- 
ways been to the foro where any phil- 
anthropic enterprise was concerned, 
and he felt there was therefore a pe- 
culiar apiiropriatenefjS In the resolution 
wiiicii had been carried into effect that 
ila.\-. Tlie City had shown a very true 
.appreciiitioii of Miss Xlghtlng.Tle's 
character in departing from their eii- 
clent custom, and consenting to Iier 
reiiuest that Ihc^ illunilnated resolution 
should bc^ encUiscd in an oaken Instead 
of a gold casket, and a cheiiiic for 100 
guineas devoted to the furtherance of 
tliosi- objects to wlilcli she liad given 
her whole life. I'^H- Miss Nightingale's 
Work had been done with no desire for 
jiersonal gain or advanconieiit of her- 
self. It was done, he believed, from a 
consuming Interest In the work and an 
all mastering feeling that, if It was 
worth doing at all, it was worthy of 
her best efforts. The City Chamber- 
lain had put this very happily in the 
speech to which they had been privi- 
leged to listen. There were many there 
Iiresent who, ho thought, must feel at 
that and all times a great satLsfaction 
In liaving been able to join with her in 
her work, lie had not had that jirivl- 
lege; but ho had known her as tho 
truest and best of friends, and he 
liad always admired her wonderful 
strength of purpose and grasp of her 
subject down to the smallest details, 
such as many a bu.siness man might 
envy. Ho wus very pleased to lliid a.i- 
soclated with hini there Mr. Henry 
i-ionliam (.'alter, who had helped Miss 
Xiglitingule for many years as secre- 
tary of tho NiglUingale'l-'und, and who 
v.as ill I'very way far more qualilled to 
speak of her work tluin he himself 
was. 



JAPAN AND CHINA. 

The news that the Tatsu Maru in- 
cident has been satisfactorll v settled 
between China and Japan will be re- 
ceived with relief, for at one time it 
appeared as If It might lead to .-^erlous 
results, says the London Times In a 
recent issue. This Japanese ship, 
containing a cargo of arms and am- 
munition, was seized on February 5 
by four Chinese guardshlps outside 
Macao, a Portuguese port close to 
Hongkong.. There aoems to have been 
some dispute whether the Tatsu Maru 
was in Portuguese waters at the time. 
The Japanese declared that It was, 
and that the arms were Intended for 
Macao; the Chinese dUputed the first 
contention and suggested that, even if 
the arms were to be landed at Macao 
and not nt Canton or some other 
Chinese port, their ultimate destina- 
tion was tlie robber bands and revolu- 
tionaries now disturbing the C;hlnes6 
provinces of Kwang-sl and Kwang- 
tuiig. The Chinese were obvloiisiv 
wrong on technical grounds, as they 
do not appear to have nuestioned the 
Japanese assertion that the cargo was 
protected by Japanese -and Portuguese 
papers; moreover, no nation could 
have borne their summary proeeeilings 
in hauling down tho Japanese flag and 
confiscating the cargo without full in- 
vestigation. A note was presented to 
China requiring rejiaratlon for the In- 
sult to the Hag ;ind the return of the 
\essel and the arms, before any fur- 
ther discussion on the rights of the 
Im.ddent took pl.acc. The Chinese 
g<n-ernmpnt, on the other liand, fol.t 
that. !iowc-\er hasty they might have 
been in their methods in this Instance, 
they had a serious grievance against 
Japan, .and other powers also, owing 
to the large quantities of arms which 
find their way by Importation into 
the hands of their own troublesome 
subjects; they therefore made a spe- 
cial difficulty of tho condition requir- 
ing them to return the arms and the 
vessel before' due investigation. How- 
ever, an lngeniou.4 compromise has 
been discovered whereby the honor 
and the Interests of both parties are 
saved. Tho Japanese flag Is to be 
salutotl with due formalities by the 
Chinese authorities and .an apology Is 
to be made for the Insult; tho vessel 
is to ho returned with an Indemnity 
for demurrage; thr^ arm.s, however, 
tire not to be given back, but China 
Ijurpbases them at a proper price, so 
that there is no danger of their coming 
into the possession of the rebels. I'^ur- 
ther. the punislinient of th(^ oflicdals 
guilty of the oiitragi' is to be left to 
('lilna's discretion, while Japan agrees 
to ti;;ike stringent regulations tigainst 
tile illicit importation of arms into tlie 
(.'eleslial l';niiiire by her subjects. Both 
Cliimi anil Jaiiaii api)e;ir to lia\-e 
shown ^;o(id sense ill their accoiiinjotla- 
tlon of a dlflicult.\- which .seemed for 
a moment to be threatening. In 
China tliere has fur some time been 
a feeling of soreness against her Is- 
land neighbor, who in her oye.-i sc'ciii- 
(•d to be adopting an attitude of steji- 
iiiotheily protection towards her. Re- 
cent events In Manchuria aggravatml 
this feeling, an'd when Japan's de- 
mands about the Tatsu Maru arrived, 
bellicose spirits in Canton talked wild 
language. It must be admitted that 
In these circumstances Japan has 
shown all the wisdom and adaptability 
which had previously been so evident 
In our own experience with her in re- 
gard to Canada. While fully main- 
taining her own honor and Just rights, 
she has again found a compromise 
which gives nubstantlal satisfaction to 
the grievances felt in other nuartors. 

Without derogating from tho credit 
justly due to tho Japanese govern- 
ment's diplomacy. It may at the same 
time bo remembered that they liave a 
\'cry solid interest In not becoming In- 
\olved In external troubles. Outside 
I heir own islands tho government of 
Korea and the development of trade 
in Jlancliuria are (iiilto suflicient to 
occupy their attention for some con- 
sideriible iierltKl. Tntern.ally iil.io It 
is not all plain sailing. We have re- 
cently prinlcd letter.'! from our cor- 
resiioii'lonl on the foreign trade and 
the Ilnances of J.-ipaii which show 
tli.at, like all the rest of tlio world, sho 
is suffering from tho Uniincia! depres- 
sion aBgravated In her case by the in- 
evitable reaction after a costly war, 
and thai tho requirements , Of .com- 1 



merclal dovelopmont and of military 
and naval defence are difflcult to har- 
monize with a desire for rotrnnchinent 
and economy. Today wo add to tho 
picture by a very illuminating letter 
from the s.mio correspondent on Ja- 
panese domestic politics. I'roni this it 
will noticed that the Marquis Sal- 
onjl's cabinet, which has held office 
Since .Marquis Katsura's reslenatlon 
after .peace, had. beoa declared \ylth 
Kusala; Is in a yery precarious condi- 
tion. Already. :twp Of ^ the.' ministers 
Iiavo roilgned — those responsible for 
flananco and commitrilcatloris, Which 
are naturally twb.df the most Import- 
ant portfolios at a time when special 
attention is being, dirioted ■ the de- 
velopment of the country's finances. 
Tlxose resignations, as our correspon- 
dent has explained, ea#od the situation 
at the critical time of the Introduction 
of tho budget, and perniltled a solu- 
tion of tho actUitl linancUil entangle- 
ment.i by moans of a oomprnml.se siig- 
Sested by Jilarquls Katsura, the late 
prime minister. That the solution 
adopted stlU presented many diflicul- 
tles is evident from the riotous scenes 
which occurred In the cliamber during 
the progress of tho budget for next 
year; and, though tho crisis has been 
averted for the moment, It is clear 
that the forces of opposition lo the 
iMai'qiiis Saionji'fi cabinet are still re- 
doubtable, and may at any moment 
overpower it. 

Although Japan has some of tho 
elements of the constitutional gov- 
ernment with which we are familiar, 
It would bo a great mistake^ to draw 
Inferences as to tlicir polity from our 
own. The time Is witliln the renieni- 
braiice of inan.\' men now living when 
Japan was almost a sealed book to the 
outside world and when the institu- 
tions and customs of Kuropeans were 
oven more unknown to the Japanese. 
The wonderful awakening of Jaiian 
has been due almost entirely to the 
patriotic and stout-hearted men of 
their own aristocracy, who. In order 
to give their country tiie poKltion In 
tho world and the civilization to which 
thoy aspired, sacrificed their own class 
interests, their wealth, and In many 
cases their lives to bring about the 
needed revolution. Is it wonderful 
that the survivors of such men should 
still have a power and authority In 
tho Empire far more potent than any 
constitutional ministers or the par- 
liament, of which they are in a very 
real sense tho authors? Constitutional 
govurnnient has only been established 
In Japan for some <<ighteen years, 
while it Is more than forty since these 
men began tlieir great struggle for re- 
form. The few that are left are con- 
sulted by their sovereign in all mat- 
ters tliat affect the Empire, and, since 
lie has the absolute executive power 
and a very real control over legisla- 
tion, it is obvious that their aiiprovai 
or dl.sapprovai of a mlni.-^try Is all- 
important, and that their Iniluence to 
a great extent neutralizes the effect 
of party government. The interest- 
ing nccouiit of recent ministerial 
changes given b.v our correspondent 
makes this point perfectl.v clear. Jlar- 
(luls Katsura, the late premier, was 
not In any sense a p.arty leader, and, 
though not one of the elder statesmen 
himself, lias been brought up b.v them 
and has inherited their tradltion.-i. 
Even the present iiremlor, though chief 
of one of the parties In tho Diet, was 
chosen for tliat iiost by tho M.'xriiuis 
Ito, and Is kept in power by tho sup- 
port of tha Elder S'atesman. It seems 
possible, therefore, that, even when 
the sadly dimlnlnWngf band of veterans 
from the glorIo«ti;,<da3's of regeneration 
has finally departed, there may still 
be a casto. of statesmen, educated by 
them to an understanding of their 
ideals and of all tho arcana Imperil, 
who may carry on their peculiar and 
almost sacred power In tlie stato and 
permanently neutralize tho play nf 
party government. For tho present 
such a ea.ste of men, wlioso uiiseinsli- 
ness, wisdom, and patriotism .arc un- 
doubted, may be noces.sary to guard 
the unaccustomed liberties of tho 
community. 



OLD AGE PENSIONS. 

New Zetilaiid was the first British 
colony to grant old age pensions, and 
it litis bi.-en doing so with general suc- 
cess and satisfaction for II >'ears. It 
griints to tlio sober and moral poor of 
both sexes who are over sixty-live 
years of age and who have bc.'-n citi- 
zens of the colony twenty-(l\X' >-ears 
maximum stipends <>{ $2.,"jO .a week 
each, with deductions on account of 
any o»lier Incomes which they may re- 
el vo alKivo Si 70 per year. Those re- 
ceiving as much a.s $300 a year get no 
pensions. About 32 per cent, of those 
qualified by age receive pensions, 
three- fourths of them at the maximum 
rate. All the cost is borne by th6 state, 
and It now amounts to $1,6TB.000 a 
year. In Victoria a maximum of $2 a 
week Is pal dto each person sixty-five 
years old who Is Incapable iOf earning 
a living and whose Income rrom other 
sources la less than $2 a ^'eek. In 
Now South Wales the pension is 52.50 
a week to each one receiving from 
other sources less than $a a week. The 
entire cost in each state Is borne by 
tlie stato, and It amounts In Victoria 
to about 000,000 and in .\'ew South 
\\'ales to about $L',:2,"iO,000 a year. 

Ill Germany pensions are pro\-ided 
Ihrinigh insurance. Every working per- 
son of wliati'XiM- class who is o\-er six- 
teen ye.ars of age and who receives less 
than $000 a year Is compelled to pay a 
certain insurance iiremium out of his 
or hor weekly w.'ige, to which the em- 
ployer is compelled to add an equal 
sum and to which the state adds a 
smaller bona.?. Prom the fund ihus 
created pensions are paid to Inv.Uld 
and aged persons. The plan was 
adopted In 1889 to counteract social - 
Ism. In 1904 working people and em- 
ployers contributed each $19,260,000 
and the government $11,317,500, and in- 
valid ijenslims of $5.21.'i,000 were paid, 
lielgiuni pensions the poor who volun- 
tarily contribute to an insul-unce fund, 
and also the oged poor who luive not 
contributed, but who are In actual 
want, the total cost being $.1,7ri0,000 a 
j-oar paid to 11 per cent, of the popula- 
tion. Denmark has a systen. seven- 
teen years old, under which the bene- 
ficiaries do not contrlliute the the pen- 
sion fund, bill all tiii' d. 'serving aged 
poor are jiensloneil, (10,878 persons in 
1905 receiving .$1 ,'.li:7,S,'i(!. The French 
system enacted yasl year iirovides for 
stato aid gratuitouslj- given to all aged, 
Infirm and incurably ill persons, but it 
has not yet come Into operation sufllc- 
lently to demonstrate Its results.

tion botwocn tho inmates of a work- 
house Infirmary, which begins like 
Gorky and ends like the book of Ezo- 
klel. Thyrsls and Fausta Is lit up 
by many beautiful things, and The 
Eire of Life Is both odd and powerful; 
but Is Is not entirely a desire to bol- 
ster up personal predilection which 
makes us declare the first too long for 
Its matter, and the last. In Its mixture 
of realism and Idealism, a remarkable 
rather llian a successful tour de force. 
It is as a lyric poot that Miss Travers 
aiMM'als to us most.

Thence it grows to the now 
well-known hatred of the life of towns 
and commerce, of "this clamorou'j 
world of ours" with ^ts "deadening 
toll"; and thence again to the 'largo 
sccrenlty of such lyrics as "The Cup 
of Pain," or of the long poom, "Laus 
Amlcltlae," commembrating the 
friend who Introduced hor first book 
lo the world; lioems in which, to our 
mind, sho appears at her hlgliost. 
Thi'v show u wirier o.itlook, a deeper 
passion and a broarler charity .than her 
direct comnionts on niodorn life, flual- 
llir's osseiitial lo the success of so 
consislenlly dramatli: a iiocl jis jM i.ss 
Travers. One jnieiii even pleads for 

tho town against tho country. And 



though we could point to one or two 
ill-managed cadences and not a few 
examples of tho very ugl.v ju.xtaposi- 
t.'ion of a ten-,syllablo ami a twoU'c- 
syllablo line (oven In her blank verso), 
tho workmanship on thi' whole is ad - 
viincing with tho tliought. She moves 
seeurel.v In many metres, and the 
metre is always tho right one lor the 
subject. Students of technique will 
notice with Intcroist hor use of accent." 
Here Ih an tnstruotivc stanza from 
"The Vessel":

Tho variety of her work. Its freedom 
from both convention and o.v.tr.ava- 
■gance, its iiilngic-d sleriuu-.-.s and t.-n- 
derness, the .■^Incrrlty of its inspira- 
tion, justify UK in anticiiiating still 
better and b'-tler things, llcr poetry 
Is built; upon lav,', not caprlci', and 
she neither jila.ws witii forms nor scat- 
ter.s unassiniliatcd fancies. Time will 
doubtless remove the still perceptllde 
traces of a .struggle to lit tho voice to 
the word. 

The por'try of the writer known as 
"Micliaei Field" is baclci'd !i;.' no .;,ich 
sense I'f law :ind no such pri'occupa- 
tion with huinaniiy as that of Miss 
Travers. Hoivx r-r it may soar, the 
poetry of tin; iatter has its nest in 
mother earth; th.'it of Micluu I Field 
hovers iiigh in a remote anil windli'ss 
atniosplicre whore only faint and puri- 
fied eclior.'s of the human struggle can 
be lieard. This Is their locus- refrlgerll, 
lucis ot pads, a refuge from the vulgar 
stress of life. There Is passion here 
and hope, regret and fear, but all rare- 
fied. Emotions are all wrapped in a 
golden light of be&uty. 

I love him. . . Fountains of '^wcct 
marge, 

'TIr .as wlien night-'stncks blow! 
Follow me not, ye stars, for I must go 
As one that fares alone, and in tlie 
large 

Soft darkness scent my woe. 

"Camellias," again. Is a very charac- 
teristic poem : 

And one of them — how lovely in her 
model 

One of them had the magic power to 
die; 

Slid from the 'stem where she abode 
With mournful violence; her petals 
lie. 

Broke on the sudden from their mass, 
and all 

The action stately as a funeral. 

"How lovely In their mode," Indeed! 
3VIichael Field is certainly one of the 
most sensitive poetic craftsmen now 
working. Every subject chosen, from 
the slightest fancy to tho highest 
paiislon. Is treated with exquisite 
choice and delicacy. We have found 
a false rhyme or two, and some illegl- 
tlniato usages In sonnets; but they 
can be forgiven In a book which opens 
a whole Palace of Art to our enjoy- 
ment. Sometimes, as wo read these 
sonjnets of love_. (tlve greater part , of 
tho boolff is com't^ose'd of sonnets)', wo 
found ourselves against our will con- 
trasting them with- the sonnets "from 
the Portuguese"; but It Is necessary to 
banish all thoughts: of such passion as 
that If the spell of Michael Field is 
to work. 

But If our love be dying let it dlo 

As tlie ro.-ie shedding secretly. 

Or as a, noble music's pause; 

Le',. it move rhythmic as tho laws 

Of the sea's ebb, or the sun's ritual 

When sovereignly he dies; 

Then lot a mourner rise and three 

times call 
Upon our love, and the Ions echoes 

fall. 

That little poem ha's something In it 
of the whole course of Knglisli poetry 
from Wyatt, say, to Rusetti; yet how 
far it is from touching anything but 
one's sense of beauty!

wi- are soon \vithdrawn again, as in 
"The Halcyon."

Sucli a world as this Is good to 
dwell in awhile, and this delicate, re- 
mote art Is of delicious fragrance. The 
thyme was grown on the immemorial 
banks of all the fairy-lands, anil 
there is nucgic in the hrmi-y. 

The author of "The Dark Ages" has 
a world ot his own, too. It is the 
worlrl of tlu' ages of faith — tlie ages 
which he defends in a spirited on- 
slauglit on the ]ilirase whii'h gives the 
title to his book. This lirst poem is 
rem;irl<alde. not only fin' its niana.ge- 
meiit of a long and singularly compli- 
cated stanza, but for its vigorous and 
passionate liilmor. Cipsies, old 
churches, meilleval towns, Irish lore, 
such are his favorite to|ilcs outsUle 
the devotional poems with wliieli the 
liordi ends. But lie is no archalzcr In 
jioetry. His huinor saves lilni from 
that, and :i keen and fanciful wit 
which reaches from graceful delight 
in a iilcture by Fragonard, or an 
< ighteenth century portralt.to the sting 
of the lines which ho puts in the 
mouth of a "'Liberal' Divine," an even 
harsher pronouncement on Petrarch, 
or a vivid little etching— bitten. In- 
deed, with acid— of tourists In Flor- 
ence. Perhaps his most charming 
thing is the ''Departure from .Cytii- 
era."

The book as a whole suffers because 
there are- two or three "L's " beside? 
the Austin Dobson "L" we have quot- 
ed. His work lacks the unity in varie- 
ty which makes up a personality; but 
It is a sincere and first hand expres- 
sion of different moods. 

Perhaps if Mr. Brodrlck had been 
( ontent with the simplicity of "L" his 
"Forest Poems" would have beeii.th'o 
better for It. Ills poetry is grave, 
dignllled, and rich; but It Is dfteh 
weighed down l.y ,a kind .Of OlgHt'eCnth 
century stiffness and pomposity of 
diction which succeeds in clouding the 
idea it v,-as meant to express. But 
while "L" plays liis pipe, i\Ir. Brod- 
rlcl;'s iiistriiinoiit is tiio organ, and 
If the lighter stops arc a little uncer- 
tain In tone, there is ^no mistaking 
the voice of the diapasons. Thus he 
sees .Moses: 

lip Ihe ra\ ine, and round the 'acaurs 

there rang 
The footstep of a King, a solemn 

step! 

High up tho snowy peaks ho bent his 
way. 

His hair was white as Is tho diamond 
frost. 

Tot in his glance tiiere gleamed the 

Hres of youth. 
And like some pine-tree on tho crags 

he 'dtood, 

And waited for the coming of hia 
Lord! 

There Is not -a little of this grand, 
simple, Old Testament air about his. 
poetry. Ho is to be seen at his best, 
not, certainly. In his hexameters, but 
in his blank verse, or In the long poem 
on "The Mother of Jesus," which Is 
composed in a six-lined .stanza, be-' 
loved of another poot who wrote of tho 
Virgin— Robert Southwell. No one 
stanza may be completely satisfactory, 
but the lma,gery tmd the emotion 
which sustain the whole poem are 
the treasures of no little mind. 

Mr. Kennett Burrow's book Is en- 
joyable from cover to cover. There Is 
no vaulting ambition here, never a 
touch of magniloquence, never a line 
that betrays an effort to say what the 
poet thinks some other poet would 
have said in Ills place. He is not In 
love with life, but his refuge is in 
Ills own hetirt; his jileasuro in tho 
good inomi'nts Inspires him with for- 
titude in the bad moments and with 
liope for the future. Tho keynote ot 
the hook", struck by every poem, i.-i 
a quiet, convinced ijourago that looks 
through winter to spring and sees life 
growing out of death. Wo can best 
riescrlbo tho temper of tho poet, per- 
haps, by his own "Robin's autumn 
song": 

His jsmall brave note makes glad the 
; ' year* - * ■■ ■• ■ 

When- : all the gi'eater" sbngS kte 
mute; 

Not his to harbor ivlnter fear,"' 
Not his to mourn the time of frijlt. 

All day ho sings, but best when hilst 
At twilight floods the valley ways, 

Or when at dawn the hills new-kissed 
By sunlight, glimmer autumn's 

praise. 

He has the constant mind, the heart 
To welcome change, since change 
must be; 

His is the greater, nobler part. 
Tile soul of all philosophy.

AVitli tranquil iiopo and calm con- 
tent. 

Robin, when come tho daffodils, 

AVe'll tell each other what we 
meant ! 

How much of our pleasure In that Is 
due to its merits, and Iiow much to 
the time of year at which these re- 
marks are written? Such analyses 
will demand solution In vain till man 
has freed him.self of all association 
and Is pure intelllgonco; and then he 
will write or read no more poetr.v. 
Mr. Kennett Burrow's, is a "small 
bravo note" — if any work of art Is small 
when it is 'so perfectly sincere and 
swoet an expression as these poems 
are of genuine emotion anri .aspiration. 
The song we have quoted is not the 
sweetest In the book. It does not 
Phow the poet at his best as a crafts- 
man. It Is a little "homely." Mr. 
Kennett Burrows is always "homely;" 
but such exquisite pieces of beautiful 
simplicity as the close of "The Happy 
Valley," or "Popples," among many 
others, prove that the word can only 
be used of him in ltd most honorable 
sense. He makes no attempt to soar 
to Sholleyan heights; ho does not even 
follow Mr. Meredith's arduous path to 
n.-tture; he has tho simple joy of 
Wordsworth, and works In his little 
field with a surer tasto and a softer 
humanity than Wordsworth's. The 
na tural feeling and the right word give 
these jioems a charm wlilch might 
sei'iu out of all proportion to (heir 
sci>pe: anil the little hook — thanks to 
the author's brtive sweet temper and 
the hravi^ sW'Hot voice that sings it — 
liiis brought us more pleasure than 
most of the many volumes of modern 
\ erse that we iitivo read. H is all but 
inipossibln to difcus.'i his workman- 
.'■:hip. Tlicro Is, Indeed, a striking 
laj.se Into weakness In the penultimate 
Hue of his strange "London Dead." 
But he has no sliining merits, and no 
glaring faults. IIo has no secrets of 
diction, or rliythm, or rhyme. Ho has 
only one secret, and that tho most 
jireclous of all — ah.9oiutc sincerity.

On 
landing, the balloon is shipped back to 
the club, and tho aei-o party returns 
by train. Altlunish wc have several 
Kood aero club.s in America — notablv 
at Now York, Philadelphia, St. Louis, 
and Boston — they hare not, so far suc- 
ceeded in maklnp: .suitable arrange- 
ments tor the convenient inflation of 
balloons. This will probably b(3 done 
in tho near future.

Preparations for Race. 

■ II was flue to Lieut. Lahm's energ.v 
In prbparltig for and entering this race, 
and to hla^slclllful handling of this bal- 
loon, that the race was held In thi.s 
country, at St. .I.,6ui8, In 1907. As he 
bad won tho cup, the American club 
whicli he represented had tho right to 
say whore tho next contest would be 
held, and tho management decided on 
St. Loiiio. 'I'his proved to bo a wise 
decision. Tlie St. Louis people took 
hold of the work of preparation in an 
encrgiitic manner. An unusually good 
ciuallty of coal ga.s was siTured, and 
the whole work of inflating and start- 
ing the balloons in the race w;is most 
efficiently done. It must Lie remem- 
bered that this wa.s tlie first balloon 
race evor held In America, yet every- 
thing was managed smoothly and ef- 
ficiently. The Aero Club of America 
and tlie St. Loui;i people certainly de- 
serve great credit for their excellent 
allowing. 

The work of the Weather Bureau In 
connection witli this m-ent is wnrtliy 
of mention. Copies of the daily weath- 
er map were placed at the disposal of 
the contestants' every morning by the 
St. Louis office, and on the day of the 
race under Instructions from Prof. 
Willis L. Moore, chief of the Bureau, 
Bpeolal observations were made at 
noon .in all parts of the country. These 
Reports were telegraphed to the St. 
Louis office, and a special maj) was 
^ issued, showing the weather conditions

They develop from the 
di'riuis or skin, and are as a rule niaile 
uti of thret^ suljstaiiccs — dentine, ce- 
ment, and enamel. Knamel Is the luird- 
est of all animal substances. It ac- 
tually contains more than nlnety-slx 
parts In one hundred of- mineral mat- 
ter — mainly iiliospliati} of lime — whilo 
bone eeatalns only CO per cent.

er does not himself know, tho iliimo of 
tlio editor, and still less is. it known to' 
the office subordinates. There Is usu- 
ally a syndicate of writers and copy 
is sent from distant places tvpcd In or- 
der that there should be no telltalo 
manuscripts in tlie event of a polico 
raid. In their sce.luslon the -real cul- 
prits deliberately court the prosecution 
of their tool, whose name has to bo 
registered. They believe such prosecu- 
tions give an excellent advertisement 
to tho paper and stimulate tho Swadeslil 
and SwOiraj movements.

results. The timber market has bisen -' * 
saved from famine. The water sup- ' '^ 
piles of tho rivers have been so regu- '\ ■ 
lated as to minimise tlie damage or . 
danger from Hoods and to facilitate tlio 
development of a vast and valuablo 
system of Inland navigation. In adtli- 
tlon, the forest preserves through ju- 
dicious cultivation liave been made a 
productive asset of the State, 

There are in the empire now nearly 
ten million acres of State forests, of 
which G,;!.')0,000 are in Prussia, 2,100,- 
000 in Bavaria, 500,000 in Wurtomhurg, 
.■i7-»,000 in .Saxony, 370,000 in Alsace- 
Lorraine and 25-1,000 In Baden. In e^•- 
ory one of these .States the forests arc 
a source of net prolit, the .■iinount of 
prolit varying cousiileralil.v in the ^-ar- 
lous States, but rovcaling in all ;i ten- 
dency steadily to Increase. The latest 
available statistics show that the pro- 
fits are lowest In Prussia, amountlni? 
to a trifle more- thc).t $125 a year on - 
each acre, and highest in Saxony, 
where they amount' to more, than $425 
a n acre yearly. The yearly average for 
the whole empire is probably between 
%'l and $3. The Increase In twenty 
years In Prussia was .30 cents an acre, 
iind in Saxony 75 cents an acre; 

These profits are, of course, not 
large. They are not comparable with . 
the Incomes which private owners de- 
rive from agricultural lands. But it Ih 
not to bo supposed tli.at tlicy should be. - 
The vast bulk of the forest land is, 
either too mountainous and rugged or . 
too poor and sterile for agriculture. 
There Is little of It, which. If cleared 
and devoted to farming, would com- 
mand a yearly rental of 'J5 cents. Small 
as tho Income from forestry Is, there- 
fore, it Is mucli larger than could be 
.got In nny other w-;iy. Moreover, It at 
least pays good returns on the cost of 
tlie land. Prussia, in twenty-four 
years, purchased H^li.SuO acres, at a cost 
of J,"i, 1)25,000. Her present net profits 
from that land abount to more than 7 ^, 
per cent, a year on the Investment. 



The French War Department hase 
Just appointed a committee to consider 
the plans for a giant dirigible balloon- 
whicli have been drawn up by Julllot, 
the engineer to whose credit tliu Le- 
baudy and tho Patrle arc due. Tho 
length is to be ,128 feet, diameter at tho 
widest part 37 feet, and the capacity 
from !),000 to 10,000 cubic feot. The 
Patrlo was about 200 feet long. 

The chief characteristics ot tho Pat- 
rlo are to be followed, including tlio 
small balloon of air Insido tho largo 
balloon to preserve tho rigidity ot tho 
enveloiie, the oval platform below tho 
balloon, tho li>;od and tho movable 
planes and tho method of steering. 

Tho driving power will consist of tho 
two pairs of screws, one in front ot tho 
car and one In tho rear. Bach pair will 
bo driven by an independent motor of 
120 horse pow-er, so that if one motor 
breaks down, as on the Patrle, tlifc 
other will ■.still lie nlile to work the bal- 
loon. The balloon Is expected to attain 
a apee-jl of thlrty-alx miles an hour. .,

• whilst even a senate had been thought to be a 
good thing. Mr. Lemieux dwelt at some 
length on the origin and importance of the var- 

, ' ious treaties, and said the alliance between 
England and Japan, which also included Can- 
ada, was a guarantee of the open door for trade 
and commerce in the far cast. 

Dr. White presided and, informally intro- 
ducing Hpn. Mr. Lemieux, referred to the suc- 
, '<:ess not only oLhis mission to Japan, but of his 
efforts to settle labor problems in Canada.

Will Hear of It' 
Hon. R. Lcmieux, in opening said Japan

No credit was due to him for the success of 
, the recent mission, but rather first of all, to the 
timely words spoken by the prime minister, 
.and second to the.British ambassador at Tokyo, 
V §ir Claude >Ia^donald, who gave him hearty 
Support, i He (Mi:. Lemieux) was only the in- 
strument, or the link, between, the- mother 
country' on the one hand, and Japan and Can- 
ada on the other. *^ 

Mr. Lemieux regretted that he might have 
to_ disappoint the audience, as he had already 
? said- in parliament almost everything possible 
on the subject of his niission. llis own wish 
; "and. desire was to see a Canadian. Club estab- " 
. lish^d iri as many towns, cities and hamlets as 
there were in Canada. The ckibs were in liis 
estimation great factors in educating the peo- 
ple, and it was" iX-freshing for.a public man to 
come down from the Hill at fimes unshackled 
by political bias and speak to his friends on 
topics of the day. 
•- "My impressions are too personal to be 
y.: given jn a pubUc meeting," remarked Mr. 
Liemieux. "Besides, as I have said, my state- 
ments as regards my mission to Japan, have 
already been given to parliament, and you 
would not like a secoiul edition, but 1 thought 
that having visited the country and having met 
the best of the public men in Japan, I might be 
able to give you a few of the landmarks of the 
political history of modern Japan." 
V "Seldom has the world seen, such a won- 
derful evolution as that of Japan from the old 
to the new," continued Mr. Lcmieux, "Of old 
Japan I will not speak. We all know that it 
was a great country, practically closed to the 
outside world with the exception of China and 
Korea. The Jap aneso today will admit that 
what they are, and what they have obtained 
they owe to China and Korea." 

, Mr. Lemieux. went on to speak of there 
being no desire on the part of Japan to annex 
Korea, and as a matter of fact, the future Em- 
peror of Korea was now being educated under 
the guidance and care of the Hm[)eror of la- 
pan. 'J'hcrc were relations belwcen Korc;) rind 
Japan .su sti-ong thiil the former v,-as [jractical- 
ly made a japanesL" province. 

"If," said Mr. Lemieux, "you wish to study 
the history of modern Japan and to understand 
'■ the sudden rise of that wonderful people, you 
rnu.st bear in mind three dates. The fir.st was 
in 1853 when Commodore Peary of the United 
States navy landed, which resulted in the. open- 
ing of the Japanese ports to foreigners and the 
conclusion of se^'eral treaties nf commerce and 
peace with foreign nations. The second was in 
1867 on the occasion of the restoration of the 
: -Mikado, or Emperor, which coincided with the 
' fi-aming of the constitution of Japan. The 
third was in 1894 when Japan rose from an an- 
tique state to a country among the civilized na- 
tions, to be called upon at no distant date to be 
"one pf the great rulers of the world." 
I The First Treaty 
Mr. Lemieux went (jn to say that the first 
treaty ever signed by jajjan was in 1854, 
through tiie instr iimentality of a na\'al officer 
in the United vStates navy. Other nations, 
however, were not slow to follow suit. Creai 
Britain had vast interests in the far east, and 
had at that time a great diplomat to represent 
her there, who had^beeu governor-general of 
Canada, Lord Elgin. Thus it was that Lord 
.Elgin signed the first Ireatv with the Mikado 
in 1858. 

Between 1S67 and tX?/) said Mi^ Ivcmieux, 
there had been a series of clian.qing events in 
Japan, which had not been seen in ;uiy other 
country in the world. In that short' period 
Japan had completely evolved, and a peaceful 
revolution had taken place. In 1873 the enj'- 
/peror organized his army by a system of .con- 
scription, which was the nucleus of that <>rca\ 
national army, which admjttcdly today ''was 



the greatest in the world. It was, then tha.t of- 
ficers were sent for from England, France a'tid 
Germany for instruction purpose^ but the ta- 
bles were turned today. 

As an instance of progressive Japan, Air. 
J.emieux mentioned that newspapers were .sold 
in Tokyo ancl 'S'ok'oliama 'with the same avidity 
as cliaractci-ized New York as distinct from Oi- 
tawa, and Aloiitrcal where the sale was m( re 
leisurely. 

Mr. Lemieux referred to the fact that re- 
ligioivs toleration and the leaching of Christi- 
anity was permitted in 187J, and that thc:e 
were now expert jurists in civil, c'-'mina! and 
commercial laws. Today the courts of Jajian 
were as modern and civilized as any in the 
world, and there was proliably more decorum 
than in some other courts he could mention. 
A currency system had also beer^ established 
on a sound basis, a supreme court of judicature 
inaugurated, and even a senate had been 
thought to be a good thing for Japan. 
He Met Ito 
It was also in the memoral)lc year of 1875 
that the, first asseml)ly of provincial governors 
was called as prelimiiiar}' to the establishment 
of a system of representative government. It- 
was I'ortuuate that the emperor of Japan had 
around him men of eminence and genius, 
among them being Marquis Ito, "the grand 
old man of Japan," whom it was Mr. Lcm- 
ieux's great privilege to meet di/ring" his short 
stay. The constitution was framed, and Japan 
was raised from an Oriental state to that of a 
formidable unit in the comity of nations. That 
constitution was the ijiily one 'in the histoiy of 
the world v-oluiitarily given by a sovereign to 
his subjects without a revoluticyi. The best 
also that was in the Japanese constitution had 
been borrowed from the Magna Charta, the 
Bill of Rights, and the great underlying prin- 
ciples of our British constitution. 

Japan then set to work to revise her trea- 
ties in 1894, said Air. Lemieux, which ivere one 
sided, and the fir.st nation in the world that 
stretched out the hand of fellowship and friend- 
ship was (jreat- liritaiu', our mother country 
(applause.) lint^land >;igned the treat}' in 
1894, "and that," remarked Air. Lemieu.x, "is 
our treaty, a treaty between Canada and Ja- 
pan. Seventeen or eighteen other nations fol- 
lowed suit, for what was good for Great Bri- 
tain, was good fbr the rest of the world. The 
treaty signed between Canada and Japan last 
year, w-as but a duplex of that of 1894. We 
(Should never lose sight of the interests of our 
mother country in the Pacific ocean, and we 
should be loth to accei)t any suggestions for 
breaking the ties between the best and 
strongest allies of the British empire in those 
distant waters." 

Canadian Diplomats t 
Mr. Lemieux proceeded to speak of the 
diplomacy in Japanese matters of Lord Elgin 
and Lord Lausdownc. both ex-governors of 
Canada, for, he said witli a merry twinkle, the 
diplomats of J-'.riL^land must come to school in 
Canada. In i<)02 r.,()rd Lansclowne, for the 
first time in the history of modern England, 
broke away from the splendid isolation of 
Great Britain, and concluded a treaty of al- 
liance, offensive and defensive, Avith Japan. 
What was the meaning of that treaty? It was 
fen- the fir-t time, a complete recognition of Ja- 
I)an as a threat world power. It was the na- 
tural outcome o! conmiunity nf interests in the 
far east. It iiicludc-d the two L;"i'catesi na\','d 
powers of the Orient, aiifl the Occident, and it 
was a combination too of the two greatest mil- 
itary powers of the day. It was a guarantee of 
peace in the Orient, and of jr;st tolerance 
with China and Korea on the part of Russia. 

By departing from her usual fiolic}-, con- 
tinued Air. Lcmieux. (>reat llritain ele.-ii-ly in- 
dicated to the world, and to Canada, lh;!t the 
situation in the far cast was a nK)st delicate 
one. The alliance alsc) prm eil that Ja.pan was 
a gre.'il ])o\ver since she h;ul Leconie the [xiliti- 
eal partner of that immense cjupirc which 
stretches in all directions and encircles the 
{;lobe. The alliance also emphasized the great 
responsibilities on Japan, not only along naval, 
military, j^olitical and commercial lines, but. 
also in social, moral and religious affairs, and 
in that alliance the Ihiited States was a silent 
partner. That alliance did in fact mean ;ui al- 
liance with (/real I'.ritain, ;ni ;illiaiice with Ja- 
pan, tile United Stales and Canada, in all mat- 
ters connected with the Pacific ocean. 

The alliance too, added .Mr, Lemieux, 
whilst it imposed certain responsibilities on Ja- 
])an, guaranteed for the future the open door 
not only in trade and commerce, but also the 
free preaching" of the i^ospel throughout tlic 
Orient. Japan tod.-iy enioyed ri^i^'hls unknown 
in Russia. She had social freedom, ]ioli1ical 
privilcLies, repi-esentalive institutions, local 
self-gn-ernmeiil freedom of ;>ssembl_y and tiie 
press, and religious liberty. Jajian indeed was 
far advanced of Russia all round, and in many 
respects abreast of some other European coun- 
tries in civilization, and as Japan holds the key 
of the far east, she was the n;itiiral ally of 
every true P.rilisli subject in the world. (I,,oud 
applause.) 

The chairman tendered If) lion. .\lr. f<em- 
ieux the best thanks oi the Canadian Club for 
his ■interesting and instructive address.

•CANADA'S GREAT RESOURCiES 

"Canada's Fertile North Lands," was the 
subject of Mp R. E.:.-young's address before 
the Canadian Club last night, says the 'J'oronto" 
Alail'and Empire of, recent date. The territory 
to'' wdiich he referred included that section of 
country. lying nortli of^Edraonton and cxtend- 
_.ing as far as'Fp^t Siriipson. a district that has ' 
as yet been 'practically uiitbuched by the set- 
"tler. To illustrate hi,s lecttirerMr. Yowng--had 
a map shoWing the territoify tliait. lias already 
been surveyed and settled, and t^iat 'which, in 
his mind, is yet to be one of the most resource- 
ful sections of the whole Dominion of Canada. 

Air. Young, who is a Dominion land sur- 
veyor and superintendent of railways and 
swamp lands, has spent a number of years 
in the western country and has at his disposal 
abundance of information. He was very en- 
thusiastic in his- addrtss on .the possibilities of 
Western Canada. 'On the map which he pro- 
duced was a larg-c colored area, including 
twenty million acres of land which had been 
settled through the induce'mcnt of the free 
homestead policy. This large area of land hav- 
ing alread.\' been survc.yed and jxirtly settled, 
the speaker thought it was time for Canadians 
to know something of the district beyond. 

While speaking of possibilities, Mr. Young 
presented some facts in connection with that 
unsettled* portion of Canada that were almost 
incredible to the audience. Before mentioning 
them, however, he noted that in the ntighljor- 
hood of Sask-atoon on 375 acres of land the 
net profit for the }-ear lo the oNvuer was $14. 33 
to tlic acre, which fact should kill the erron- 
eous imi)ression that latitude" go\-erned climate 
in that country. He instanced the growth of 
potatoes, onions and other vegetables at Fort 
Good Hope, whidh lies just 14 miles outside the 
Arctic Circle. At Fort Simpson, 575 miles 
north of Edmonton, the wheat grown had 
yielded 62 pounds to tlic bushel. To show that 
it was reasonable to suppose that section a 
grain producing countr}'. he referred to the 
I'rovince of Tobolsk, in Siberia, which in one 
year produced 62,8oo,boo bushels of wheat, a 
district lying in the "SamG latitude. "The low 
altitude and the long days," he said, "were 
fixed conditions which made possible the 
growth of wheat in that northern climate." 

Outside of being an agricultural section, 
Air. Young noted the other resources which 
were not onl}- numerous, Init abundant. I'.e- 
troleum had been discovered 175 miles north 
of Hdmonton on the Athabasca river, aiul for 
75 miles along the , river were large deposits 
of bitumen, while ou the same river was to be 
found the largest natural gas well in the world. 
Near Fort Smith is a veritable mountain of 
salt, while throughout the whole district has 
been discovered large areas of coal deposits. 
The water jiower was also another Avondcrful 
asset to the country. A few facts in regard 
to the production of^ fish " were given which 
almost sounded like fi'Sli stories, but' whicli 
were given as authentic reports. In one catch 
140,000 Avhite fish were captured at Fort Pro- 
vidence, w-hile 6'/j tons of salmon wqyc caught 
in a ba}' off the .Arctic ocean in two days. 
There ,'u-e, said the speaker, sixty-three 
thousand stpiarc miles of water w'cst of Nelson 
river containing food fish. After presenting all 
these facts Mr. Young thought it was time 
Canadians became* interested iii their country. 





^ HE following- letter appears -in a rC''. 
^ cent issue of the iJbhdori'Times:' 

Sir — ^judging by many of the 
speeches delivered on Monday's mo- 
tion in the House of Commons, it 
would seem that the ordinary Radi- 
cal believes that a skilful a?!id conciliatory for- 
eign policy can enable a nation or empire with, 
vast interests .at, stake to dispense Avith the 
arm^inients n.ee.essary. for. the effective protec- 
tion of tiibs'e interests! The' .misconception of 
the whole' f unction and value of foreign policy 
contained in'that belief is so dangerous that it 
deserves a more direct refutation than it re- 
ceived last night from Alinisters or eyen^frbm 
the spokesmen of the .Opposition. 

The essence of tlie mistake lies in the idea 
that success or failure in foreign policy cle- 
])ends sintply and solely on the ability or in- 
competence, the tact or the aggressiveness, of 
the individuafs resi)onsibIe for the conduct of 
foreign affairs. These are, no doubt, impor- 
tant factors, but there are others even more 
imjjortant and fundamental which our Radical 
friends neglect. These are, first, the .crcncral 
economic and historical conditions \vhich at 
any jjarticular time determine the international 
situation, and, secondly, llie strength of the 
material arguments Avhich foreign policy can 
bring to bear on that situation. And of those 
arguments the foremost and the final one is 
the military strength which diplomacy Has at 
its back. Veiled threats of. war, tacit guaran- 
tees of neutrality, undisclosed promises of mili- 
tary co-operation — these constitute the simple 
ami primitive foundation on which the com- 
plicated and ]5olitc structure of diplomacy is 
built up. And upon the effectiveness of the 
foundation depends the -value of the whole 
superstructure. 

That our international relations arc far 
more satisfactory today than they Avere ten or 
a dozen'years ago will be readily admitted on 
all sides. But will o"^ maintain that this 
is simply because Lord Lansdowne and <Sir 
Edward Grey have shown themselves more 
capable and more conciliatory than Lord Rose- 
bery or the late Lord Salisbury? Has not the 
whole situation changed/in their favor? The 
(picstion is, how did the change come about, 
and \vhat was the factor by \vhich it -was 
chiefly deiermined? 

'JMic closing years of the last centur.v w-erc 
a jjcriod of exceptional danger and difficulty 
for the British empire, due not to any aggres- 
siveness of our own statesmen>fbut mainly to 
the economic and territorial expansion of other 
Powers. Between 1895 and 1899 international 
crises were almost continuous. West Africa, 
vSiant, the Kaisers telegram, Venezuela, Port 
Arthur, Fashoda, Samoa — a mere recital of 
names is sufficient to remind us how disturbed 
those years were. Our n^ival supremacy — and 
this is the key to all the trouble — was contest- 
ed by the Franco-Russian alliance; our posi- 
tion in Egypt and in South Africa was meh- 



Xaced by the armed :fbrce of the- IClialifa and of 
the Bbie'f Rep'ttblics. We faced -the naval com- 
petition fairl}^ and squarely. For every sover- 
'eign put down by the allies we put down our 
guinea. And wc had our reward. The first- 
fruits were the recognition by the United 
States that, but for the British Navy, Europe 
could,- and,! .would,., have intervened agains^^ 
them in the conflict "with Spain, a recognitibiY 
which, for the time being completely altered 
the y\merican attitude towards us. The dc 
cisive test came at the time of Fashoda — that 
peaceful Trafalgar, as some one once called it 
—when France and Russia declined to face the 
issue of their naval policy' and tacitly acknow- 
ledged that they abandoned the competition. 
The conquest of the Boer: Republics, itself 
only made possible by. our undisputed naval 
supremacy, cleared another danger from our 
]5ath. Thenceforward the task of the Foreign 
Office was easier. Our naval supremacy made 
our alliance w'cll worth seeking for Japan, and 
it enabled us to localize a conflict whicli might . 
well have spread over the whole "world. 

Had I lie Governments which were in power 
from 1889 onwards failed to face the naval 
competition which then threatened us, we 
should almost certainly have been plunged, in 
189S, if not before, in a devastating war with 
France and Russia, whicli would have added . 
hundreds of millions to our debt and left aii-, 
enduring legacy of bitterness. Incidentally; 
wc should probabl}' also h-avc lost Sontli- 
Africa. Wc saw to it that wc were too strong 
for France and R-tissia to fight with any rea- 
sonable prospecf of success. The alternative 
that remained was to make friends with us— r 
an easy alternative when they redlized that we 
had no desire to misuse our strcngtii for ag'^ 
grcssivc- purposes, and were more than ready- 
to come to reasonable compromises on all 
questions still at issue. Lord Lansdowne and 
vSir Edward Grey deserve the highest praise ' 
for the services they have rendered to their 
country and to the cause of international 
peace. But without the steadfast determina- 
tion of the country in maintaining the two- ; 
Power standard their efforts would have been.. 
fruitless. , • '.' 

Foreign policy is simply- the normal .pvery-r 
day application of our armaments to the inter- 
national situation, as Avar is the abnormal and 
exceptional application of those armaments. 
It can often, though not always, obviate the 
necessity of putting those armaments to the 
costly test of war. But it can never be a sub- 
stitute for them. To use a simile from bank- 
ing, diplomacy is the paper money wdiich saves 
the incon-yenient usao£<gold-in,l.a,i;ge transac-- 
tions; the armaments are the gbld reserve on 
wdiosc existence the value of the paper de- , 
pends. Diplomacy without armed strength' 
behind it is like inconvertible paper — always 
at a discount, and entirely valueless in a' crisis.
